Military  Machinery  in  District  No.  1 1  Is  Prepared 

to  Handle  Men  of  First  Drafts— Will  Be 

Trained  in  Battalions  and 

Sent  in  Drafts 


Although  announcement  on  reliable 
authority  nas  come  from  Ottawa  that 
the  Governor-Oeneral  will  give  assent 
to  the  Military  Service  Bill  on  Tues- 
day, thus  making-  conscription  of  man- 
power the  law  of  the  land  throughout 
Canada,  Work  Point  Is  still  uninformed 
,  as  to  contemplated  changes  In  the  mili- 
tary machinery  to  handle  the  con- 
scripted recruits,  and  knows  nothing 
as  to  what  steps  the  Government  in- 
tends to  take  In  the  way  of  organising 
civilian  tribunals  to  deal  with  exemp- 
tion claims. 

"As  far  as  we  are  aware,  it  will 
simply  mean  that  we  will  have  more 
reoruitH  to  put  into  uniforms,  train  and 
t<eud  incrMciis,"  said  a  staff  officer  last 
night.  "Our  organisation  Is  complete 
to  handle  the  llrHt  few  drafts  nlrcaJy. 
Willows  Camp  has  accommodation  to- 
day for  a  thousand  men,  and  In  a 
month's  time  there  will  be  room  them 
for  twice  that  many.  The  principal 
changes,  as  far  as  has  been  indicated, 
will  be  with  regard  to  the  tribunals, 
and  these  will  be  entirely  outside  of 
military  jurisdiction." 

Control  of  Tribunals 

It  Is  still  a  matter  of  conjecture  as 
to  who  will  control  the  organisation  of 
the  civil  tribunals.  Authority  will 
probably  he  given  Chief  Justice  Hunter 
or  Chief  Justice  Macdonald.  although 
neither  have  «o  far  received  any  offi- 
cial notification. 

It  was  ascertained  last  night  that  the 
men  raised  through  the  draft  process 
will  be  mobilised  In  battalion  organi- 
sations for  training  purposes,  although 
they  will  be  sent  overseas  In  drafts.  No 
more  complete  battalions  are  wanted  In 
Franc*  from  Canada;  and  It  la  said 
that  the  function  for  conscription  to 
perform  Is  simply  to  supply  a  sufficient 
number  of  reinforcements  to  keep  at 
full  strength  the  divisions  which  now 
represent  Canada  In  Prance. 
Details  Still  Mystery 

Just  how  the  Military  Service  Act  Is 
to  operate  Is  more  or  less  of. a  mystery 
In  local  military  circles,  and  everything 
Is  being  held  In  abeyance  until  definite 
orders  come  from  the  Department  of 
'Militia  and  Defence.  It  la  not  even 
definitely  known  here  yet  how  the  dif- 
ferent classes  are  to  be  defined,  or  the 
order  in  which  they  are  likely  to  be 
called  out  for  service. 

It  seems  probable  that  the  general 
system  of  sending  soldiers  overseas 
that  Is  now  being;  operated  In  this  mili- 
tary district  will  be  continued  when 
compulsion  Is  enforced.  Since  Major- 
General  Leckle  has  taken  charge  here, 
he  has  instituted  the  "depot  system," 
which  Is  different  to  any  other  In  Can- 
tdfc.  The  working  of  the  system  leads 
to  the  utmost  efficiency.  It  provides 
for  the  maintenance  of  a  depot  In  Vic- 
toria and  Vancouver,  where  are  situated, 
respectively,  the  Snd  and  1st  Depot 
Battalions.  tTnder  the  new  arrange- 
ments, Victoria  will  sand  recruits 
through  her  depot  battalion  to  the  ltth 
Reserve  Battalion,  while  Vancouver's 
recruits  are  to  go  to  the  1st  Reserve 
Battalion,  both  these  reserve  units  be- 
ing- stationed  In  England.

PACIFIC  COAST 


Members  of  Opposition  Find 
Fault  With  Procedure  of 
Minister — Proposed  Vote  Is 
Held  Over, 


OTTAWA,  Aug.  85.— After  the  House 
this  afternoon,  in  committee  of  supply, 
had  approved  a  vote  of  126,000,000  for 
the  purpose  of  rolling  stock  for  railways, 
the  question  of  a  vote  of  $(00,000  for 
two  wooden  ships  was  taken  up. 

The  Minister  of  Railways  explained 
that  two  Vancouver-,  firms,  Wallace , and 
Harrison,  had  tendered  to  build  each  a 
vessel  of  3,600  tons  for  the  department 
at  a  cost  of  $230,000  each,  but  later  the 
contracts  had  been  cancelled,  the  claim 
being  made  that  the  contracts  were  too 
low,  and  so  the  cost  and  ten  per  cent- 
plus  system  had  been  agreed  on  for 
the  vessels.  The  ships  were  to  ply  be- 
tween the  Atlantic  and  Pacific  coast  by 
way  of  the  Panama  canal.  They  were 
to  be  powered  with  Diesel  oil  engines. 

A  long  fight  over  this  item  ensued. 
Mr.  Pugsley  took  the  stand  that  the 
firms  should  not  have  been  permitted 
to  break  their  contracts  to  deliver  the 
vessels  for  $320,000  each.  Finally  Mr. 
Cochrane  suggested  that  they  "let  the 
Item  drop  then,"  but  Mr.  Pugsley  would 
not  assume  the  responsibility  for  this 
action. 

Mr.  H.  H.  Stevens,  Vancouver,  ex- 
plained that  Just  subsequent  to  enter- 
ing this  contract  the  Imperial  Munitions 
Board  entered  the  shipbuilding  field, 
and  secured  practically  complete  con- 
trol of  the  necessary  supplies,  and  the 
prices -of  material  had  advanced  greatly. 

Mr.  W.  B.  Knowlea  admitted  that  the 
Minister  of  Railways  administered  his 
department  "pretty  fairly,  and  In  a 
manly  way,"  hut  In  this  case  he  had 
taken  on  himself  to  anticipate  the  ap- 
proval of  Parliament.  He  thought  the 
Minister  should  have  secured  the  ap- 
proval of  Parliament  before  entering 
into  the  contract.

FALSE  PRETENCE 
IS  DISPOSED  OF 


Lord  Robert  Cecil  Again  Shows 
Hypocrisy  of  German  Efforts 
to  Throw  Off  Responsibility 
for  War, 


LONDON,  Aug.  M.— "I  see  they  are 
again  talking  in  Germany  about  how 
England  started  the  way,"  remarked 
Lord  Robert  Cecil,  Minister  of  Blockade, 
In  his  weekly  talk  yesterday  to  The 
Associated  Press.  "It  is  an  old  song, 
but  I  think  the  time  has  arrived,  par- 
ticularly in  the  United  States,  when  it 
is  well  to  re-state  briefly  the  bald 
facts  regarding  the  beginning  of  this 
great  conflict. 

"Frankly,  I  do  not  think  anyone  any- 
where can  honestly  believe  that  Eng- 
land began  the  war.  If  any  person  had 
arisen  in  public  assemblage  In  this 
country  two  weeks  beforo  the  war  be- 
gan and  asserted  that  in  a  fortnight 
we  would  be  plunged  Into  the  greatest 
international  conflict  the  world  has 
ever  seen,  the  speaker  would  have  been 
regarded  as  a  dangerous  lunatic.  Our 
people's  thoughts  were  the  farthest  pos- 
sible from  war,  and  our  statesmen  were 
overwhelmingly  occupied  with  domestic 
affairs,  particularly  the  Irish  question, 
to  the  almost  complete  exclusion  of  in- 
ternational politics. 

Balkan  Project. 

"It  la  true  that  some  of  our  people 
had  been  saying;  for  a  year  or  more  be- 
fore that  Oermany  Intended  to  attack 
us.  but  their  warnings  fell  on  deaf  ears, 
so  much  so  that  no  preparations  were 
made. 

'Certainly  w©  did  not  start  the  war. 
Who  did?  I  think  the  answer  Is  un- 
questionable. For  at  least  a  year  be- 
fore the  war  began  Oermany  had  defin- 
itely made  up  her  mind  to  fight. 

"An  Italian  writor  has  told  us  how 
in  1913,  Oermany  approached  the  Italian 
Government  with  a  view  to  taking  ac- 
tion in  the,  Balkans,  but  Italy  said  she 
would  regard^  such  a  war  as  offensive 
and  not  defensive,  and  would  not  lend 
her' support.  Oermany  withdrew  her 
proposals,  as  she  did  not  think  she  then 
was  strong  enough  to  go  it  alone. 

"American  Ambassador  Uerard  has 
told  us  the  German  Crown  Prince  made 
no  secret  of  his  desire  for  war,  and. 
that  he  even  expressed  the  hope  that  it 
would  come  before  his  father  died;  and 
he  added  that  If  It  did  not  come  before 
his  died.  It  would  come  as  soon  as  he, 
namely,  the  Crown  Prince,  ascended  the 
throne. 

Thongkt    Moment    Favorable. 

"Mr.  Balfour's  secretary,  Mr.  Ian 
Malcolm,  has  also  quoted  his  conversa- 
tion with  the  German  Crown  Prince,  Bi 
which  the  Prince  suggested  that  Eng- 
land and  Germany  should  combine  to 
destroy  France. 

"There  Is  no  question  but  that  Ger- 
many had  mad*  up  her  mind  that  some 
time  during  the  Summer  of  1914  would 
be  the  best  time  for  war — this  because 
the  new  French  military  service  net 
would  not  have  yet  become  effective 
and  the  Russian  strategic  railways 
would  not  be  yet  ready.  Moreover, 
they  know  thoroughly  the  conditions  of 
unrest  in  Russian  life,  and  hoped  our 
domestic  preoccupations  would  keep 
us  out,  though  they  were  determined  to 
go  (Ms  with  their  plans  whether  we 
stayed  out  or  not. 

"In  every  country  there  are  man  at 
many  different  opinions.  The  extreme 
war  party  In  Oermany  actually  wel- 
comed sad!  desired  our  intervention,  mm 
It  gave  them  an  opportunity  to  kill  two 
bird*  with  one  atone.  Ths  wiser  ones, 
BO  doubt,  hoped  ws  would  stay  out  ss 

i 


that  they  could  take  us  singly  later, 
followed  still  later,  as  Ambassador 
Gerard  has  pointed  out,  by  the  United 
States. 

"This  was  the  situation  In  Germany 
when  the  Sarajevo  murders  came  and 
gave  the  war  party  its  eagerly  awaited 
opportunity. 

Action    Predetermined 

"The  Austrlans  delivered  their  ulti- 
matum to  Serbia.  There  Is  no  reason- 
able doubt  the  ultimatum  was  sub- 
mitted to  Germany  and  approved,  and 
there  Is  no  doubt  it  was  then  and  there 
decided  that  whatever  was  Serbia's  an- 
swer they  would  proceed  against  Bel- 
grade. The  ultimatum  was  couohed  In 
such  arrogant  terms  that  a  favorable 
reply  was  difficult,  but  little  Serbia 
managed  to  pen  readily  that  which 
practically  acquiesced  In  all  the  princi- 
pal demands  and  agreed  to  submit  the 
remainder  to  The  Hague  tribunal.  Nev- 
ertheless, the  Teutons  moved  on  Bel- 
grade. 

"You  are  familiar  with  the  efforts 
which  the  British  Foreign  Secretary, 
Sir  Edward  Grey,  made  to  have  the  Teu- 
ton demands  submitted  to  arbitration  or 
conversation.  The  Teutons  brushed  all 
efforts  aside. 

"'Meanwhile  Russia,  who  could  not 
stand  Idly  by  while  Serbia,  was  being 
crushed,  began  mobilisation.  France 
entered  next.  Then  came  our  demand 
on  Germany  for  an  understanding  In 
respect  to  the  neutrality  of  Belgium,  an 
understanding  which  France  had  al- 
ready cheerfully  given.  Such  an  un- 
derstanding being  refused,  we  came  In. 

"That  is  the^implc  story  of  the  war's 
origin.  The  most  crushing  Indictment 
against  the  Central  Powers  Is  that  they 
over  and  over  again  rejected  all  pro- 
posals for  conferences  on  the  eve  of 
war — conferences  which  must  Inevit- 
ably have  resulted  In  avoiding  the  con- 
flict because  It  would 'have  been  shown 
how  flimsy  was  the  whole  structure  up- 
on '  which  the  Central  Powers  wore 
starting  the  world  war."

Journalistic  experience  before  entering 
on  practice  of  the  tow,  having  been 
connected  with  Ths  Colonist,  Ths  Van- 
couver Province  and  Vancouver  World, 
and  with  papem  In  Toronto.  He  prac- 
ticed law  In  Victor's,  Nelson  and  Van- 
couver, being  appointed  Junior  judge  of 
the  Vancouver  County  Court  some  five 
years  ago.  Mr.  Hchults  was  active  In 
musical  and  sporting  circles.  His 
military  march,  "Charge  at  Dawn." 
dedicated  to  tho  heroes  who  fell  at 
Paardeherg,  was  favorably  received.  In 
the  athletic  line  he  Is  best  remembered 
as  pitcher  for  the  old  Amity  baseball 
nine,  when  he  scored  some  notable 
triumphs.

"It  is  clear  that  the  centre,  supported 
by  the  Socialists,  will  give  Michaelis 
no  peace  while  he  pursues  hla  present 
shifty  tacties  toward  them.  His  fall  In 
ths  near  future  would  occasion  no  sur- 
prise." 

Th*  dispatch  in  part,  reads: 
"Oerman  newapapere  continue  to  re- 
flect with  great  dlaaatlsfactlon  on  the 
results  of  Wednesday's  proceedings  In 
th*  main  committee  of  the  Relchatag. 
Th*  reports  are  fragmentary  and  do  not 
agree  precisely  upon  what  happened,  but 
it  aeems  fairly  certain  that  the  Chan- 
cellor's declaration  at  th*  morning  ait- 
ting  concerning  his  attitude  on  the 
peace  resolution  In  th*  Reichstag  waa 
altogether  unsatisfactory  and  was  de- 
livered as  an  answer  and  a  direct  chal- 
lenge to  Erzberger.  the  Centre  party 
leader. 

"The  Chancellor  was  asked  by  Erx- 
berger  to  declare  the  view  which  the 
Conservatives  and  Pan-Oermans  took  of 
the  Interpretation  placed  on  his  speech 
on  July  1*  in  the  Reichstag,  and 
whether  he  maintained  that  the  assent 
of  the  Reichstag  to  the  peace  resolu- 
tion was  necessary.  A  straight,  unam- 
biguous declaration  was  dealred,  and 
this  apparently  was  not  given."

LENS  TRENCHES 


Success  Gained  by  Alberta 
Battalion  Early  Yesterday 
Morning — Prisoner's  State- 
ment as  to  Artillery  Fire, 


CANADIAN  ARMT  HEADQUAR- 
TERS IN  FRANCE,  Aug.  26.— (By  the 
Canadian  Overseas  Correspondent) — An- 
other carefully  planned  minor  operation 
by  the  Alberta  battalion,  which  holds 
that  part  of  the  line  east  of  St.  Theo- 
dore, In  the  region  known  by  our  men 
as  the  cricket  patch  on  account  of  Its 
flatness,  gave  us  possession  of  260  yards 
of  the  German  front  line  with  light 
casualties  today.  The  attack  was  made 
at  2  o'clock  this  morning,  and  the  en- 
emy resistance  was  weak  compared  with 
his  former  defensive  efforts  in  this  sec- 
tor. 

The  trenches  captured  and  the  adjoin- 
ing communication  trench  were  found 
to  contain  a  large  number  of  German 
dead,  many  of  them  killed  In  the  fight- 
ing two  days  ago  when  wo  failed  to 
drive   them   out 

At  that  time  enemy  parties  appeared 
in  such  unexpected  quarters  that  it  was 
believed  the  dugouts  in  the  trenches 
were  connected  by  underground  pas- 
sages with  the  main  German  positions 
In  the  heart  of  Lens.  To  make  sure 
that  the  enemy  would  not  again  use 
these  dugouts  as  a  means  of  pushing 
reinforcements  In  behind  our  fortified 
posts,  they  were  all  blown  in  before 
the  work  of  Incorporating  the  new 
trenches  Into  our  line  was  begun. 

The  gain  this  morning  being  due  West 
of  the  heart  of  the  city,  has  straighten- 
ed our  line  and  the  point  of  the  German 
offensive  wedge  has  been  broken   off. 

Testimony  to  the  efficiency  of  the 
British  and  Canadian  artillery  which 
co-operated  in  the  big  fight  last  weeK 
is  given  by  a  wounded  prisoner  of  tho 
109th  German  regiment,  which  was  ao 
badly  cut  up  by  gun  Are  while  getting 
Into  position  that  It  never  took  any 
part  In  the  battle  and  had  to  be  with- 
drawn. The  prisoner  said  that  the  sec 
ond  battalion  of  the  regiment  left  over 
half  of  Its  strength  in  St.  Auguste,  far 
back  from  the  front,  while  waiting  or- 
ders, and  the  first  battalion  suffered 
still  more  heavily.  The  concentration 
of  fire  which  caused  these  losses  was 
turned  on  as  a  result  of  a  report  of 
one  of  our  aviators  who  saw  Germans 
gathering  In  St.  Auguste  for  a  counter- 
attack upon  Hill  70.  The  losses  of  that 
day  were  #o  great  that  they  caused  the 
abandonment  of  all  the  enemy's  plans 
for  the  recovery  of  tho  hill. 


The  New  Brunswick  Government  Is 
keeping  a  sharp  lookout  for  smallpox 
suspects  from  Maine.

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TURKS'  TREATY 


Greek  Whitebook  Reveals  Fact 
That  Alliance  Was  Formed 
Before  August  4,  1914— Al- 
lies' Diplomats  Blind, 


MONTREAL.  Auf.  IS.— An  order-ln- 
council  baa  bs«n  paassd  by  the  Qovern- 
m*at  prohibiting-  the  exportation  of 
wheat  flour  from  Canada  except  to  tha 
United  Kingdom.  Srttlsb  possessions 
and  protoetoratea,"  the  Oasette'a  corres- 
pondent In  Ottawa  telegraphs.  "The 
only  exception  to  tha  nils  permitted  la 
that  exportation  of  flour  to  countries 
allied  with  Great  Britain  In  the  present 
war  may  he  allowed  under  licence  from 
Us  Minister  of  Cuett 


LONDON,  Aug.  25— Copies  of  a  white- 
book  laid  before  the  Greek  Chamber  on 
the  11th  instant  have  not  yet  reached 
this  country,  but  the  Times  points  out 
that  an  Athens  telegram  to  Le  Temps 
of  August  21  cites  some  interesting  ex- 
tracts which  were  not  published  In 
Kngland  and  reveal  tha  date  of  the 
Turco-Oerman  alliance.  On  August  4, 
1914,  Theotokls.  Oreek  Minister  at  Ber- 
lin, telegraphed  Athena  that  tha  Ger- 
man Emperor  had  summoned  him  to  an 
audience,  read  to  him  a  telegram  Just 
received  from  King  Constantine  and  in- 
structed him  to  reply  aa  follows: 

"The  Emperor  In  forma  ms  that  an 
alliance  today  has  been  concluded  be- 
tween Oermany  and  Turkey.  Bulgaria 
and  Roumanla  are  also  taking  their 
stand  alongside  Oermany.  German  war- 
ships In  the  Mediterranean  are  to  Join 
the  Turkish  fleet  and  act  together.  By 
this  action  the  King  of  tba  Hellenoe 
will  see  that  all  the  Balkan  states  have 
Joined  Oermany  In  tbe  struggle  against 
Slavism." 

Theotokls  added:  'The  Kaiser  asks 
yon  to  mobilize  your  army,  place  your- 
self at  his  side  and  march  with  him 
hand  la  band  against  Slavism  and  tba 
common  enemy.  If  Greece  does  not 
■ide  with  Oermany  there  will  be  a  com- 
plete breach  between  Greens  and  the 
German   Empire. 

Tbe  Bmperor  added:  "What  1  ask  to- 
day 1a  the  execution  of  what  tbe  two 
sovereigns   have   often    discussed."

T     BXBYXOM     ACT 


The  Military  Service  Act  will  be 
signed  by  the  Governor-General  on 
Tuesday  next,  and  will  be  Immediately 
in  force  by  proclamation.  The  mili- 
tary authorities  throughout  the  Domin- 
ion are  randy  to  take  their  share  of  the 
burden  it  will  enforce,  while  non-parti- 
san boards  of  responsible  men  will  be 
appointed  to  deal  with  the  exemption 
clauses.  The  greatest  care  will  be 
exercised  to  see  that  agriculture 
and  other  vital  war  Industries  are 
not  deprived  of  necessary  workers. 
The  men  In  Class  1  to  be  called 
out  comprise  all  who  are  single 
between  the  ages  of  20  and  34.  Class 
2  comprises  all  married  men  between 
the  agea  of  20  and  34.  The  Government 
la  confident  that  it  will  be  able  to  draw 
from  these  two  classes  all  the  men  that 
will  be  required,  and  it  is  possible  that 
those   taken   will  be  between    the   ages

There    has 
been  a  notable  tendency  within  the  past 
few   weeks     among   both  Liberals     and 
Conservatives   to  come  together  on   the 
question  of  winning  the  war.     The  atti- 
tude of  the  Western  Liberal  Convention 
in  endorsing  the  leadership  of  ttlr  Wil- 
frid Laurler  has  been  discredited  by  the 
moat  prominent  men  who  were  present, 
both   Premier  Norris.  of  Manitoba,  and 
Mr.  Hudson,  his  Attorney-General,  hav- 
ing   announced    they    are    prepared    to 
support      conscription      and    Sir    Robert 
Borden     in   the  formation     of  a   Union 
Government.      The     Wln-the-War     con- 
ventions that  are  being  held  will  serve 
also  to  cement  feeling  against  Sir  Wil- 
frid  Laurler  and   his   antl-conscriptlon- 
ist  following,   as     they  are     attracting 
men  of  all  shades  of  opinion   who  are 
anxious    to   abandon   politics   altogether 
In  the  light  of  the  great  emergency  with 
which  the  country  lr  faced. 

The  wafting  into  force  of  conscription 
will  be  the  most  welcome  news  that  It 
is  possible  .for  our  soldiers  In  France  to 
receive.  They  have  been  waiting  for 
this  time  anxiously,  but  have  always 
been  strong  In  the  belief  that  Canada 
win  not  desert  them  In  their  hour  of 
need.  Happily  there  Is  no  Intention  of 
repudiating  their  claim  on  their  coun- 
try's honor,  within  a  few  weeks  the 
Aot  should  be  operating  smoothly,  and 
sufficient  men  put  into  training  to  make 
it  certain  that  under  all  circumstances 
man-power  on  the  Canadian  battle  line 
Hll-Jtre  kept  up  to  full  strength.

1338 — Donatl'e  Comet.  Its  tall  was

1361 — Ths  great  comet;  travelled 
10,000,000   miles   In   twenty-four  hours. 

The  periodicity  of  comets  has  In 
soma  cases  been  ascertained.  Halley's 
In  its  orbit  comes  closest  to  the  earth 
at  Interval  ranging  from  74  Va  to  7f 
years.  Blela's,  drat  discovered  In  1323, 
has  a  periodicity  of  3  2-3  years,  but  lat- 
terly It  does  aot  appear  to  have  been 
visible.  Brorsen's  comet,  discovered  in 
1347,  Is  estimated. to  have  a  periodicity 
of  nearly  76  years,  but  while  there 
appears  to  be  no  doubt  of  ths  elllptl- 
clty,  the  period  Is  yet  open  to  consider- 
able uncertainty.  Within  the  course  of 
ths  next  decade  it  may  be  possible  to 
make  more  minute  calculations.  Do 
Vlco's  comet  of  1846  la  due  again  with*. 
in  visibility  in  1313.  Dona t fa  comet, 
called  after  a  celebrated  Italian  as- 
tronomer, waa  located  for  the  first 
time  In  1858,  and  those  who  remember 
having  seen  It  say  that  when  the  head 
had  reached  the  horiton  the  tall  ex- 
tended half  way  up  to  the  senlth.

It  was  further  stated  that  the 
planets   have   been   built   up  out  of   the 
matter  of    comets     which     have      been 
destroyed.     Even  our  earth,  it  Is  claim- 
ed, was  made  up  of  matter  once  exist- 
ing in   (fur     nebula    in     the     form     of 
comets.     Professor  Sec,  U.S.N,  astrono- 
mer,  in   lecturing  on   astronomy     Nome 
time   ago   said    that   his   researches      In 
cosmical     evolution     showed     that     the 
heavy  bodies  drift  towards  the  sun  and 
the  centres    of     attraction,     while     the 
finer  duat,  such  as  the  particles  In  the 
tails   of   the  comets  and  in    the     solar 
corona,    Is    driven    away   from    the   sun 
by  the  action  of  repujslve  forces.    This 
fine  dust  gathers  together  In  space  and 
forms   nebulae,   while   the  coarser  dum, 
like  meteoric  stones,  adds  to  the  masses 
of     the     sun    and     planets.     Thus  are 
worlds   built   up   by   ths  aggregation  of 
cosmic   duBt,  •  all   of    which     some 
stronomers   claim,    was    originally 
polled  from   ths  stars  by  ths  action  of 
the  repulsive  forces. 


The  main  committee  of  theyReichstag 
is  not  a  unit  In  the  belief  that  the  sub- 
marine campaign  will  end  the  war.

It  Is  unnecessary  to  bespeak  public 
attention  for  the  Wln-the-War  meeting 
to  be  held  in  the  Royal  Victoria  Theatre 
on  Tuesday  evening.  The  sentiment  In 
the  city  In  favor  of  giving  every  assist- 
ance possible  in  the  struggle  insures  a 
thronged  house.  The  meeting  will  be 
hold  on  the  day  that  the  Military  Ser- 
vice Act  goes  into  operation,  so  that,  to 
that  extent,  it  will  be  all  the  more  en- 
thusiastic. We  trust  it  will  put  Itself 
definitely  on  recqrd  In  favor  of  the  con- 
tinued and  Increased  conscription  of 
excess,  profits,  the  endorsement  of  a 
Union  Government,  and  the  putting  for- 
ward of  all  the  country's  strength  In 
the  conflict. 
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Wolf's  Comet,  discovered  last  year, 
has  disappointed  expectations,  for  It 
was  supposed  to  be, visible  to  the  naked 
eys.  It  can  be  seen  at  present  with  a 
telesclpe.  This  comet  is  located  In  the 
constellation  of  Pegasus,  but  there  are 
no  Idlcatlons  it  Is  coming  within  -eye- 
sight Ita  discoverer.  Professor  Wolf, 
of  the  Konigstnhl  Observatory,  Heidel- 
berg, was  also  the  first  to  observe 
Halley's  Comet,  when  the  latter  became 
visible  in  1309,  at  a  distance  of  300.- 
600,000  miles,  although  It  was  not  lls- 
csrnlbls  to  the  naked  eye  until  May. 
1910.  Many  will  remember  the  Interest 
aroused  by  ths  reappearance  of  Halley's 
Comet  after  an  eibaence  of  74  4  years, 
and  how  all  eyea  were  turned  heaven- 
wards  during  ths  late  Spring  of  itio. 
Unfortunately  comets  have  a  habit  In 
these  latter  years  of  not  living  up  to 
their  reputation. 

in  the  Middle  Ages  Halley's  Comet 
was  an  extremely  brilliant  object,  so 
much  so  that  more  than  once  it  creat- 
ed wldeapread  terror.  It  appeared  a 
few  months  before  the  Norman  Con- 
quest of  England.  The  Bayeux  Ta- 
pestry shows  a  group  of  Normans  gas- 
ins;  excitedly  at  a  representation  of  the 
cosset  whloh  Is  shown  with  a  large 
head  and  broad  streaming  tall  under 
the  legend  "I«ti  mlrantur  stellam."  In 
the  same  tapestry  King  Harold  Is  shown 
trembling  on  his  throne  from  the  com- 
bined terrors  of  the  comet,  the  landing 
of  the  Norsemen  and  ths  threat  off  a 
Norman  Invasion.  Again  In  1466. 
Halley's  Comet  was  exceptionally  brtl- 
llsst.  Its  appearance  In  1334  was  by 
no  means  equal  to  that  off*  It*  early  ap- 
paritions, in  fact  It  was  decidedly  in- 
ferior to  the  brightest  comets  of  the 
13th  Century,  namely,  those  of  181 1, 
1813.  1868  (Donatl),  and  1893.    The  1910

The  Italians  are  fighting  their  way 
forward  foot  by  foot.  The  feeling  in 
Rome  is  that  they  are  marching  to 
complete  vlotory,  and  never  have  re- 
ports been  so  optimistic  about  success 
on  this  front.  Already  the  offensive 
undertaken  by  General  Cadorna  appears 
to  have  stopped  the  enemy's  advance 
against  the  southern  wing  of  the  Rue- 
alan  army,  as  It  waa  anticipated  It 
would.  The  Austrian*  have  had  to 
withdraw  troops  from  Gallcla  to  rein- 
force their  sorely  pressed  armies  on  the 
Isonxo  front.  The  capture  of  Monte 
Santo  Is  In  Itself  an  important  episode 
of  this  war,  for  this  height  was  hitherto 
one  of  the  greatest  stumbling  blocks  In 
the  path  of  an  Italian  advance. 

Although  the  Auatrlana  claim  large 
captures  in  prisoners,  it  is  not  clear 
how  ihey  have  been  able  to  accomplish 
any  such  feat,  with  the  Italians  con- 
tinually advancing.  Possibly  such  re- 
ports sre  devised  purely  for  Internal 
consumption.  There  Is  no  sign  of  ex- 
haustion on  the  part  of  the  Italians,  or 
they  would  never  have  accomplished 
aueh  a  feat  as  the  assault  and  capturqi 
of  .Monte  Santo.  Their  advance  from 
that  point  onwards  lies  over  compara- 
tively smooth  ground  on  this  part  of  the 
front.  There  will  bo  delays,  b*  cause  of 
the  necessity  of  bring  up  artillery,  but 
the  problem  of  decisive  results  hinges 
on  the  stsylng  power  of  the  Italians, 
who  appear  to  have  administered  aa 
exceedingly  heavy  blow  to  the  enemy. 
Such  an  offensive  on  the  Italian  front. 
Immediately  following  the  peace  pro- 
posals that  have  emanated  from  the 
Vatican.  Is  significant  of  no  desire  on 
the  part  of  the  Government  at  Rome  to 
discuss  peace  on  ths  basis  of  the 
restoration  of  the  status  qud~  ante 
bellum.

If  our  readers  are  Interested, 
we  will  endeavor  at  some  future  time 
to  give  a  description  of  each  of  the 
seven   wonders.

Sir. — Re  Mr.  James  Townsley  and  hi* 
fine  butter  substitutes:  First-class  mar- 
garine is  a  good  food,  this  I  admit, 
but  cannot  take  the  place  of  butter  for 
family  use,  and  I  would  suggest  to  the 
women  of  Victoria  that  they  secure  the 
passage  of  a  by-law  by  the  City  Council 
prohibiting  the  sale  of  any  butter  ex- 
cept tlat  of  flrsi-class  quality. 

This  will  automatically  stop  the  agi- 
tation for  the  use  of  any  butter  substi- 
tutes: who  will  use  an  Imitation  when 
the  real  thing  of  first-class  quality  is 
obtainable? 

If  butter  Is  prohibited  from  sale 
when  not  of  prime  quality  more  care 
will  be  taken  by  producers,  for  it  la' 
but  waste  of  good  money  to  send  but- 
ter to  market  If  it  is  going  to  be  con- 
demned for  a  little  carelessness  In  man- 
ufacture.

Sir. — About  a  month  ago  The  Colon- 
ist published  a  reporter  a  meeting  held 
In  Manchester.  Rngtond,  which  was  ad- 
dresed  by  one  of  ths  leading  member* 
of  the  Imperial  Parliament.  The  report, 
which  only  came  to  my  notice  jpstfr- 
day,  was  headed  "Party  Spirit  Dying  la 
Kngland,"  and  It  showed  very  obviously 
that  If  such  a  spirit  Is  becoming  gener- 
al In  ths  Old  Country,  we  would  honor 
ourselves  by  following  in  their  steps. 
It  ststes  that  there  was  the  grestest 
disposition  of  politician*  of  all  grades 
towards  conciliation  and  co-operation, 
men  of  the  most  divergent  political 
views  had  met  and  unanimously  agreed 
on  all  the  great  and  vital  points  which 


came  up  regarding  the  welfare  of  the 
nation.  Subsequent  critics  of  the  rabid 
party  politician  type  dissented,  which 
was"  probably  the  best  tribute  to  th-5 
real  worth  of  what  the  meeting  wan 
called  for  and  the  end  which  it  was 
hoped  to  attain.  It  goes  on.  "It  was  the 
nearest  approach  ever  made  to  an 
agreement  on  methods  best  adapted  for 
ascertaining  the  real  voice  of  the  peo- 
ple." meaning,  I  take  It,  that  the  very 
fact  of  Inducing  a  number  of  men  dia- 
metrically opposed  to  each  other  politi- 
cally, to  sit  together  and  discuss  snd 
come  to  an  unanimous  solution  on  the 
many  and  varied  questions  they  had 
before  them,  was  a  tremendous  stride, 
and  one  that  could  not  have  come  into  I 
being  in  pre-war  times,  when  every  pol- 
itician thought,  talked,  dreamed  and 
acted   for  "party." 

Now  sir.  I  want  the  people  of  Vic- 
toria to  exert  all  their  energy  In  a  sim- 
ilar spirit,  surely  we  ought  to  emulate 
the  example  of  the  men  who  were  big 
enough  to  put  party  aside  during  the 
greatest  crisis  of  the  greatest  country 
In  the  world  and  "get  together,"  not 
only  for  their  own  good  but  for  the 
benefit  of  the  nation  and  empire.  They 
did  It,  why  can't  we? 

This  is  the  object  I  wish  to  attain 
In  my  committee  of  fifteen.  With  a  few 
exceptions  every  person  who  has  dis- 
abused the  matter  with  me  appreciates 
the  plan  as  one  that  ought  to  be  given 
a  trial:  some  aay  it  is  novel;  a  few,  that 
It  won't  work.  Well  sir,  I  contend  that 
the  very  novelty  of  It  has  much  to  re- 
commend It,  it  certainly  will  not  work 
from  the  "politician's"  viewpoint,  there 
will  be  nothing  in  it  for  him,  but  in 
every  other  way  it  has  the  elements  of 
a  real  determination  to  do  the  best  pos- 
sible to  And  the  right  man.  I  am  well 
aware  there  are  difficulties  to  contend 
with  before  Vuccess  can  be  hoped  for 
completely. 

There  in  every  likelihood,  for  In- 
stance, of  different  factions  having 
what  is  known  as  "Wln-the-War  Con- 
ventions." but  as  these  will  be,  In  a 
sense,  party  meetings,  I  am  led  to  be- 
lieve that  political  bias  will  sway  really 
patriotic  persons,  each  faction  will 
choose  its  own  candidate,  the  result  will 
be  a  contested  election,  which  will,  of  a 
surety,  merge  into  the  same  political 
rut  as  heretofore.  1  want  to  get  away, 
and  I  am  sure  the  public  wants  to  get 
away  from  this  very  thing,  and  to  ob- 
viate. If  possible,  a  contested  election 
at  the  present  time,  at  any  rate,  as  far 
as  Victoria  is  concerned. 

If,  (and  it  is  a  big  If,)  those  to  whom 
politics  In  the  past  has  been  as  the 
spies  of  life,  will  only  think  for  them- 
selves and  not  allow  their  real  selves 
to  be  dominated  by  their  anxiety  as  to 
whether  their  'party"  will  sink  or  swim, 
the  door  Is  open  to  them  by  my  pro- 
posed plan,  to  asslat  In  clearing  the  at- 
mosphere from  the  tslnt  that  ha*  at- 
tached Itself  to  political  life  in  the  past. 
therefore,  I  appeal  to  them  most  strong- 
ly to  do  sll  they  can  to  bring  about 
a  meeting  of  the  fifteen,  and  thus  help 
in  obtaining  a  result  which  would  un- 
doubtedly be  popularly  acclaimed  and 
prove  to  the  country  that  we  are  a  prac- 
tical enlightened  and  united  commun- 
ity-

General  Leckle  Will  Draw  Apart 
Union  Jacks  Covering  Me- 
morial Tablet  at  St,  Paul's 
Church  This  Afternoon, 


At  4  o'clock  thla  afternoon  Major- 
General  R.  O.  K.  Leckle,  C.M.G.,  will 
unveil  the  war  ahrlne  erected  In  the 
ground*  of  St  Paul'e  Naval  and  Garri- 
son Church  to  commemorate  Esqui- 
mau's eons  who  have  Joined  the  army 
or  navy  for  active  service. 

The  ceremony  will  be  brief  and  sim- 
ple, but  ahould  be  expressive  of  Its  pur- 
pose. Hymns  wUl  be  sung  during-  the 
service,  led  by  a  volunteer  choir  under 
the  direction  of  Mr.  Joseph  Hinton,  or- 
ganist of  8t.  Paul's  Church,  and  prayers 
will  be  offered  by  Rev.  W.  Baugh  Alien, 
rector  of  the  church. 

Victorians   Welcomed. 

Following  the  drawing-  apart  of  the 
two  Union  Jack*,  which  now  shroud 
the  memorial  tablet,  by  General  Leckie, 
Rev.  W.  W.  Bolton  will  •'peak  on  "The 
Meaning  and  Tetchlng  of  a  Shrine." 
This  will  be  followed  by  abort  speeches 
from  other  representatives  of  the 
clergy.  The  aim  of  the  committee  Is  to 
have  the  ceremony  as  Informal  as  pos- 
sible, and  the  people  of  Greater  Vic- 
toria are  Invited  to  attend.  The  event, 
it  is  hoped,  wil|  in  no  way  be  confined 
to  Ksqulmalt,  and  it  remains  with  the 
pivblic  to'  make  it  an  impressive  exhibi- 
tion of  the  love  and  admiration  felt  for 
those  who  have  gone  forth  to  fight  and, 
perhaps,  to  die. 

Many  lettera  have. been  received  from 
the  front,  telling  hpw  Interested  the 
'Esquimau  boys. In  the  trenches  are  in 
the  war  shrine  being  erected  In  their 
honor.  The  account  of  the  unveiling 
will  be  read  with  pride  by  thousands  of 
soldiers  "'out  there."  There  is  always 
Inspiration-  in  numbers,  and  not  only 
will  the  committee  feel  that  Its  labor 
la  appreciated,  but  the  men  will  be  as- 
sured, if  there  is  a  large  attendance  to- 
day, that  whatever  their  city  can  do  to 
show  them  honor  Is  done  with  readi- 
ness  and    enthusiasm. 

First  sarin*  la  Caaada. 

It  will  be  a  unique  function,  for  this 
Is  the  first  war  shrine  that  has  been 
set  up  outside  Great  Britain.  In  Eng- 
land bishops  and  great  men  of  the  sjdte 
count  it  high  honor  to  take  part  in  the 
unveiling  of  these  memorials  and 
crowds  gather  in  the  streets  even  to  the 
blocking  of  traffic  for  the  while,  l-'rom 
all  accounts  the  Esquimalt  shrine  is 
dissimilar  to  any  other  In  size.  Since 
the  Initial  design  was  made  it  has 
grown  and  widened  to  afford  space  for 
the  inscription  of  400  names,  it  now 
stands  fourteen  feet  six  Inches  above 
the  sidewalk,  and  spreads  some  seven 
feet  across.  Its  beautiful  proportions 
have  been  commented  on  by  everyone 
who  has  seen  it  develop  under  the  name 
painter's  hands.

FACTS  CLEAR  NAME 
f  CAPT.  CAM! 


Major-General  Leckie  Replies 
to  Criticism  of  Returned  Of- 
ficer With  Record  of  Service 
— Was  Physically  Unfit. 


To  go  to  England  with  a  British  Col- 
umbia battalion  and,  in  the  words  of  a 
Work  Point  staff  officer,  to  "do  every- 
thing  in  the  power  of  mor^i  rnan  ♦« 
go  to  France,"  then  get  rejected  through 
an  unfortunate  combination  of  circum- 
stances and  sent  home,  only  to  be  held 
up  to  scorn  and  branded  a  "uniformed 
slacker"  and  "non-reverter"  can  hardly 
be  called  a  pleasant  experience.  Yet 
that  is  precisely  what  Capt.  J.  W.  Car- 
ter, late  of  the  172nd  Battalion,  has 
undergone  during  the  past  few  months, 
according  to  information  given  out  at 
Work   Point  'yesterday. 

Facts   Clear  Record 

The  facts  of  the  case  entirely  clear 
the  record  of  the  officer  who,  it  is  said, 
was  too  much  of  a  sportsman  to  strike 
back  In  his  own  defence.  Continued 
criticism  of  the  appointment  of  Capt. 
Carter  to  a  post  in  the  British  recruit- 
ing mission,  culminating  in  the  dis- 
patch by  the  Great  War  Veterans'  As- 
sociation of  an  indignant  inquiry  to 
Ottawa,  has  Induced  Major-General  R. 
G.  S3.  Leckie,  the  G.O.C.,  to  give  out  a 
statement,  fully  setting  forth  the  cap- 
tain's  position. 

Capt.  J.  W.  Carter,  whose  home  is  in 
Kamloops,  tried  flrst  to  go  overseas  as 
a  combatant  officer,  but  Impaired  eye- 
sight would  not  permit  of  his  passing 
a  medical  board.  He  was  subsequent- 
ly accepted  as  quartermaster  of  the 
172nd  Battalion,  a  position  which  does 
not  call  for  such  a  high  physical  stan- 
dard. He  left  with  his  .battalion  about 
the  end  of  1916.  and  proceeded  to  Eng- 
land, where,  after  rendering  exception- 
ally valuable  service  to  his  unit,  the 
172nd  was  broken  up  to  supply  drafts 
to  battalions  already  in  France. 
Battalion    Broken    Up 

The  staff  of  the  172nd  was  naturally 
no  longer  needed,  and  the  position  of 
quartermaster  was  one  of  those  that 
ceased    existence.  Being    unable    to 

transfer  as-  quartermaster  to  any  other 
unit,  ihe  volunteered  to  go  to  France 
In  any  capacity,  offering  to  gladly  re- 
vert If  given  the  opportunity  to  go 
across  as  a  combatant  officer.  He  was 
refused  this  privilege  again  on  medi- 
cal grounds,  and  realising  the  hopeless- 
ness of  securing  military  employment 
in  England,  he  returned  to  British  Col- 
umbia. When  he  arrived  in  his  home 
city,  Kamloops,  about  three  months 
ago,  he  was  met  at  the  train  by  a  hos- 
tile crowd,  who  jeered  him.  They  were 
under  the  Impression  that  be  had  sim- 
ply refused  to  revert  In  rank  and  had 
come  home  rather  than  give  up  the 
privileges  of  his  position. 

Discharged  as  Unfit  r 

Nothing  was  done  at  the  time  to  con- 
tradict this  impression,  even  though 
Captain  Carter  went  before  a  medical 
board  shortly  afterwards  and  was  de- 
clared permanently  unfit  for  combatant 
duty.  He  was  lated  discharged  and  vol- 
unteered to  go  to  England  at  his  own 
expense  to  serve  as  a  munitions  work- 
er. 

Since  returning  to  the  Province  Capt. 
Carter  has  asked  absolutely   no   favors 


from  the  military  authorities,  and  his 
appointment  to  the  British  recruiting 
mission  In  the  United  States  was  due 
to  recommendation  put  in  at  Work  Point 
sby  Major  E.  A.  Seely-Smlth,  the  general 
staff  officer.  This  was  approved  by 
General  Leckie  and  by  Ottawa 

It  might  be  mentioned  that  before 
going  overseas  Capt.  Carter  was  offered 
&  position  on  the  permanent  staff  of  tho 
Army  Service  Corps  In  Cannda,  which 
probably  would  have  carried  with  it 
promotion.  He  declined  the  offer,  pre- 
ferring to  get  to  the  scene  of  real 
fighting.

Mr.  A.  T.  Coward,  manager  of  tho 
British  Columbia  Electric  Railway  Com- 
pany. Limited,  on  tho  Island,  was  In- 
terviewed by  a  Colonist  reporter  this 
morning  regarding  tho  statements  made 
by  City  » Solicitor  Hannlngton  which 
appeared  In  Friday's  Colonist. 

Mr.  Uoward  expressed  his  surprise 
that,  although  the  paper  had  printed 
practically  tho  full  statement  of  Mr. 
Hannlngton,  many  of  which,  he  said, 
woro  incorrect  and  misleading,  that  tho 
corrections  made  by  tho  general  man- 
ager. Mr.  George  Kldd,  before  the  com- 
mission, had  not  been  given. 

Dealing  with  the  "Iniquitous  Charter" 
which  Mr.  Hannlngton  called  the  agree- 
ment made  between  the  city  and  tho 
company  in  1110.  lb  won  pointed  out 
to  tho  commission  and  fully  explained 
that  this  charter  waa  entered  into  by 
the  City  Council  with  the  full  approval 
of  the  great  majority  of  tho  ratepayers 
a-'J  not  through  any  unfair  pressure  on 
the  part  of  the  company  an  hinted  at 
by  Mr.  Hannlngton. 

The  suggestion  was  made  that  the 
press;  was  subsidized  by  the  company. 
This  Was  emphatically  denied  and  it 
was  pointed  out  that  it  was  not  the 
press  only  that  that  was  In  favor,  but 
all  the  public  bodies,  the  Board  of 
Trade,  the  Citizens'  League,  and  others, 
who  worked  indefatlgably  to  get  the 
by-3aw  successfully  carried,  exsit  was 
further  shown  that  on  the  strength  of 
the  by-law  having  been  put  through, 
the  company  had.  Immediately  spent 
very  large  sums  of  money  in  the  build- 
ing ist  the  Jordan  River  Power  Develop- 
ment, which  cost  nearly  four  million 
dollars,  the  building  of  the  Saanich 
line  and  the  extension  of  the  lighting 
and  power  service  throughout  Victoria 
and  surrounding  districts.  In  all  a  sum 
of  between  seven  and  eight  million 
dollars  being  spent  in  the  few  years 
succeeding  the  passing  of  the  by-law. 

Mr.  Hannlngton  charged  the  company 
with  having  too  hoavy  an  expense  in 
overhead  charges,  suggesting  that  the 
salaries,  etc.,  were  too  high.  It  was  ex- 
plained that  the  overhead  charges  to 
which  he  referred,  consisted  very  large- 
ly of  taxes  paid  to  the  city  which 
made  tho  charge  appear  high  as  com- 
pared with  the  Vancouver  charge,  but 
which,  when  tho  taxes  were  deducted. 
would  show  the  overhead  charges  to  be 
very  reasonable.  • 

Amongst  other  things  that  the  City 
Solicitor  complained  of  were  some  of 
the  clauses  in  the  original  charter. 
Amongst  others  being  "the  right  of  the 
company  to  construct  car  lines  on  any 
Street   in   Victoria." 

In  reply  to  this  Mr.  Kidd  remarked 
to  the  commission,  "We  would  be  quite 
willing  to  consider  that  matter  along 
with  various  recommendations  to  the 
Victoria  City  Charter.  We  are  quite 
willing  In  this  respect  to  have  the  same 
terms  with  Victoria  as  wo  have  with 
Vancouver." 

Again  in  reference  to  tho  charter, 
Mr.  Harrington  stated  that  "tho  city  Is 
compelled  to  make  Its  bridges  strong 
enough  for-  the  railway  traffic  and  not 
one  dollar  of  that  increased  expense 
can  be  recovered  from  tho  company." 

"As  a  matter  of  fact,"  remarked  Mr. 
Goward,  "This  was  not  corrected  at  the 
commission,  but  all  tho  same  the  state- 
ment Is  quite  Incorrect,  for  Instance, 
there  is  only  one  bridge  that  the  com- 
pany runs  Its  cars  over  in  the  city  and 
that  Is  the  Point  Klllce  bridge.  When 
that  bridge  was  being  constructed  after 
the  accident  the  engineers  of  the  city 
and  tho  company  decided  that  the  In- 
creased cost  to  the  city  in  making  that 
bridge  atrong  enough  for  heavy  street 
car  traffic  would  be  $20,000,  and  that 
amount  was  voluntarily  contributed  by 
the  company  to  the  city." 

These  are  only  a  few  corrections  of 
the  statements  made  by  the  cRy  rep- 
resentative before  the  commission 
which  appeared  in  Friday's  Cplontst, 
ami  I  think  It  would  have  been  only 
fair,  If  part  of  .  the  case  were 
printed  that  the  other  part  should  have 
been  given  equal  prominence. 


ENQUIRY  EXONERATES 
FORT  GEORGE  MEMBER 

o 

Allegations  Against  Mr,  W.  ft. 
Ross  Not  Well  Founded 
States  Findings  of  Com- 
missioner Judge  Young. ' 


Mr.  W.  R.  Ross,  Conservative  mem- 
ber for  tho  Fort  George  riding,  has 
been  exonerated  as  a  result  of  the  In- 
vestigation which  waa  recently  held  by 
Judge  Young,  sitting  as  a  Royal  Com- 
mission to  investigate  the  allegations 
of  Irregularities  brought  by  Mr.  John 
Mclnnes,  Socialist  candidate,  who  was 
defeated  by  Mr.  Rons  at  tho  Provincial 
general  elections  held  in  September  of 
last  year. 

Judge  Young's  report  is  now  in  the 
hands  of  the  Government,  having  been 
presented  on  Friday  by  the  Commis- 
sioner himself,  who  arrived  In  the  city 
the  day  previous. 

The  report,  it  is  stated,  finds  that  the 
charges  laid  by  the  Socialist  candidate. 
backed  up  by  affidavits  of  friends  of 
the  same  political  stripe,  wore  un- 
founded, and  thus  clears  the  sitting 
member  for  the  Fort  George  riding. 
Denied   He   Signed 

The  petition  by  Mr.  Mclnnes  request- 
ing an  investigation  was  presented  to 
the  Legislature  while  It  was  in  session 
in  May  last,  and  was  based  upon  a  num- 
ber of  affidavits  in  the  case  of  two  of 
which  the  persons  making  them  failed 
to  put  in  an  appearance  at  the  hear- 
ings at  Prince  George  and  McBride;  in 
the  case  of  a  third  the  person  purport- 
ing to  have  signed  it  denied  he  had 
done  so,  and  the  charges  contained  In 
all  were  not  only  not  proved  but  dis- 
proved. N 

Throughout  the  proceedings  Mr.  W. 
J.  Bowser,  K.C.,  leader  of  the  Opposi- 
tion, put  up  a  strong  fight  for  his  con- 
frere,     the    member    for     Fort    George, 
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gued  strongly  against  the  right,  or  pro- 
priety of  the  House  appointing  a  com-' 
mission  instead  of  allowing  Mr.  Mc- 
lnnes to  take  what  action  he  saw  fit  at 
his  own  expense  in  the  courts,  and  af- 
terwards, as  counsel  for  Mr.  Ross  be- 
fore the  investigation.  The  cost  of  the 
investigation  will  be  paid  by  the 
Province.

But  So  Far  Police  Have  Receiv- 
ed No  Word  as  to  Enforce- 

,  ment  of  Law  Curtailing  Con- 
sumption of  Beef  and  Bacon, 


METING  WILL  URGE 
PROSECUTION  OF  WAR 


Great  War  Veterans  and  Brit- 
ish Campaigners  Call  Meet- 
ing of  Soldiers'  Relatives- 
Will  Call  for  More  'Men, 


Great  interest  has  been  aroused 
among  tho  relatives  of  the  men  at  the 
front  by  the  announcement  that  a 
meeting  Is  to  be  held  on  Monday  night 
at  the  Princess  Theatre,  The  urgent 
need  of  reinforcements  at  tho  front  is 
strongly  felt  by  the  relatives  of  tho 
men  who  are  now  engaged  In  tho  hard 
fighting  that  is  going  on,  and  there  la 
no  doubt  in  the  minds  of  tho  promo- 
ters that  tho  theatre  will  be  crowded 
long  berore  I  o'clock,  when  tho  meeting 
will  open. 

Tho  programme  for  the  evening  will 
start  with  an  explanation  of  the  need 
of  more  men  from  Canada,  and  a  reso- 
lution calling-  for  a  vigorous  prosecu- 
tion of  the  war,  with  all  tho  resources 
in  men  and  mo'hey  which  Canada  pos- 
sesses, coupled  with  a  demand  for  ade- 
quate provision  for  the  dependents  of 
the  men  who  are  fighting  and  those 
who  have  fallen,  also  for  those  who 
return,  will  be  moved  by  a  member  of 
the  British  Campaigners,  and  seconded 
by  the  president  of  tho  local  branch  of 
the    Great    War   Veterans*    Association. 

The  advisability  of  forming  auxiliar- 
ies to  the  Great  War  Veterans'  Asso- 
ciation will  be  discussed  by  H.  W.  Hart, 
who  will  explain  the  good  which  might 
accrue  should  this  plan  be  adopted. 
There  win  be  other  speakers  on  this 
question  from  the  members  of  tho 
Campaigners  and  tho  Great  War  Veter- 
an*, and  tf  the  idea  Is  well  received  a 
meeting  will  be  celled  Inter  In  the  week 
to  arrange  tho  details  of  organisation.

While  the  local  police  authorities 
have  as  yet  received  no  word  from 
Ottawa  relative  to  the  bringing  Into 
effect    of     th*     recent    order-ln-council 

passed  by  the  Dominion  Government, 
providing  for  the  beefless  and  bacon- 
less  days — Tuesdays  and  Fridays— each 
week,  the  Vancouver  authorities  have 
decided  to  immediately  make  the  order 
effective  and  are  notifying  the  pro- 
prietors of  restaurants  and  other  public 
places  of  like  nature.  Presumably  the 
same  course  will  be  followed  here,  and 
thereafter  Infractions  of  tho  regulation, 
whleh  is  now  law,  will  be  followed  by 
prosecutions. 

The  order-ln-councll  uses  the  term, 
"public  eating-place,  which  is  Inter- 
preted to  mean  any  hotel,  restaurant, 
cafeteria,  club  or  any  other  place  where 
meals  to  the  number  of  twenty-five  per 
day  are  sold  or  served  to  persons  other 
than  members  of  the  family  or  house- 
hold of  the  proprietors.  It  Is  also  set 
forth: 

<b)  The  expression  "bacon"  shall  In- 
clude cured,  either  pickled  or  smoked, 
sides,  backs,  hams  and  any  portion  of 
what  Is  termed  in  the  trade  Wiltshire 
side. 

"2.  At  any   public   eating-place: 

(a)  Beef  shall  not  be  served  at  more 
than  one  meal  on  any  day,  and  on 
Tuesdays  and  Fridays  none  shall  be 
served. 

"(b)  Bacon  shall  not  be  served  at 
more  than  one  meal  on  any  day,  and 
on  Tuesdays  and  Fridays  none  shall  be 
served. 

"(c)  At  every  meal  at  which  white 
bread  Is  served,  there  shall  also  be 
served  some  substitute  or  substitutes, 
such  as  corn  bread,  oat  cakes,  potatoes, 
etc. 

"(d)  There  shall  be  prominently  dis- 
played a  printed  notice  to  the  effect 
that  all  persons'  in  ordering  their  food 
ought  to  consider  tho  needs  of  Great 
Britain  and  her  Allies  and  their  armies 
for  wheat,  beef  and  bacon,  and  that  the 
food  controller  requires  the  public  to 
do  everything  In  their  power  to  make 
these  commodities  available  for  export 
by  eating  aa  little  a*  possible  of  them 
and  by  making  use  of  substitutes  and 
avoiding  waste. 

"1.  The  proprietor  or  manager  of  any 
public  eating-place  in  which  any  viola- 
tion of  the  above  regulations  relating 
to  public  eating-places  as  there  defined 
has  taken  place,  and  any  clerk,  em- 
ployee or  servant  violating  any  of  the 
said  regulations  shall  be  guilty  of  an 
offence  and  shall  be  liable,  upon  sum- 
mary conviction,  for  the  first  offence 
to  a  penalty  not  exceeding  1100  and 
not  less  than  126,  and  for  each  subse- 
quent offence  to  a  penalty  not  exceed- 
ing ISoO  and  not  lees  than  $109.  or  to 
Imprisonment  for  any  term  not  exceed- 
ing three  months,  or  to  both  fine  and 
Imprisonment." 

Local  hotels,  restaurants,  etc.,  have 
been  waiting' for  word  as  to  just  when 
the  order  comes  Into  effect.  They  are 
ready  to  observe  Its  provisions  to  tho 
full,  but  the  trouble  so  far  has  been 
that  there  waa  no  definitely  stated  time 
on  which  It*  provisions  were  supposed 
to  become  effective.

PREMIER  DEPRECATES 

STAND  DE  VETERANS 


Says  Resolution  Passed  by  Re- 
turned Men  Has  Value  as 
"Political  Document  and  for 
Publicity  Purposes. 


VANCOUVER.  B.  C.  Aug.  25.— "For 
publicity  purposes  and  as  a  political 
document  your  resolution  doubtless  has 
its  value  and  my  regret  Is  that  its  ef- 
fect will  be  to  aggravate  the  cleavage 
in  popular  sentiment  which  it  appears 
to  deplore.  In  so  far  ss  it  will  have 
this  effect,  your  resolution  is  to  be  de- 
precated." 

This  Is  from  the  reply  of  Premier 
Brewster  to  tho  resolution  passed  by 
a  meeting  of  1,(00  Great  War  Veterans 
and  citizens,  on  Sunday  night.  August 
II,  when  the  returned  soldiers  unani- 
mously protested  against  the  attitude 
of  Western  Liberals  at  the  Winnipeg 
convention.  Immediately  following  the 
mass  meeting  called  by  tho  veterans  a 
night  lettergram  was  sent  to  Premier 
Brewster,  embodying  the  resolution 
passed  by  tip  gathering.  The  paragraph 
given  above  .embraces  n  striking  sec- 
tion in  the  letter  which*  the  Premier 
wrote  in  reply.  The  Veterans  had  ex- 
pressed in  no  ascertain  way  their  sentl- 
n.ents  as  to  the  view  of  the  Coast  Lib- 
eral delegates  to  Winnipeg,  which  In 
the  Prairie  city  had  been  regarded  as 
representative  of  Liberal  feeling  through 
the  entire  Province  of  British  Columbia. 

Local  returned  men  were  of  the  opin- 
ion that  the  resolutions  passed  by  the 
convention  would  form  the  basis  of  a 
political  campaign  which  would  retard 
cOnscrintion  and  do  untold  damage  to 
the  men  at  the  tront.  The  Orpheum 
Theatre  meeting  embodied  a  clause: 
"Whereas  such  views  If  curried  out  in 
a  new  election  would  be  an  added  hard- 
ship to  our  fighting  men  at  the  front,  a 
menace  to  the  Empire,  and  a  delay  to  -i 


victorious  peace," 

Reply  From  Premier 

On  receipt  of  the  resolution  as  passed 
by  the  mass  meeting,  Premier  Brewster 
replied   In    the   following   terms: 

"I  wish  to  acknowledge  receipt  of 
your  night  letter  dated  August  l :. 
transmitting  copy  of  resolution  carried 
unanimously  by  a  representative  gather- 
ing of  1,600  citizens  and  returned  sol- 
diers, held  In  the  city  of  Vancouver, 
under  the  auspices  of  tho  Great  War 
Veterans'  Association. 

"Tour  emphatic  and  unanimous  en- 
dorsement of  conscription  may  be  ac- 
cepted readily  as  your  expression  of 
your  views  as  to  the  best  method  of 
contributing  to  the  successful  prosecu- 
tion of  the  present  war,  while  your  con- 
demnation of  any  party  or  politician 
v.- ho  stands  in  the  way  of  its  immedi- 
ate enforcement  simply  emphasises  the 
different  viewpoints  which  may  be 
held  conscientiously  by  many  individu- 
als who  have  given  oareful  study  to  the 
great  questions  Involved  and  havn 
reached  conclusions  differing  essential- 
ly from  your  own  in  matters  of  detail 
quite  as  Important  as  those  emphasised 
In   the  body  of  your  resolution. 

"The  support  given  •  by  me  and  my 
confreres  to  the  resolutions  of  the  Win- 
nipeg convention  was  given  because  In 
cur  opinion  the  ground  traversed  and 
points  emphasised  in  these  resolutions 
appear  to  us  to  be  essential  to  the  pro- 
per consecration  of  Canada's  resources 
to  the  one  great  purpose  of  this  war.  1 
yield,  and  my  confreres  will  yield,  to 
no  man  in  our  loyalty  to  tho  cause  for 
which  the  Allies  are  at  war,  the  sacrl. 
flees  which  we  are  prepared  to  rnftt:* 
or  our  determination  to  lay  tribute  upon 
the  altar  of  sacrifice  the  great  resources 
of  this  country,  many  of  which  hitherto 
have  remained  untouched. 

"For  political  purposes  and  as  a  pol- 
itical document,  your  resolution  doubt- 
loss  has  Its  value,  and  my  regret  Is 
that  Its  effect  will  be  to  aggravate  the 
cleavage  in  popular  sentiment  which  it 
appears  to  deplore.  In  so  far  as  it  will 
have  this  effect,  your  resolution  is  to 
be  deprecated. 

"The  resolutions  of  tho  Winnipeg  con- 
vention received,  and  will  continue  to 
leceive  my  support,  because,  when  thelt 
full  purport  is  understood,  and  not  mis- 
interpreted, they  will  be  found  to  ba 
much  more  comprehensive  In  their  claim 
mon  the  loyalty  and  sacrifice  of  the 
people  and  quite  as  definite  in  respect 
of  the  single  feature  of  conscription 
which    your    resolution    emphasises.* 

On  August  II,  Secretary  Lees,  of  the 
Provincial  Great  War  Veterans'  Asso- 
ciation again  wrote  the  Premier  In  the 
following  terms  in  the  hope  that,  as 
per  the  Premier's  suggestion  after  the 
resolution  hsd  been  road  and  thorough- 
ly understood,  the  whole  matter  might 
be  righted  "Tour  favor  of  the  14th  in- 
stant to  haid,  and  contents  carefully 
ncted.  For  the  further  information  of 
members  and  In  order  that  Justice  may 
bu  done,  I  would  appreciate  a  copy  of 
resolution  passed  at  the  Winnipeg  con- 
vention which  requires  the  immediate 
enforcement  of  the  Compulsory  Military 
Service  Bill,  whleh  is  the  Issue  de- 
manded by  all  the  members  of  this  as- 
sociation from  Halifax  to  Victoria  as 
the  only  swift  and  certain  means  ot 
sending  reinforcements  to  our  comrades

BREAKFAST  TALKS 
SETTLE  BIG  AFFAIRS 


Lloyd  George  Has  Unique  Man- 
ner of  Settling  Troublesome 
Matters— Breakfast  Discus- 
sion^ Better  Than  Writing. 


This  war.  which  has  radically  chanc- 
ed the  mcthoda  of  warfare,  le  alio  al- 
tering, though  more  slowly,  the  methods 
of  diplomacy.  The  direct  contact  of 
Governments,  not  only  by  conferences 
where  Allied.  Ministers  deliberate  to- 
gether, but  by  frequent  interviews  and 
the  creation  of  personal  relations  favor- 
able to  the  closest  co-operation.  Is  quite 
a  new  fact.  History  has  nothing  like  It. 
If  you  except  such  great  war  councils 
as  that  of  Chatlllon.  In  1S14,  when  the 
fate  of  Napoleon  was  sealed,  and  meet- 
ings, from  time  to  time,  between  Royal- 
ties, which  were  supposed  to  be  epoch- 
making  In  the  lives  of  their  subjects. 
The  Field  of  the  Cloth  of  Gold  (without 
the  pageant  and  ceremonies,  of  course) 
Is  now  constantly  repeated  between  the 
statesmen  of  the  Western  Powers. 

Mr.  Lloyd  Oeorge  Is  the  man  for  that 
direct  and  personal  diplomacy.  He  was 
born  for  it,  not  only  because  he  Is  by 
nature  a  diplomat  and  conciliator,  as  he 
has  more  than  once  proved  In  home  pol- 
itics. -  but  because  these  new  methods 
are  really  his  own.  To  begin  with,,  he 
dislikes  a  long  exobange  of  letters,  notes 
or  memoranda — all  the  paraphernalia  of 
diplomatic  routine.  Nothing-  but  writ- 
ing, of  course,  can  make  the  points  In 
a  proposal  or  a  convention  clear  and 
definite,  but  beyond  that  Mr.  Lloyd 
Seorge  has  no  belief  In  documents;  he 
believes  only  In  men.  Behind  the  sig- 
nature, he  likes  to  read  a  physiognomy 
ind  a  character.  As  he  Is  fond  of  say- 
ing, he  will  learn  mors  In  an  hour's 
conversation  than  through  two  month's 
correspondence.  What  he  wants  Is  de- 
cisions. Action  is  what  he  la  craving 
fort  Is  it  not  easier  for  two  men  to 
come  to  a  prompt  conclusion  when  they 
have  met  and  discussed  the  whole  mat- 
ter together,  than  after  an  endless  ex- 
change  of  arguments     and     objections 

through  the  postT  ■  ,t ' 

Mr.  Hoy d  Osotgs  sad  Mis  Preach 
Colleagmes 

The  old  diplomacy  Is  more  elaborate 
and  somewhat  slower,  if  there  were  no 
choice  exoept  between  that  and  what 
Bismarck  used  to  call  "diplomacy  In 
shirt  sleeves,"  a  man  of  Mr.  Lloyd 
George's  temperament  certainly  would 
not  have  a  moment's  hesitation.  There 
can  be  nothing  simpler  than  his  recep- 
tion of  foreign  colleagues  at  Downtng- 
strsst.  In  'the  Cabinet  Room,  where 
the  French  and  British  Ministers 
transact  business  as  if  they  were  mem- 
bers of  the  same  Government,  or,  still 
mors  Informally,  around  the  breakfast 
table.  Mr.  Lloyd  George's  breakfasts 
are  In  a  fair  way  of  becoming  mors  fa- 
mous even  than  y>o*e  of  Mr.  Gladstone.

They  are  undoubtedly  of  European  im- 
portance. How  many  vital  questions 
have  been  discussed  there,  and  some- 
times more  thoroughly  dealt  with  than 
in  solemn  congresses!  Over  the  bacon 
and  eggs  and  the  marmalade,  the  con- 
versation is  one  between  man  and  man, 
as  between  friends  putting  their  heads 
together  for  the  settlement  of  some 
grave  family  problem.  For  the  allied 
statesmen  have  ceased  today  to  be  mere- 
ly colleagues  for  Mr.  Lloyd  George; 
they  are  his  friends  and  comrades  in 
arms,  with  the  mutual  feeling  that  must 
exist  between  men  who  have  lived  the 
same  tragic  hours  and  faced  the  same 
dangers. 

A  Msroalsaa  Cask  ' 
His  close — one  might  say  fraternal — 
relations  with  M.  Albert  Thomas  are 
common  history,  dating  from  the  time 
when  they  were  both  called  to  the  her- 
culean task  of  organising  the  produc- 
tion of  munitions.  Both  are  moved  by 
the  asms  burning  patriotism,  both  pro- 
fess the  same  eontempt  for  easy-going 
optimism,  although  they  have  the  same 
faith  in  the  future  of  democracy;  both 
betray  the  same  liking  for  realities,  and 
show  the  same  practical  energy  In 'the 
pursuit  of  their  ideal  alms.  What  Mr. 
Lloyd  George  appreciates  in  M.  Brland 
Is  the  accomplished  Parliamentary  skill, 
ths  resourceful  mind,  the  deep  knowl- 
edge and  good-natured  contempt  of  hu- 
man nature.  Their  conversations,  for 
thoss  privileged  to  hear  them,  were  any- 
thing but  dull.  M.  Rlbot,  whose  age  and 
experience  call  for  respect,  cannot,  per- 
haps, be  treated  with  the  same  famtll- 
artly;  but  in  their  confidential  talks  to- 
gether the  dominant  note  is  one 
of  mutual  esteem  and  confidence  as  be- 
tween two  men  who  are  dealing  seri- 
ously with  serious  questions,  and  will 
not  be  deceived  by  empty  appearances. 
In  spite  of  a  striking  difference  in  their 
early  training,  M.  Painleve  resembles 
Mr.  Lloyd  George  by  the  fine  quality  of 
his  Intellect  and  the  characteristic  ar- 
dor of  his  political  temperament.  The 
meeting  of  these  two  eager  and  brilliant 
spirits  is  like  the  contact  of  two  elec- 
tric currents,  whence  springs  the 
spark. 

Personal  Charm 
In  each  of  these  men  you  will  find 
some  trait  linking  him  more  or  less  to 
Mr.  Lloyd  George.  Apart  from  the  great 
object  they  have  in  common — the  vin- 
dication of  the  world's  freedom — noth- 
ing can  contribute  more  to  maintain  har- 
monious Intercourse  between  them  than 
his  simplicity  of  manner  and  that  per- 
sonal charm  which  few,  even  among  his 
professed  opponents  of  yesterday,  have 
been  found  able  to  resist  Thanks  to 
such  a  precious  gift,  a  formal  meeting 
of  statesmen  will  become,  in  a  few  mo- 
ments, a  friendly  conversation,  in  which 
each  will  say  Just  what  he  has  to  say, 
without  finding  it  necessary  to  make  a 
speech.  When,  later  on,  the  ordinary 
reader  is  allowed  to  read  the  accounts 
of  these  conferences,  he  will  be  aston- 
ished to  observe  how  free  the  language 
between  the  Allied  statesmen  had  grad- 
uaUy  become,  and  how  little  it  had  to 
do  with  diplomatic  forma  Such  Infor- 
mality would  not  have  been  possible 
without  the  influence  of  a  man  who, 
caring  nothing  for  prescriptions  and 
empty  ritual,  knows  how  to  replace 
them  by  a  simple  cordiality. 


Mr.  Lloyd  George  has  another  gift 
which  fits  him  admirably  for  an  Inter- 
national role.  He  has  imagination,  which 
Is  the  mother  of  sympathy.  Though 
descended  from  the  earliest  inhabitants 
of  these  Islands,  he  Is  not  insular  in  the 
narrow  sense  of  the  word.  Ever  since 
her  deeds  and  sacrifices  for  the  common 
cause,  France,  to  whom  he  feels  akin, 
through  his  Celtic  blood,  has  been  to 
him  as  a  second  Motherland.  None  has 
paid  her  homage  with  more  heartfelt 
eloquence.  When,  in  the  deep-dug 
casements  of;  the  Verdun  citadel,  he 
paid  homage  in  strong  and  sober  words 
to  the  heroes  who  had  died  for  the 
liberty  of  the  world.  It  is  difficult  to 
say  whether  he  or  his  hearers  were 
more  greatly  moved.  Again,  at  Rome, 
when  he  strode  across  the  FOrum,  one 
could  see.  in  the  light  suddenly  flash- 
ing in  his  clear,  quick  eyes,  the  gleam 
of  Roman  glory  and  greatness.  "Diplo- 
macy in  shirt  sleeves."  as  Bismarck 
understood  it,  was  the  triumph  of  a 
cold  Intelligence  and  merciless  will, 
scorning  right  as  well  as  decency.  But 
In  the  "breakfast  diplomacy,"  of  Mr. 
Lloyd  George,  intelligence  and  will 
power  move  on  a  fulcrum  of  sympathy 
and  confidence.  It  is  not  only  founded 
on  personal  contact  with  human  beings, 
it  is  profoundly  human. 

The  peoples  realise  It.  Modern  and 
democratic,  Mr.  Lloyd  Georges  diplo- 
macy brings  together  more  than  states- 
men. The  feeling  towards  him  In 
France  and  Italy  Is  very  warm,  not 
merely  because  of  his  seal  and  energy 
in  the  prosecution  of  the  war,  but  be- 
cause these  countries  are  grateful  to 
him  for  his  conception  of  common  ac- 
tion, not  merely  based  on  the  settle- 
ment of  material  Interests,  but  on  mu- 
tual knowledge  and  comprehension.  In 
these  quiet  conversations  behind  closed 
doors,  the  subdued  voices  of  a  few  men 
speaking  In  a  friendly  tone  are  echoed 
by  the  voices  of  the  nation.— "Foreign 
Observer, "  In  London  Dally  Chronicle.

In  the  years  Immediately  preceding 
the  war  Miss  Muriel  Hall  was  well 
known  in  Victoria  for  her  great  musi- 
cal talent  Her  friends  will  be  pleased 
to  hear  that  she  is  devoting  herself  as 
a  V.  A.  D.  worker  to  the  soldiers  In  the 
camps  In  the  south  of  England. 

Miss  Hall  has  been  married  since  she 
went  abroad  to  Captain  Wm.  Wardle, 
who  Is  on  duty  in  France.  Mrs.  War- 
die  has  been  singing  in  the  convales- 
cent hospitals  and  serving  in  the  can- 
teens at  Folkestone.  She  was  there  dur- 
ing the  terrible  air  raid  when  several 
boys  from  Victoria  suffered,  and  has 
since  engaged  In  concert  work  in  an- 
other city. 

It  Is  not  easy  to  realise  in  our  quiet 
city  how  much  self  control  and  courage 
are  needed  by  the  women  who  are  light- 
ing with  all  their  might  to  banish  gloom 
and  depression  from  the  wounded  and 
suffering  soldiers.  Victorians  win  be 
proud  that  the  young  artist  has  found 
a  field  for  her  talent  In  the  service  of 
humanity. 


Government  House. 
During  the  last  three  years  the  Lieu- 
tenant-Governor and  Mrs.  Barnard  have 
taken  advantage  of  many  opportunities 
of  making^Gtovernment  House  serve  the 
citizens.  The  entertainment  of  the  or- 
phans recently  was  one  of  the  many 
kind  ways  In  which  happiness  has  been 
spread  directly  among  those  who  have 
little  Joy  in  their  lives.  It  will  be  long 
before  the  tiniest  of  the  children  will 
forget  the  lovely  things  they  saw,  the 
fun  they  had  and  the  -nice  food  they 
ate.  The  kindness  they  received  will 
form  a  pleasant  memory  wherever  they 
may   go. 

Indirectly  suffering  has  been  allevi- 
ated by  placing  Government  House  at 
the  disposal  of  patriotic  and  charitable 
societies  for  the  raising  of  funds  for 
various  purposes. 

Under  ordinary  circumstances  Gov- 
ernment House  would  have  been  a  cen- 
tre of  gayety  for  the  young  people  of 
the  city  and  province.  The  war  has 
altered  all  that,  but.lt  Is  pleasant  to 
think  that  other,  and  perhaps  not  less 
useful  functions  have  been  served  by 
the  official  residence. 

One  cannot  help  alluding  to  the 
beauty  of  the  grounds  to  which  It  Is 
easy  to  see  Mrs.  Barnard  gives  her  per- 
sonal attention.  In  all  seasons  they 
afford  visitors  and  residents  alike  great 
pleasure.  Open  as  they  are  to  the  sight 
of  every  passer-by,  the  lovely  lawns, 
the  shade  trees  and  the  flower  beds  and 
borders,  with  the  glimpses  of  sea  and 
mountains  beyond  afford  a  view  not 
often  surpassed.  The  residence  Is  wor- 
thy of  Victoria  and  of  our  Province, 
and  Mrs.  Barnard  Is  doing  a  woman's! 
part  In  filling  It  with  an  atmosphere 
of  kindness.

Scattered  through  the  city  are  the 
widows  and  mothers  of  men  who  have 
died  at  the  front.  These  mourners  are 
entitled  to  our  sympathy,  and  this  debt, 
to  do  us  justice,  most  of  us  are  ready 
to  pay.  The  kind  word,  the  look  or  the 
gesture  are  seldom  withheld  where  we 
feel  they  will  help  to  heal  wounds  often 
bravely  hidden. 

In  neighborly  ways  some  have  gone 
much  farther.  They  have  brought  aid 
and  comfort  when  strength  failed.  Chil- 
dren have  been  cared  for,  work  has 
been  done,  the  mourners  have  been 
cheered  and  tended  In  sickness  till  with 
grief  allayed  in  some  measure  the  bur- 
den of  life  has  been  taken  up  again  and 
Its  duties  resumed.  Only  to  those  who 
were  near  and  dear  to  the  bereaved 
have  such  privileges  been  given.  At 
such  a  time  the  stranger  must  stand 
aside. 

What  then  Is  left  for  others  to  do. 
Enough  for  all  who  are  willing  to  help.

they  have  not  enough  to  support  them- 
selves and  their  children  in  the  most 
humble  way.  They  cannot  buy  food  and 
clothing  and  provide  shelter.  Some 
can  work,  but  even  then  they  must  have 
more  money  than  they  have  to  go  on 
with.  Food  never  was  so  high  and  chil- 
dren must  have  clothing,  and  rent  must 
be  paid.  For  the  old  or  the  sick  widow- 
ed mother  the  outlook  is  dark  indeed. 

The  Daughters  of  Empire  through 
the  PatrL^ic  Aid  Society  know  of  the 
extent  or  the  need.  They  are  asking 
us  all  to  help,  so  that  when  Winter 
comes  there  shall  be  no  distress.  Na- 
tional measures  must 'he  taken,  but  that 
cannot  he  done  immediately.  The  duty 
lies  upon  aft- who  have  the  means  to 
give  what  they  can  to  keep  comfortable 
the  homes  of  the  men  who  have  left 
their  dear  ones  to  the  care  of  their 
comrades  at  home.  There  are  mothers, 
too,  who  must  be  aided  for  their  pen- 
sions are  still  smaller. 

A  great  deal  more  might  be  said,  but 
to  wives  and  mothers  and  thinking  ten- 
der  hearted  men  It  Is  enough  to  state 
that  In  many  quarters  there  Is  Imme- 
diate and  pressing  need.  On  every 
hand  the  cost  of  living  Is  forcing  work- 
ers to  exercise  the  strictest  economy. 

Too  often  the  day  of  a  public  appeal 
flnds  those  who  wish  to  give  without 
money.  This  will  not  be  the  case  if,  in 
the  interval  before  the  7th  of  Septem- 
ber the  citlsens  of  Victoria,  women  and 
men,  plan  to  make  an  adequate  contri- 
bution to  the  comfort  of  the  widows, 
orphans  and  mothers  of  fallen  soldiers. 
The  committee  of  the  I.  O.  T>.  HI.  will 
see  that  relief  Is  given  where  It  Is 
needed. 


A  Children's  City. 
As  a  rule  cities  are  not  for  children. 
In  crowded  houses  and  thoroughfares 
the  little  ones  pine  and  die.  Victoria 
Is  an  exception.  The  sounds  of  childish 
play  and  laughter  are  heard  on  every 
hand,  and  plump  and  rosy  boys  and 
girls  meet  the  traveller  at  every  turn. 
Wide  streets,  detached  cottages,  and 
open  spaces  for  play  all  have  their  part 
In  fitting  Victoria  to  be  a  home  for 
happy  families.  But  this  is  not  all. 
Beaches  almost  surround  our  city,  and 
Victoria  Arm,  with  its  warm,  sheltered 
waters,  runs  through  It.  Here,  through 
the  long  days  of  July  and  August  many 
perhaps  the  majority  of  children  play 
for  many  hours  every  day.  The  air  la 
bracing  and  September  flnds  them  well 
and  strong. 

We  have  good  schools,  both  public 
and  private,  where  children  may  receive 
a  good  foundation  for  a  university  edu- 
cation, or  preparation  for  future  self- 
improvement.  The  little  ones  are  very 
happy  In  their  primary  schools  and  In 
the  higher  rooms  boys  and  girls  are 
Justly  treated.  Normal  training  Is  well 
taught,  and  the  girls  learn  the  domestic 
arts  of  sewing,  cooking  and  laundry 
work.  So  far  the  only  approach  to  tech- 
nlchal  gaining  Is  In  our  night  schools 
and  the  Introduction  of  agriculture  Into 
our  High  School  this  year.  Perhaps, 
too,  It  'should  be  said  that  the  Com- 
mercial Department  of  the  High  School 
prepares  students  'to  take  places  In 
business  houses.  To  say  that  our 
schools  are  not  capable  of  improvement 
wolud  be  both  foolish  and  wrong.  The 
last  word  In  educatln  has  nowhere  been 
said,  but  we  Justly  claim  that  children 
educated  In  Victoria  can  take  their 
places  by  the  side  of  those  from  any 
part  of  Canada,  If  not  the  British  Em- 
pire. 

It  Is  said  that  British  parents  who 
live  In  the  Far  East  are  looking  to  Can- 
ada In  the  present  emergency  to  afford 
education  to  their  children.  Victoria 
should  meet  their  wishes  In  many  ways. 
If  there  Is  anything  lacking  It  would 
be  both  wise  and  patriotic  to  supply  It. 
We  need  some  things  for  our  own  chil- 
dren as  well  as  for  those  who  may 
come  to  us  In  future.  Among  these 
wants  are  more  playgrounds  and  su- 
pervision of  those  we  already  have. 
Better  amusements  for  the  children  In- 
doors, and  more  social  centres,  a  real 
Improvement  In  the  class  of  moving 
pictures  shown  the  young  people  are 
among  these.  Our  streets  and  parks 
should  be  more  strictly  policed,  espec- 
ially at  night.  But  these  are  all  mat- 
ters that  can  and  should  be  reformed 
by  Intelligent  resolute  fathers  and 
mothers. 

People  who  have  always  lived  in  Vic- 
toria scarcely  realize  how  thankful  they 
should  be  for  Its  beauty.  Its  many  sunny 
days.  Its  mild  climate  and  Its  healthful 
situation.  These  Nature  has  given  us. 
When  man  does  his  part  msy  we  not 
hope  It  will  approach  the  Ideal  city  of 
which  It  was  said:  "And  the  streets  of 
the  city  shall  be  full  of  boys  and  girls 
playing  In  the  streets  thereof." 


Against   Wests. 

Volumes  have  been  written  sgalnst 
waste  of  food,  but  It  Is  not  often  that 
the  argument  Is  so  strongly  and  plainly 
put  as  in  the  following  short  article 
taken  from  Conservation:

due  largely  to  the  preachments  of  econ- 
omy. Economy  In  the  use  of  foodstuffs 
should  be  practised  b'y  thoss  who  live 
In  the  country  as  wsll  as  by  those  Who 
dwell  la  the  towns  snd  cities.

CHARGE  GERMAN  LINES 


Members  of  Women's  "Legion 
of  Death"  Tell  of  Hard  Fight 
— Carried  Poison  to  Use  if 
Captured,

On  Saturday  evening,  lying  side  by 
side  In  beds  In  the  town  hospital,  were 
five  girls  of  the  Legion  of  Death.  They 
were  suffering  from  shell-shock,  all 
paralysed  In  various  parts  of  their 
bodies. 

One  peasant  girl  had  a  German  hel- 
met beside  her.  "J  saw  a  German  In 
front  of  me,"  she  told  me,  "and  stabbed 
hlra  with  my  bayonet  and  pulled  ths 
trigger  at  the  same  time.  I  killed  him. 
and  took  his  hat  as  a  souvenir."  She 
smiled  delightedly. 

"What  did  the  battle  look  like?"  said 
another  girl.  "It  was  very  nervous 
work  Just  before'  we  charged.  I  knew 
the  order  to  charge  was  coming,  snd  I 
think  I  got  a  little  frightened,  but  as 
soon  as  ths  order  came  I  forgot  every- 
thing and  ran  forward  and  heard  lots 
of  girls  yelling  and  shouting  to  advance. 
None  of  us  were  afraid  when  we  started 
shooting. 

"Terrific  big  shells  were  breaking  all 
around.  The  first  dead  man  I  saw 
frightened  me  a  little,  but  we  had  to 
Jump  over  corpses  and  soon  forgot 
them." 

I  talked  to  a  third  girl,  who  described 
the  taking  of  German  prisoners  "We 
could  not  tell  what  was  going  on  any- 
where," she  said.  "Mm*.  Botchkarova 
was  everywhere  among  us,  calling  upon 
us  to  flght,  to  die  like  Russian  soldiers.

"Suddenly  we  saw  a  bunch  of  Ger- 
mane right  ahead)  of  us.  Then  they 
were  In  our  midst,  or  we  were  all 
around  them.

They 
have  shaved  their  heads  and  wear  ugly 
boots.  Kvery  girl  carries  a  ration  of 
cyanlds  of  potassium  In  cass  or  cap- 
ture.— Exchange.

Ohoatly.  grey  forma  loom  out  of  the 
mlit  which  enshrouds  a  Bummer  iw. 
Then,  even  mm  we  gaze,  e  fresh  breeM 
■weeps  down,  and  presto,  the  vapor  cur- 
tain vanishes.  Now,  In  the  sunshine, 
behold  U»e  cruiser  fleet  of  Britain, 
stretching  majestic,  mm  far  as  the  ere 
can  reach.  The  Empire's  walls  of  steel, 
her  sure  shield. 

Silvery  chimes  of  bells  float  across 
the  water.  Roll  of  drums,  belike  beat- 
ing to  quarters  as  of  old,  and  clear 
notes  of  the  bugle  sound  melodiously 
aa  our  little  motor  submarine  chaser 
ploughs  the  waves.  Down  the  line  we 
pass,  that  Una  of  floating  fortresses, 
from  whose  turrets  the  wicked  snouts 
of  great  guns  stick  out,  from  whose 
lofty,  many-tiered  lighting  tops  pro- 
trude lesser  batteries. 

Types  of  the  sTavy 
Men  crowd  the  decks,  keen-faced  of- 
ficers, the  very  epitome  of  smartnees 
and  efficiency  In  their  neat  uniforms, 
marines  whose  red  trimmings  lend  a 
touch  of  color,  midshipmen  revelling  In 
the  new  glories  of  brass  buttons  and 
white  tabs,  grim  petty  officers  and  Jack 
Tars  with  bull  necks  and  faces,  bur* 
Dished  bronse  with  sun  and  salt  breeze. 
Just  the  British  Navy  on.  the  job! 
Presently  our  little  craft  swings  to- 
wards one  of  these  man-o'-warsmen  at 
whose  rail  stands  a  line  of  seamen  In 
white  dungarees. 

A  Visit  to  the  Lion 
The  Lion,  once  Beatty's  flagship,  the 
good  old  Lion,  whose  sharp  claws  and 
teeth  rent  the  Blucher'a  plates  and  sent 
her  to  the  bottom  of  the  North  Sea  in 
that  famous  fight  Such  is  the  vessel 
at  whose  side  the  motor  boat  bobs.  Up 
a  ladder  we  swarm  to  shake  hands 
with  a  cordial  knot  of  officers  at  the 
top.  In  a  few  minutes  your  correspon- 
dent Is  exploring  the  ship's  mysteries 
under  the  auspices  of  a  young  comman- 
der and  navigating  officer,  a  friend  and 
contemporary  of  Commander  Harold 
Denlson,  of  Toronto,  as  I  discovered 
presently  In  the  ward  room. 

Driven  by  Turbines 
Down  the  weirdest  and  cramplest  of 
elevators,  Into  the  depths  of  the  engine 
room,  descends  the  visitor.  Here,  oh! 
landsmen,  no  maze  of  oldtlme  machin- 
ery, of  bolts,  levers  and  wheels,  greets, 
the  eye.  Only  the  simplicity  of  mighty 
turbines,  which  show  never  a  motion, 
from  whose  titanic  chests,  even  when 
forcing  the  ship  at  full  speed,  breathes 
never  a  gasp  of  the  mighty  flood  of 
steam  surging  through  countless 
plates.

Hare  are  the  guns  which  sank  the 
Blucber.  A  narrow  silt  in  the  heavy 
armor  of  the  turret  admits  the  visitor.

MILITARY  HOSPITALS'  REPORT 


A  conception  of  the  magnitude  of  the  task  shouldered  by  the  Military 
Hospitals  Commission  Command  in  caring  for  the  returned  soldiers  of  Canada, 
is  gained  by  a  perusal  of  the  statistics  just  issued  by  the  organisation,  giving 
a  complete  summary  of  the  patients  on  the  strength  of  the  command  on  July  31. 
The  figures  bring  out  the  fact  that  the  total  number  of  inpatients  handled  is 
fi,070,  while  the  outpatients  numbered  2,958,  the  total,  including  men  on  fur- 
lough, reaching  8,401. 

Following  is  the  text  of  the  statement,  the  patients  on  the  staff  who  are 
still  undischarged  being  classed  as  patients: 
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after  handshakes  with  the  officers  once 
more  we  are  slipping  through  the  seas.

In  and 
out  among  battleships,  cruisers  and 
small  eraft — part  of  that  fleet  which 
guards  not  only  England's  native  seas, 
but  the  Seven  Seas  whose  waters  gird, 
the  globe.  Silent  is  the  fleet,  and  the 
weather-bitten  men  who  sail  Its  ships. 
Hun  theatricals  of  drinking  to  "The 
Day"  have  no  place  In  British  naval 
messes.  But  the  eyes  of  tbe  sallormen 
gleam  when  you  mention  that  other 
fleet  which,  still  a  menace  to  civiliza- 
tion, lurks  back  among  the  mine-sown 
shallows  of  tbe  Hunnish  coast  in  se- 
curity, a  masked,  midnight  assassin, 
unwilling  to  meet  his  foe  in  the  com- 
bat of  broad  daylight.  Ward  room,  gun 
room,  fo'c's'le,  they  smile  grimly  when 
you  mention  shlpman  Frits,  he  of  the 
Scarborough  murders  and  the  Lusitania 
butchery.

When  will  the  Hun  come  out?  Will 
he  ever.  Indeed,  risk  a  fight  to  the 
finish T  Greatest  puzsle  of  the  fleet, 
topic  of  perennial  and  unfailing  interest 
and  discussion  Is  this,  from  otokehold 
to  Admiral's  cabin.

British  Navy  Doing  All  Possible 
—  England  Secure  From 
Starvation—Undersea  Boats 
Germany's  Last  Hope,

realise  the  situation  If  the  economy 
campaign  Is  to  have  proper  results. 
Nothing  Is  gained  by  hiding  the  facts. 
The  naval  authorities  do  not  conceal 
tbe  gravity  of  the  position,  but  they 
do  not  convince  the  people.  Sir  John 
Jellicoe  and  Sir  Edward  Carson  appeal- 
ed to  the  Iron  and  steel  workers,  saving 
that  we  needed  to  use  all  our  resources 
to  prevent  our  being  threatened  with 
starvation.  "The  enemy  knows  this, 
and  has  staked  everything  upon  It;  if 
he  succeed,  victory  will  rest  with  him ; 
but  if  he  fall,  his  defeat  Is  certain." 
It  Is  our  business  to  make  that  result 
quite  certain.  The  Prime  Minister,  wltb 
well-timed  optimism,  said  that  our  loss- 
es were  not  so  great  as  they  were,  but 
our  output  of  mercantile  shipping  was 
Increasing  rapidly,  which  will  upset 
some  German  calculations,  and  that  our 
food  supplies  are  assured. 

It  will  be  observed,  however,  that  the 
meaaures  referred  to  are*  mainly  of  a 
defensive  character — the  building  of 
ships,  which  may  yet  be  targets  for 
submarines,  and  the  conservation  of 
national  resources.  The  submarine  will 
be  suppressed  only  by  offensive  meas- 
ures, by  the  destruction  of  the  U  boats 
or  the  crushing  of  them  at  their  bases. 
The  principal  areas  of  activity  may  be 
brought  under  better  control,  for  there 
are  regions  of  peculiar  peril  to  ship- 
ping and  others  where  It  is  practically 
Immune.  The  Navy  must  do  the  busi- 
ness. What  did  Lord  Northcllffe  re- 
cently say  in  America?  "The  way  to 
beat  the  U  boats  is  to  organise  and 
equip  speedily  the  armies  which  will 
break  and  destroy  the  evil  forces  of 
militarism,  reaction  and  savagery,  and 
lay  the  basis  of  a  brotherhood  of  na- 
tions and  pave  a  road  towards  a  last- 
ing peace." 

The  Bight  Spirit 

Now.  with  all  due  deference  to  our 
unofficial  ambassador,  supposing  him  to 
have  been  well  reported,  this  Is  sheer 
nonsense  and  a  crazy  perversion  of 
strategy.  The  submarine  boat  will  not 
be  suppressed  either  by  armies  or  by 
sounding  phrases.  The  war  will  not  be 
won  by  the  Navy,  but  It  cannot  be  won 
without  It,  and  the  obsession  In  some 
ruling  minds,  which  are  centred  wholly 
on  military  affairs,  Is  having  a  dis- 
quieting influence  upon  the  Navy.  It 
Is  impossible  to  measure  tbe  effect  of 
neglectful  discouragement  upon  a  great 
Service. 


AN  AIR  RAID 


When  Dr.  Michaells  spoke  for  the 
first  time,  as  Imperial  Chancellor,  to 
the  Reichstag,  he  made  no  pretence  that 
Germany  could  hope  to  accomplish  her 
objects  by  the  operations  of  her  armies. 
That,  at  the  beginning,  was  her  great 
expectation.  He  addressed  himself.  In 
the  very  first  place,  to  the  submarine 
campaign,  expressing  complete  con- 
fidence that  it  would  bring  victory  to 
Germany  and  her  allies.  A  piece  reso- 
lution was  before  the  Reichstag,  and 
he  said  that  the  U  boats  would  enforce 
upon  this  country  the  necessity  of 
peace.  They  were  striking  at  our  eco- 
nomic and  military  position  In  increas- 
ing degree,  and  Germany  could  look  for- 
ward with  confidence  to  the  further 
achievements  of  her  "valiant  IT  boat 
men"  and  to  their  result.  The  direc- 
tion of  the  submarine  campaign  has 
evidently  been  taken  over  by  the  mili- 
tary authorities,  and  it  was  General 
von  Ludendorff,  and  not  the  Chief  of 
the  Admiralty  Staff,  who  said  that  the 
submarines  would  reduce  our  tonnage 
and  diminish  the  supplies  of  ammuni- 
tion available  for  our  troops. 

German  Chancellor  and  the  V  Boats 

No  doubt  the  Chancellor  and  the  Gen- 
eral are  adepts  In  the  art  of  makebe- 
lleve.  They  have  the  duty  of  giving 
heart  to  the  disheartened  German  peo- 
ple, but  they  are  not  men  who  think 
that  war  can  he  won  with  words.  Their 
confidence  is  Inspired  hy  reports  made 
by  the  submarine  commanders,  who 
specify  the  names,  class  and  tonnage 
of  tbe  vessels  sunk.  The  British  Gov- 
ernment Is  even  better  Informed,  as  are 
some  privileged  persons,  but  the  public 
generally,  for  reasons  hard  to  discover, 
are  left  In  Ignorance  of  the  state  of  af- 
fairs, though  public  knowledge  Is  vital- 
ly Important.  The  weekly  return  of 
losses  makes  little  Impression.  It  Is 
known  to  be  Incomplete  and  as  likely 
to  mislead.  It  operates  as  a  kind  of 
narcotic.  Few  people  are  moved  hy  the 
statement  that  21  ships  of  over  1,600 
tons  have  been  destroyed.  If  trpey 
were  told  that  30,000  tons  gross  had 
gone  down,  and  what  was  the  relation 
of  tonnage  to  carrying  capacity,  the  ef- 
fect would  strike  deeper.  It  has  been 
estimated,  on  a  mere  calculation  of 
average^,  that  we  have  lost  2,400,000 
tons  of  our  shipping  within  the  last 
six  months.  This  figure  must  be  mul- 
tiplied by  at  least  four  to  arrive  at  the 
dead-weight  carrying  capacity  of  the 
sunken  vessels  over  a  year,  and  there 
must  be  added  the  carrying  capacity  of 
vessels  so  damaged  by  submarine  at- 
tack that  they  remain  weeks,  or  even 
months,    under    repair. 

TWO    Main    Objects 

Kvldently  the  Germans  have  two  mam 
objects  In  view.  The  military  staff 
hope  that  by  molesting  our  transport 
their  ends  may  be  attained.  The  bank- 
ers, financiers  and  shipowners  of  the 
Fatherland  Indulge  the  expectation  that 
our  mercantile  marine  will  be  crippled 
hy  the  end  of  the  war.  Just  at  the  time 
when  enormous  subsidies  applied  to 
their  own  are  bearing  fruit. 


Fortunately  Sir  Edward  Carson  has 
gone  to  the  War  Cabinet  having  ab- 
sorbed a  little  of  the  salt  of  the  sea. 
Sir.  Eric  Geddes,  speaking  to  his  con- 
stituents at  Cambridge  after  his  elec- 
tion, said  one  of  the  soundest  thlnga 
that  has  lately  been  said  about  the 
Navy,  and  It  had  reference  to  the  sup- 
pression of  submarines.  "It  Is  my  duty 
to  know  what  the  Sea  Lords  are  propos- 
ing to  do,  and  to  get  through  the  ma- 
terial and  resources  at  their  disposal, 
to  form  an  Independent  opinion  as  to 
whether  they  have  enough  or  should 
have  more,  and  in  every  possible  way 
as  far  as  a  civilian  can,  help  them  In 
their    work." 

This  Is  the  right  spirit.  The  public 
must  put  trust  in  the  Navy,  and  help 
it  also  with  their  confidence  and  their 
economy  In  the  use  of  national  re- 
sources. They  must  not  underrate  the 
real  seriousness  of  the  submarine  men- 
ace, nor  think  that  we  are  nearlng  the 
end  of  Its  ravages.  There  Is  no  single 
or  finally  effective  remedy  for  It. 

The  Navy  was  never  at  a  higher 
pitch  of  efficiency  than  at  the  present 
time.  It  has  full  confidence  in  its 
chiefs  afloat  and  ashore,  but  there  is  a 
feeling  that  It  Is  not  given  a  fair 
chance.  Let  it  have  every  engine  It 
requires  in  abundance,  and  then  by 
vigorous  action  the  submarine  menace 
will  be  brought  under  stronger  control. 
We  may  hope  that  It  will  yet  be  not 
only  lopped  In  the  mephttlc  spread  of 
Its  branches,  but  at  the  very  root  from 
which  they  spring. — London  Daily 
Chronicle. 


NEW  RESEARCH  PLAN 
PROPOSED  FOR  NORWAY 

At  the  meeting  of  the  Scandinavian 
Parliamentarians,  Professor  Stang  pro- 
posed that  an  International  Academy  of 
Research  should  be  established  on  Scan- 
dinavian soil.  This  Idea  has  been  very 
warmly  greeted.  Attempts  on  the  part 
of  neutral  countries  for  bringing  about 
peace  negotiations  have  not  been  for- 
tunate, however  well  meant,  hut  work 
of  the  kind  proposed  hy  Professor  Stang 
Is  legitimate  as  laying  the  foundation 
for  future  co-operation  after  the  war. 
Certain  institutions  already  exist  in  the 
three  Scandinavian  countries  which  are 
capable  of  development  for  the  fulfil- 
ment of  Professor  Stang's  Idea.  Tt  will 
be  remembered  Mr.  Nobel  left  very  large 
sums  in  trust  for  the  promotion  of  re- 
search and  for  the  cause  of  peace;  those 
rums  which  were  set  aside  for  research 
work  are  administered  at  Stockholm, 
whereas  the  Nobel  Institute  at  Chriatl- 
anla  is  Intrusted  with  administering  the 
funds  left  for  the  promotion  of  the 
cause  of  peace. 

Copenhagen  possesses  a  similar  nu- 
cleus in  the  Carlsberg  funds  inaugurat- 
ed by  the  munificent  brewer  Jacobsen, 
but  as  constituted  they  work  In  Danish 
interests  only,  although  they  will  no 
doubt  he  able  to  render  valuable  assist- 
ance In  laying  the  foundation  for  work 
of  an  international  character. 

In  addition  to  the  Nobel  Institute, 
Norway  possesses  the  so-called  Xansen 
fund,  established  for  research  wgrk  and 
given  its  name  In  commem/>ratica  of  I>r. 
FrMtJof  Nansen's  achievements. 

These  two  Institutions  Jointly  can  be 
enlarged,  and  If  liberal  funds  are  placed 
at  their,  disposal  it  ought  to  be  possible 
to  create  at  Chrlstlania  an  academy  for 
the  study  of  International  law  and  pol- 
itics. The  Institutions  at  The  Hague 
work  for  the  practical  adoption  of  in- 
ternational ideas;  if  an  academy  of  the 
kind  proposed  were  established  at  Chrls- 
tianla  it  would  confine  Itself  particular- 
ly to  the  careful  weighing  and  develop- 
ment of  proposals  for  solving  problems 
of  which  there  Is  now  such  a  large 
group.  The  present  situation  has  shown 
the  great  need  of  some  institution  com- 
manding universal  respect  of  this  kind. 


The  follow  bag  account  of  a  German 
air  raid  on  London  appears)  In  The 
Daily   Telegraph: 

Tha  organisation  of  the  raiders  ap- 
pears to  have  been  elaborate,  and  their 
course  and  methods  carefully  devised 
in  the  most  minute  particulars.  In 
gross  and  In  detail,  the  Gorman  air  ser- 
vice must  have  thought  they  had  ac- 
complished a  masterpiece  of  /rightful- 
ness. A  colossal  fleet,  a  plan  of  attack 
with  the  patient,  plodding  forethought 
and  the  brutality  which  are  the  hall- 
marks of  the  Prussian  mind  at  their 
highest  development,  must  surely  sur- 
pass all  previous  achievements.  But 
that  fatality  which  has  so  often  or- 
dained that  the  more  gigantic,  the  mor« 
minutely  planned,  the  German  effort, 
the  less  the  result,  determined  that  tha 
slaughter  and  the  damage  caused 
should  be  far  less  than  In  tbe  earlier 
and  weaker  raid.  In  June  158  people 
were  killed  and  151  injured.  On  Satur- 
day, employing  a  force  greater  by  at 
least  a  third,  the  German  air'"'  service 
murdered  thirty-seven  and  wounded  141. 
Such  a  list  of  casualties  Is  Indeed  griev- 
ous  enough,   but   It   must  be  considered 

,  extraordinarily  light  In  comparison  with 
the  magnitude  of  the  attempt  and  all 
previous  experience  The  raiders  did 
not  escape  unscathed.  One  was  brought 
down  by  the  Royal  Flying  Corps  off 
the  mouth  of  the  Thames,  but  the  Royal 
Naval  Air  Service  did  better,  for,  chas- 

\  ing  tbe  German  squadrons  out  to  sea, 
they  destroyed  three  more.  Naval  air- 
craft frcm  Dunkirk,  it  is  not  Irrelevant 
to  add,  though  they  failed  to  Intercept 
the  raiding  fleet,  which  seems  to  have 
sought  safety  by  a  characteristic  viola- 
tion of  neutrality  In  flying  over  Holland, 
found  other  hostile  aircraft  and  dealt 
with  them  faithfully,  driving  down 
seven  machines,  of  which  five  were  cer- 
tainly destroyed.  In  all  these  opera- 
tions no  British  aeroplane  was  lost. 
Course  of  the  Balden 
Saturday  morning,  it  Is  of  interest  to 
recall,  was  fine,  but  with  a  good  deal 
of  cloud.  The  barometer  stood  high,  and 
a  briak  easterly  breeze  was  blowing. 
About  half-past  nine  two  considerable 
squadrons  of  German  aeroplanes  were 
observed  approaching  the  coast  of  Essex 
and  the  Isle  of  Thanet.  In  tho  latter 
district  a  few  bombs  were  dropped,  but 
the  casualties  there  were  not  heavy,  and 
the  attack  la  doubtless  to  be  regarded 
as  a  feint  to  conceal  the  main  objective. 
Near  a  Kentish  town.  It  appears,  the 
raiders  were  first  attacked  by  anti-air- 
craft guns  and  our  own  airmen.  The 
fighting  which  thus  began  almost  as 
soon  as  the  Germans  neared  our  coast 
only  ended  off  the  mouth  of  the  Scheldt, 
when  they  sought  safety  over  the  Dutch 
frontier.  As  In  former  raids  both  of 
zeppellns  and  aeroplanes  the  Thames 
appears  to  have  been  a  guide  to  the 
enemy,  for  the  hostile  squadrons  unit- 
ing, steered  a  course  parallel  to  the 
north  bank  of  the  river.  Outside  the 
London  area  they  were  again  heavily 
engaged  by  our  airmen,  but,  apparently 
aided  by  the  cloud  banks,  they  eluded 
the  attack  and  approached  the  north- 
eastern suburbs  In  close  and  regular 
formation. 

Though  It  has  been  decided  that  no 
general  official  warning  should  be  given 
of  the  danger  of  a  raid,  a  considerable 
number  of  Londoners  at  all  events  were 
aware  In  time  of  the  approach  of  the 
enemy.  Warnings  given  to  various  In- 
stitutions and  Individuals  were  passed 
on  with  that  uncanny  speed  which  has 
been  remarked  on  similar  occasions  In 
the  past.  Busy  housewives  early 
abroad  upon  their  Saturday  marketing 
heard  the  news  from  the  butcher  or  the 
greengrocer,  and  hurried  home  to  their 
children.  Business  men  had  time  to 
seek  shelter  and  to  carry  out  their  In- 
tended arrangements  for  the  protection 
of  themselves  and   thjelr  employees. 

Guns  were  heard,  and  the  approaching 
fleet  was  seen  some  time  before  bombs 
were  dropped.  The  public  have  come  to 
appreciate  more  or  less  accurately  the 
danger  of  attack  from  the  air.  While 
the  Germans  were  at  a  distance,  people 
were  content  to  remain  in  the  open  and 
treat  »he  raid  as  a  spectacle.  When 
they  came  nearer  there  was  a  general 
resort  to  shelter. 

Formation  of  the  Balden 
When  the  German  fleet  was  first  mcen 
approaching  northeast  London  it  was  in 
Ihe  formation  which  has  become  famil- 
iar In  the  descriptions  .  of  aeroplane 
raids,  a  triangle  or  wedge,  like  a  flight 
of  wild  fowl,  advancing  in  the  direction 
of  the  apex.  Two  types  of  aeroplanes 
were  seen,  the  mass  of  the  fleet  being 
bomb  dropping  machines,  while  In  tho 
van,  on  the  flanks,  and  on  the  rear  were 
lighting  planes.  This,  again.  Is  the  usual 
composition  snd  array  of  a  raiding  ex- 
pedition. As  they  approached  the  Lon- 
don area  the  raiders  were  attacked  by 
gunfire  and  our  airmen.  The  Are  ap- 
peared to  be  well  directed,  and,  as  far 
as  could  he*  Judged  by  civilian  observers, 
tho  shells  were  breaking  in  the  midst 
of  the  fleet.  It  was  also  remarked  that 
at  times  ihe  formation  was  disturbed. 
The  most  various  estimates  were  made 
of  the  number  of  machines,  but  as 
British  aeroplanes  were  hovering  above 
and  encircling  the  raiders  any  attempt 
at  calculation  was  /futile.  An  odd  con- 
trast with  the  June  raid  deserves  to  be 
noted.  Then,  though  both  Germans  and 
Hrltish  were  frequently  out  of  sight,  the 
air  was  full  of  the  drumming  of  their 
engines  and  the  tattoo  of  machine  guns. 
On  Saturday,  though  the  aeroplanes 
were  full  in  sight  little  was  heard  but 
the  firing  of  the  anti-aircraft  batteries 
and  the  explosion  of  bombs.  The  ex- 
planation may  be  In  some  difference  of 
atmospheric  conditions.  It  Is  certain 
that  all  those  who  saw  the  raiders  were 
surprised  hy  the  moderate  altitude  at 
which  they  were  flying.  Their  height 
varied,  nol  doubt,  from  time  to  tWne. 
but  there  Is  little  doubt  that  they  came 
much  lower  than  on  the  former  rsld. 
Another  matter  for  general  surprise  was 
tho  slowness  of  their  movements.  What 
tho  actual  speed  of  the  bomb-dropping 
machines  was  can  only  be  conjectured, 
but  It  was  generally  regarded  as  far 
below  that  of  the  fastest  types  of  tho 
modern    aeroplane

Neither  their  low  flight  nor  their  slow 
movements  enabled  the  Germans  to 
make  much  choice  of  targets;  They 
were  harassed  by  the  attention  of  our 
airmen  and  our  guns,  and  some  of  them 
at  least  were  evidently  compelled  to 
lighten  their  machines  anyhow  and  any- 
where, groups  of  bombs  falling  In  places 
of  the  least  Importance.  Never,  Indeed, 
have  we  had  so  menacing  a  raid.  For- 
tunately, we  may  add  that  ne-ver  has  a 
great  effort  been  made  with  less  result. 
To  what  the  reduced  casualty  list  la  to 
be  attributed  may  bo  matter  for  argu- 
ment. Probably  two  causes  were  opera- 
tive, the  hotter  appreciation  of  the  value 
of  shelter  and  the  shepherding  and 
hustling  of  the  raiders  by  the  defending 
forces.  Nevertheless,  the  failure  of  our 
aeroplanes   to  destroy   any   of  the   Qer- 


innn    aircraft    before    they    reached    the 
coast  is  a  matter  of  general  comment.

After  twenty-two  months  of  active 
service  In  France,  Lieut.  Athol  H.  Mc- 
l'"arlane.  M.  c„  ha*  returned  to  bis 
home  In  Cumberland,  where  he  !■  spend- 
In*  a  short  leave  with  his  parents,  Mr. 
and  Mrs.  D.  Macfarlane. 

Lieut.  Macfarlane,  who  was  wounded 
at  Ylmy  Ridge,  Is  well  known  In  Vic- 
toria, having  sttended  High  School 
here.  After  matriculating  from  High 
School  he  entered  the  University  of  To- 
ronto and  when  war  broke  out.  he  en- 
listed as  a  trooper  in  the  original  4th 
Canadian  Mounted  Rifles  <;f  Toronto. 

With  nearly  two  years  of  continuous 
front-line  service  to  nJJ  record,  It  Is 
natural  that  the  young  ufflcer  has  had 
«ome  narrow  escape*  from  serious  In- 
Jury.  Hi*  wor»»  experience,  he  says, 
was  at  Hooge  during  the  third  battle  of 
Ypres,  when  his  brlgaio  lost  heavily. 
From  that  point  In  the  history  of  the 
wgr  on  the  Western  front  the  enemy's 
power  has  waned,  he  says.  The  pendu- 
lum of  military  achievement  has  been 
•winging  the  other  way  «ver  since  and 


it  is  now  held  firmly  In  one  direction 
by  the  Allies,  In  the  returned  officer's 
opinion.       * 

At  Begins  Trenon 
Lieut.  Macfarlane  was  in  the  thick 
of  the  fighting  at  the  Somme  last  Sum- 
mer and  was  woundod  In  the  attack  at 
Reglna  Trench.  His  conduct  during  that 
engagement  won  him  a  commlslon.  He 
went  out  of  the  trenches  a  private  and 
returned  as  an  officer  in  the  intelligence 
staff,  although  his  r.sw  Job  was  by  no 
means  danger-procf.' 

Bsfore  the  attack  at  Vimy  Ridge  he 
nay  that  detail  maps  and  airplane 
photographs  of  the  German  lines  in 
front  were  distributed  among  the  Can- 
adian* and  a  perfect  model  of  the  en- 
emy petitions  was  l-nd  out  and  the 
plan  of  offensive  rehearsed. 

Lieut.  Macfarlane  wss  wounded  In"  the 
charge  and  was  borne  on  a  stretcher 
to  the  dressing  station  by  German  pris- 
oners. For  his  bravery  in  this  action 
he  was  awarded  the  Military  Cross,  lie 
spent  some  time  in  the  Dtcaess  of 
Westminsters  Hospital,  where  he  was 
attended  by  a  Victoria  nurse  During 
his  voyage  home  a  submarine  was  sight- 
ed by  his  ablp,  but  was  ohased  away 
by  the  ccnvovlng  destroyers. 

The  officer  speaks  of  the  perfect  or- 
ganisation which  marks  all  trench 
raids  now  carried  out  t?  the  Canadian 
troops.  "In  one  of  these  raids.'  he  said 
"after  we  had  entered  the  enemy 
trenches  an  artillery  barrage  was 
thrown  up  and  our  boys  captured  Ofty- 
two  prisoners  and  remained  in  the 
trench   over  four  hours."

Amazing  Energy  of  M.  Alex, 
Ribot  Carries  Him  'I  h rough 
Mass  of  Work  Which  Would 
Keep  Many  Men  Busy,

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In  office  as  Prime  Minister  at  75  years 
?,,„**.*•  M'  A1«x»n«re  Ribot  is  the  Grand 
Old  Man  of  Franoe.  Nothing  daunts 
him.  He  has  an  amazing  capacity  for 
work.  As  early  as  eight  o'clock  in  the 
morning  he  Is  at  his  desk,  and  does 
not  leave  it  until  late  In  the  day.  His 
energy  and  physical  resistance  are  such 
that  he  crosses  the  Channel  for  his 
numerous  conferences  with  Mr.  Lloyd 
George,  so  that  he  may  not  waste  an 
hour.  Similarly,  when  he  returns  he 
hastens  from  the  station  to  the  Qual 
d'Orsay,  where  he  begins  his  work  and 
receptions. 

Everyone  In  contact  with  M.  Ribot  is 
astonished  at  the  amount  he  accom- 
plishes personally.  He  Is  a  very  quick 
worker,  his  secret  being — method.  An 
accomplished  Parliamentarian,  with  an 
unrivalled  knowledge  of  affairs,  be  Is 
yet  a  great  organiser.  During  his  four 
months  in  office  he  has  established  two 
important  pieces  of  machinery.  The  one 
rather  on  our  own  Premier's  model 
places  him  In  contact  with  the  Govern- 
ment departments.  He  knows  what 
each  Is  doing  in  respect  of  the  war. 
Thus  he  holds  In  his  hands  the  strings 
of  all  Government  effort,  and  has  al- 
ways available  the  sort  of  information 
necessary  for  guiding  his  decisions. 
At  the  Qual  d'Orsay 

By  the  side  of  this  administrative 
organ  he  has  set  up  another,  to  which 
is  given  the  name  of  "Offlce  des  Mis- 
sions." Its  function  Is  to  keep  the 
Premier  Informed  of  the  activities  of 
the  various  missions  in  England  and 
America  ^nd  neutral  countries  which 
are  advancing  French  interests  abroad. 
To  co-ordinate  this  work  in  the  New 
World  M.  Ribot  has  sent  M.  Tardieu,  a 
prominent  French  Deputy  and  the 
foreign  editor  of  Tfre  Temps,  to  the 
United  status,  where  he  has  the  over- 
charge of  all  the  missions,  military, 
financial  or  economic.  These  Instru- 
ments of  Government  are  grouped  to 
the  Premier's  hand  at  the  Qua!  d'Orsay, 
where  Is  his  residence  as  Minister  of 
Foreign  Affairs. 

The  handsome  building,  which  fronts 
the  Seine  and  extends  back  for  200 
yards  or  more  to  the  Rue  de  l'Univer- 
slte,  on  the  edge  of  the  famous  Place 
des  Invalldes,  is  admirably  designed  for 
its  special  purposes.  What  Is  called  the 
Hotel  du  Minis tre  occupies  the  front, 
portion,  with  its  noble  facade  to  the 
river.  On  the  ground  floor  Is  a  splendid 
suite  of  spacious  apartments  hung  with 
Beauvais  and  Gobelins  tapestries,  and 
furnished  in  the  richest  Empire  style. 
One  of  these  rooms,  to  the  left  of  the 
great  staircase,  Is  known  as  the  Salon 
de  1'Horloge.  It  is  here  that  the  repre- 
sentatives of  the  Allies  met  a  few 
weeks  ago. 

Close  to  It  is  another  large  apart- 
ment, the  ordinary  meeting-place  of 
French  Ministers.  Then  there  is  M. 
Ribot's  own  offlce,  hung  with  priceless 
tapestries  and  containing  beautiful  fur- 
niture, and  the  apartment  reserved  for 
M.  Jules  Cambon,  the  distinguished  dip- 
lomat and  former  French  Ambassador  at 
Berlin,  who  la  now  the  Director  of 
Foreign  Affairs.  The  back  part  of  the 
hotel  gives  on  to  a  charming  garden 
radiant  tinder  the  July  sun.  The  various 
ministerial  offices  flank  this  garden,  and 
look  upon  the  Rue  Constantlne.  At  right 
angles  Is  the  frontage  in  the  Rue  de 
1'UnlversIte.  In  this  building  are  housed 
the  library  and  record  office.  The  im- 
mense work  of  M.  Ribot's  offlce  Is  thus 
distributed  logically  over  the  whole  of 
this  vast  building. 

Besides  attending  dally  to  the  exact- 
ing details  of  the  Premiership  in  time 
of  war  his  Excellency  must  give  an  eye 
of  course  to  the  needs  of  foreign  policy. 
Twice    a    week    he    presides    over    full 
meetings     of    his     colleagues:     on    two 
other  days  he  directs  the  deliberations 
of   the  War   Cabinet.      He   takes  a   per- 
sonal  hsnd   In  all   negotiations.      If  the 
Greek    question    has    been    settled    It    Is 
due   la   great   measure   to  his   energetic 
perspicacity.  He  sees  a  situation  quickly 
and  then  acts  In  the  light  of  his  experi- 
ence.    His  speeches  are  remarkable.    Ha 
has   made   several    of   international   Im- 
portance 'since    he    became    Premier   on 
March  S3.     His  categorical  statement  on 
the  subject  of  Alsace,  which  he  repeat- 
ed recently  before  a  Senate  Committee, 
was    delivered  ■  at    the   Fourth    of   July 
hanque^.  of   the    American    Chamber   of 
Commerce,     The     Premier    Is   specially 
linked  with  America,  for  he  hum  married 
an  American  lady,  and  has  a  large  com- 
mand   of    English.

You  get  here  the 
note  of  the  man — the  secret  of  his  suc- 
cess. 

As  an  orator  his  oratory  depends  upon 
no  tricks  and  artifices,  it  is  pure  and 
crystalline  as  a  mountain  stream.  His 
style  Is  classic,  but  that  does  not  ex- 
clude emotion;  he  vibrates  when  he 
speaks  of  France.  Nevertheless!  his 
simple,  clear  language  is  mainly  direct- 
ed to  the  enunciation  of  facts  and  prin- 
ciples rather  than  to  sentiments.  He 
is  above  all  master  of  financial  ques- 
tions. None  more  than  he  knows  the 
resources  of  Marianne's  purse,  the  capa- 
city of  the  famous  woollen  stocking  of 
the  French  peasant. 

As  Finance  Minister  since  the  com- 
mencement of  the  war  until  ho  became 
Premier  he  had  charge  of  the  national 
Exchequer.  Under  his  auspices  two 
loans  have  been  Issued,  the  one  for 
£600,000,000,  the  other  for  nearly  five 
hundred  millions. 

Often  he  went  to  London  to  discuss 
finance — generally  to  urge  the  hard  case 
of  France  In  the  matter  ot  the  Ex- 
change. To  his  energy  both  In  London 
and  New  York  is  due  an  improvement  in 
French  credit  abroad.  His  experience, 
too,  as  Minister  of  Foreign  Affairs — he 
was  holding  this  offlce  when  the  Grand 
Alliance  was  made  with  Russia — has 
given  him  great  comprehension  of  the 
general  situation.  Moreover,  he  has  held 
offlce  as  Premier  (once  fbr  a  few  days 
only,  Just  before  the  war),  and  his  long 
and  honorable  connection  with  French 
politics  as  a  man  favorable  to  reform. 
but  having  a  horror  of  revolutionary 
methods,  has  placed  him  In  a  unique 
position  as  a  counsellor  of  the  nation 
at  the  supreme  crisis  In  her  history.  He 
has  earned  the  esteem  of  all  parties. — 
London  Dally  Chronicle.

LONDON,  Aug.  tt. — Report*  In  Berlin 
newspapers  received  here  enow  better 
than  had  been  understood  that  depres- 
sion In  Germany  In  regard  to  the  war 
and  Its  outcome  has  been  Intensified  by 
a  fearful  epidemic  of  typhoid  fever,  dys- 
entry  and  other  complaints  attributable 
to  Insufficient  and  bad  food,  which  la 
breaking  -  out  In  all  parts  of  the  em- 
pire. 

It  Is  no  longer  possible  to  conceal  this 
despite  the  utmost  efforts  of  the  gov- 
ernment. Basle  and  Zurich.  In  Switzer- 
land, report  that  full  confirmation  has 
been  received  of  a  serious  outbreak  of 
typhoid  and  dysentry  In  numerous  Ger- 
man cities,  particularly  Cologne.  Karls- 
ruhe. Mannheim  and  Mulhouse.  where 
these  diseases  have  become  epidemic, 
children  and  underfed  adults  being  the 
first  and  most  numerous  victims. 

In  Mulhouse  the  epidemic  threatened 
to  develop  a  panic.  Deaths  were  so  nu- 
merous that  wagons  were  used  to  make 
the  rounds  nightly  and  gather  the  dead 
under  cover  of  darkness  to  prevent  the 
people  learning  how  grave  the  situa- 
tion was. 

These  developments  are  Influencing 
German  oplUlgn  more  than  military  fac- 
tors, even  In  the  Westpnallan  Industrial 
centres,  where  war  work  is  centred,  and 
the  greatest  effort  has  been  made  to 
provide  food  and  other  necessaries. 

Conditions  there  are  so  bad  that  la- 
bor Is  in  constant  turmoil,  and  the  peo- 
ple are  greatly  disappointed  because  for 
a  long  time  they  have  been  held  up  by 
promises  that  Bngland  surely  would  be 
starved  and  compelled  to  make  peace  by 
August , !

D.  Z.  Herbert,  president  of  the  board 
of  trade  and  member  of  Z.  Herbert  and 
Company,  recognizes  the  excellent  in- 
tention of  the  Food  Controller  to  con- 
serve canned  supplies  for  the  rest  of 
the  year.  He  thought,  however,  that  an 
Immediate  effect  of  the  new  order  would 
be  an  Increase  in  price  by  the  farmers 
because  of  the  increased  demand  that 
would  result.  Another  ,  wholesaler 
thought  the  order  would  not  decrease 
the  quantity  canned,  but  would  leave 
more  goods  for  export. 

Retail  grocers  expressed  various  opin- 
ions, according  to  the  extent  of  stock 
they  had  on  hand,  some  thinking  tl\at 
the  Food  Controller  "has  taken  leave 
of  his  senses."  One  retail  merchant  de- 
clared the  prohibition  "ridiculous,"  and 
stated  that  he  would  continue  to  buy 
and  sell  as  before,  In  defiance  of  the 
edict. 

All  grocery  stores  sold  canned  goods 
here  yesterday,  most  of  the  grocers  un- 
derstanding that  the  rule  is  not  obli- 
gatory until  published  In  the  Canada 
Gazette.

MAKES  MUCH  WORK

e  Matter  in  France,  But 
Great  Difficulties  Are  Over- 
come in  Africa  and  Mesopo- 
tamia. 


In  bare  outline  the  method  of  provid- 
ing a  safe  water  supply  Involved  two 
problem* — that  of  obtaining  a  aupplr 
pure  at  the  aouroe,  and  that  of  insur- 
ing Itn  continued  salubrity  daring  the 
process  of  distribution. 

In  Francs  the  question  of  a  pure 
and  adequate  water  supply  has  been 
simplified  by  the  many  existing  mu- 
nicipal water  undertakings,  and  the 
presence  of  deep  and  unoontaminated 
springs  near  the  firing  line.  Much  of 
the  water  however  is  conveyed  to  the 
troops  by  the  medium  of  water  carts 
and  the  ubiquitous  petrol  tin.  In  Sa- 
lonioa  many  existing  supplies  havs 
been  available  In  the  form  of  ancient 
artesian  wells  and  aqueducts.  Galli- 
pot! furnished  an  altogether  inadequate 
supply  for  the  British  troops  there. 
and  most  of  the  water  had  to  be  car- 
ried by  ship  from  Port  Bald.  OH  tank 
steamers  were  used  for  this  purpose, 
supplemented  by  water  barges.  Very 
great  oars  had  to  be  taken  to  secure 
the  proper  clearing  of  the  tanks.  The 
reports  of  the  African  campaigns  tell 
their  own  story — simply  a  record  of 
long  difficult  marches  from  well  to  well 
and  watercourse  to  watercourse,  all  In- 
termediate water  supplies  being  carried 
with  the  columns  with  water  carts  or 
water  bottles.  The  part  the  Germans 
played  in  harassing  the  advancing 
troops  by  the  tampering  with  the  wells 
has  already  been  indicated. 
Tar    From    mivere 

Much  mors  Interesting  details  have 
to  be  dealt  with  In  recounting  the  In- 
formation about  water  supplies  in 
Mesopotamia.  The  Impression  which 
many  people  have  formed  In  regard  to 
that  campaign  Is  of  an  army  strung 
along  the  banks  of  a  river,  whose  least 
difficulty  was  that  of  .  obtaining  a 
sufficiency  of  drinking  water.  Noth- 
ing could  be  more  foreign  to  the  facta 
of  the  cess.  In  many  places  the  troops 
were  stationed  long  distances  from  the 
river.  The  available  pools  were  nearly 
all  polluted.  Indeed  the  waters  of 
many  of  them  had  to  be  made  unpleas- 
ant to  the  taste  by  the  addition  of  oils 
lest  soldiers,  rendered  careless  by  the 
best  and  drought,  should  drink  of  them 
In  defiance  of  order*. 

Wells  which  were  sunk  soon  turned 
brackish,  and  In  any  rase  had  ta  be 
carefully  covered  over  and  guarded  lest 
*h*y  bs  polluted,  only  la  the  DuJattah 
depression  could  sweet  water  well*  be 
found.  Kran  to  tmops  stationed  near 
1  be  Tlgals  River  water  as  such  was  not 
d  tract lr  available   for  use.     Taw  Tigris 


Is  certainly  a  "fresh"  water  stream,  but 
Its  waters  are  far  from  fit  for  human 
consumption.  The  amount  of  foreign 
matter  which  they  carry  in  suspension 
is  altogether  abnormal. 

Special  Treatment 
The  water  necessitates  special  treat- 
ment before  It  can  be  used  for  drinking 
purposes.  Supplies  are  first  pumped 
from  the  river  Into  tanks,  formed  by 
tarpaulins  supported  by  sandbagging. 
About  90  per  cent  of  the  impurities 
settles  down  as  a  sediment,  the  sedi- 
mentation being  hastened  sometimes  by 
the  addition  of  alum.  The  water  te 
then  chlorinated,  and  distributed  by 
pipes  or  open  channels.  The  open  chan- 
nels are  to  a  great  extent  being  super- 
seded by  pipe  lines,  as  even  careful 
policing  can  hardly  guard  them  against 
pollution.  Troops  on  the  march  be- 
yond water  stations  carry  their  supplies 
In  Persian  hubs  or  dlggles.  The  Jolt- 
ing during  transport  dispels  all  trace 
of  chlorine,  and  the  sweeter  water  re- 
sulting appears  to  be  considered  by  th* 
Individual  soldier  as  a  very  pleasing 
compensation  for  •  the  shorter  measure 
he  has  to  put  up  with  on  these 
occasions. 

In  euch  s  brief  resume  of  the  prob- 
lem of  water  supply  much  has  to  to 
be  omitted.  Only  a  few  of  the  diffi- 
culties which  had  to  be  overcome  have 
been  Indicated.  Little  has  been  said 
of  the'  hardships  which  British  troops 
had  to  face  ere  an  adequate  water 
supply  was  assured.  It  Is  worth  not- 
ing however  that  some  «f  the  bravest 
deeds  of  the  war  have  been  performed 
by  water-carriers  In  their  work  of 
distribution  among  troops  under  lira 
But  no  one  can  read  the  records  from 
all  the  fronts  without  realising  th* 
Immensity  of  the  task  which  con- 
fronted the  R.  A.  M.  C  and  Royal  En- 
gineers. Nor  can  anyone  fall  to  be 
Impressed  with  the  splendid  sucoess 
which  these  branches  of  the  British 
army   have   attained. 


SOME  NOTABLE 
CANADIANS

I. 


The  fiftieth  year  of  th*  birth  of  Can- 
ada as  a  Dominion  Is  a  good  time  to 
take  stock  of  Its  manhood  of  the  past. 
During  th*  past  few  months  we  have 
heard  a  great  deal  of  th*  men  who  took 
Part  in  the  Confederation  movement, 
but  while  these  men  deserve  th*  great- 
est credit  for  a  part,  which  has  been 
Instrumental  la  building  up  a  nation, 
of  which  we  are  justly  proud,  every 
man  and  woman  who  has  In  any  way 
contributed  to  the '  general  result  is 
worthy  of  being  considered  as  a  nation- 
builder.  The  man  whom  circumstances 
have  placed  In  th*  limelight  la  fortun- 
ate, so  Car  ss  fame  Is  concerned,  but 
he  may  arm  be  the  least  deserving  of 
conaldrratloa.  Apart,  however,  from 
the  qnestlon  of  merits,  there  Is  th* 
great  personal  Interest  Involved  la  the 
subject  of  those  who  have  taken  « 
prominent  part  In  the  natioo'a  life  In 
n*  matter  what  capacity      Pops  It  was. 


I  think,  who  aald  that  the  greatest 
study  of  mankind  Is  man.  It  is  the 
personal  interest  element  that  cauaes 
works  of  biography  to  be  so  widely 
read.  You  couldn't  write  a  novel  that 
anybody  would  read  if  you  didn't  have 
a  hero  and  a  heroine,  a  pair  or  two 
of  madly  loving  men  and  maidens  and 
a  villain  or  two,  and,  of  course,  fiction 
bears  the  same  relation  to  real  life  as 
art  does   to  nature. 

The  roremaaers 
In  the  annals  of  the  Dominion  of 
Canada  there  are  a  great  many  out- 
standing historical  figures  who  were 
not  Canadians,  although  they  were  larg* 
faotora  In  making  our  history.  These 
I  do  not  Intend  to  <!<-.i|  with  as  part 
of  my  subject.  For  Instance,  John  and 
Sebastian  Cabot,  discoverers  of  the  con- 
tinent of  America,  whose  landfall  waa 
In  Caps  Breton  or  Newfoundland,  as  It 
may  be;  Jacques  Cartier,  who  threaded 
the  St.  Lawrence  aa  far  as  Montreal 
In  ISM;  Sleur  de  Robeval,  who  follow- 
ed him  four  years  later  and  attempted 
to  found  a  settlement  and  failed;  Sam- 
uel Champlain,  the  founder  of  Quebec 
and  real  father  of  Canada,  who  mads 
his  first  voyage  from  France  over  half 
a  century  later;  Bishop  Laval,  the  first 
Bishop  of  Quebec,  a  man  of  high  de- 
scent, great  talents,  and  much  activity, 
but,  to  quote  from  M.  Oarneau,  Franch 
Canadian  historian,  "His  overbearing 
disposition  brooked  no  opposition,"  and 
he  quarrelled  with  all  the  civic  func- 
tionaries. Including  the  governors,  dur- 
ing the  period  of  the  episcopacy;  de 
Malsonneuve,  who  founded  Montreal; 
M.  Jean  Talon,  a  talented  and  efficient 
intendant;  Count  de  Front  enac.  the 
greatest  of  the  French  governors  in 
Canada,  a  man  of  Immense  activity  and 
undaunted  courage;  LaSalle,  the  famous 
adventurer,  who  navigated  the  tortuous 
waterways  from  Quebec  to  the  mouth 
of  the  Mississippi,  the  flmt  to  make  the 
complete  descent  of  that  great  river; 
Jolllet,  who  discovered,  and  Pere  kfar- 
quette,  who  first  explored  It:  Father 
Hennepin,  sn  adventurous  missionary 
and  traveler,  who  explored  the  country 
known  as  Louisiana  and  wrots  a  book, 
among  the  rarest  of  Canadian*  but  whom 
George  Bancroft  describes  as  a  "boast- 
ful liar";  Charlevoix,  traveler  and  au- 
thor, who  wrote  extenalvely  on  Ameri- 
ca, but  whoss  writings,  unlike  those  of 
Hennepin,  were  above  suspicion:  Sleur 
de  la  Vereitdrye.  the  first  white  man  to 
ae*  the  Rocky  Mountains  In  an  attempt 
to  reach  th*  Pacific:  Montcalm,  who  fall 
lighting  for  French  possession  of  Can- 
ada In  ths  battle  of  ths  Plains  of 
Abraham.  17lt;  Wolf*,  Who  has  won  th* 
nndylng  gratitude  of  British  people  and 
British  Canadians,  try  winning  for  them 
Quebec  and  British  North  America  In 
a  great  battle.  In  which  he  sacrificed 
his  life:  Sir  Alexander  Mackeeiaie.  who 
discovered  and  explored  the  Mackeusle 
River  and,  In  1TM.  was  th*  first  to 
make  th*  overland  journey,  across  ths 
continent  and  reach  ths  Pacific  coast: 
David  Thompson,  ths  astronomer  snd 
far-trader,  after  whom  th*  Thompson 
River  wan  named,  although  h*  never 
saw  It;  Simon  Fraear.  who  navigated 
the  F rawer  River  to  Its  month;  Rt. 
Rev  Jacob  Mountain,  th*  first  Protes- 
tant Slehon  of  Quebec;  Hon.  Chief  Jue- 
«tee_Osgoode.  efter  whom  Osgood*  Hall 
L  first  Chief  Jee-

tlce  of  Upper  Canada,  now  Ontario; 
Governor  Slmcoe  and  Sir  Isaac  Brock, 
associated  so  honorably  and  with  such 
distinction  In  the  defence  of  Canada  In 
the  war  of  1812;  and  in  this  connection 
we  must  not  forget  the  brave  Laura 
Secord;  Robert  Gourlay,  who  made  him- 
self famous  by  lambasting  the  old  Fam- 
ily Compact,  and  Mr.  Francis  Gore,  the 
Governor,  and  succeeded  In  being  land- 
ed In  Jail  and  Into  exile  in  the  United 
States;  John  Gait,  father  of  the  late 
Sir  A.  T.  Gait,  a  writer  of  very  consid- 
erable repute  and  the  founder  of  the 
cities  of  Guelph  and  Gait  in  Ontario; 
the  Earl  of  Selkirk,  who  founded  sever- 
al colonies  In  Canada,  but  more  espe- 
cially was  connected  with  the  Hudson's 
Bay  Co.  affairs  In  Prince  Rupert  Land; 
the  Hon.  the  Karl  of  Durham,  upon 
whose  celebrated  report  as  governor  of 
old  Canada  waa  founded  responsible 
government,  and  who  faresaw  and  ad- 
vocated confederation;  Sir  John  Simp- 
son, a  famous  governor  of  the  Hudson's 
Bay  Company,  whoss  meteoric  comings 
and  golnga  in  the  far  extent  of  the 
Company's  fur  domains  were  among  the 
many  characteristics  of  his  activities; 
Lord  Elgin,  a  distinguished  Governor 
during  a  troublous  political  period  'of 
Canada — when  his  carriage  was  stoned 
by  a  mob,  and  when  the  Parliament 
buildings  at  Montreal  war*  burned 
down — to  whom  we  owe  many  admin- 
istrative reforms;  Viscount  Monck,  who, 
as  Governor  of  Canada,  was  the  Illus- 
trious medium  through  whom  negotia- 
tions with  the  British  Government  In 
respect  of  Confederation  were  carried 
on  and  who  had  the  honor  of  officially 
bringing  Into  existence  ths  Dominion  of 
Canada;  Lord  Duffertn,  the  greatest  of 
Britain's  diplomatists,  who  Inherited 
his  brilliant  wit  and  eloquence  from 
the  Sherldans  and  his  sound  judgment 
from  the  Blackwoods,  and  who  came  to 
Victoria  In  1876  bearing  the  olive 
branch  from  Ottawa  and  made  perhaps 
the  greatest  speech  of  his  life  In  the 
cause  of  better  relations,  now  happily 
eatabllahed;  and  a  long  list  of  gover- 
nors, admirals,  generals,  explorers,  nav- 
igators, clerics,  administrators,  etc.,  to 
enumerate  which  would  give  this  ths 
form  of  an  historical  directory.  The 
high  official  class,  until  about  1140,  all 
came  from  France  and  Great  Britain, 
and  as  s  rule  returned  there  after  a 
period  of  service.  There  are  others, 
however,  who,  born  and  brought  up  In 
ths  old  Isnd,  came  to  Canada,  settled 
there,  and  so  associated  themselves  with 
ths  life  of  the  country  as  to  become 
essentially  Canadians  It  Is  with  thess 
and  many  of  our  native  sons  I  shall 
deal

Th*  personal  factors  In  the  making 
and  development  of  Canada  are  so  nu- 
merous that  I  can  only  pick  hers  and 
there.  Nor  to  It  th*  Intention  to  be  In 
any  sense  biographical  Par  ths  pur- 
pose of  convenience  I  will  begin  st  ths 
Atlantic  coast  and  proceed  In  Irregu- 
lar marching  order  westerly.  Tou.havs 
often  heard,  and  It  Is  no  doubt  tree, 
that  the  maritime  provinces  here  pro- 
duced more  notable  men  than  maty  other 
part  of  Canada.  «nd  there  are  perhaps 
several  reasons  for  it.  In  the  first 
place,  ths  parent  stocks  were  excellent 
United  Raphe  Loyalists  snd  ethers  of 
British  extraction  In  ths  second  place. 
Physical  environment  la  moss  favorabU. 


When  people  have  an  outlook  upon  the 
ocean  and  come  and  go  in  ships  there 
seems  to  be  a  wider  mental  as  well  as 
visual  horizon;  and  for  that  reason  I 
look  for  British  Columbia,  with  its 
mighty  mountain  ranges  and  its  great 
forests,  lakes  and  rivers,  and  its  sweep 
of  Pacific,  to  develop  in  a  hundred  years 
the  very  highest  type  of  Canadian.  In 
the  third  place,  the  big  men  of  the 
Maritime  Provinces  were  the  product  of 
stress  and  struggle.  Uncle  Tom,  ths 
hero  of  Harriet  Beecher  Stowe's  novel, 
whom  I  knew  very  well  and  whose 
grandchildren  I  taught  In  school,  was 
once  Invited  by  Queen  Victoria  to  visit 
her  at  court,  and  while  In  London  he 
was  given  a  reception  and  waa  ban- 
quetted  by  the  Archbishop  of  Canter- 
bury. Uncle  Tom,  whose  name  was 
Mention,  though  brought  up  a  slave  and 
In  Illiteracy,  after  his  liberation  ob- 
tained a  good  deal  of  superficial  knowl- 
edge and  with  the  negro's  aptitude  for 
acquiring  a  vocabulary,  became  quits 
voluble  and  even  eloquent.  In  time  he 
evolved  Into  a  minister  of  the  African 
Methodist  Church  and  afterwards  Into 
ths  bishop  of  that  church,  whose 
bishopric  embraced  the  whole  of  North 
America  The  Archbishop,  knowing  this, 
ssld:  "Tour  Lordship,  I  understand 
you  havs  a  very  large  bishopric."  Tes, 
Tour  Orace,  the  largest  In  the  World." 
Th*  Primate  of  all  England,  becoming 
mueh  impressed  with  Uncle  Tom's  dis- 
course, asked  him:  "My  Lord,  of  what 
university  are  you  a  graduate?"  "Ths 
University  of  Adversity,  Tour  Oracs," 
was  the  quick  reply.  My  reason  for  In- 
terpolating that  story  Is  ths  fact  that 
ths  university  of  adversity  Is  ths  great- 
est of  all  alma  maters.  In  this  coun- 
try. In  which  conditions  were  primitive 
as  compared  with  those  of  today,  wrj 
back  country  school  was  a-  debating 
club,  and  It  was  out  of  the  rough  ma- 
terial available  that  was  moulded  ths 
men  who  left  such  sn  Impress  upon  ths 
history  of  Canada 

yuda-e  MaUsaatoa 
My  first  choice  Is  Thomas  ''handler 
Hallburton,  famous  as  the  creator  of 
"Sam  Slick"  In  Canadian  literature. 
Hallburton  was  the  first  and — In  my 
opinion,  taking  Into  consideration  the 
extent  of  his  writings — the  greatest  of 
Canadian  humorists.  He  wss  ths  first 
writer  to  use  United  Statee  dialect,  and 
for  this  reason  Ths  Colonist,  in  an  arti- 
cle sometime  ago,  did  sot  class  him  as 
•  Canadian  humorist.  Ton  might  as 
well  eliminate  from  the  list  of  United 
States  humorists  Lewis  of  ths  Detroit 
Free  Press  because  be  wrote  ta  til*  ne- 
gro dialect,  or  Dunn  because  his  long 
suite  was  the  Irish  brogue.  Hallbur- 
ton used  a  character  wmrr  common  In 
Canada,  as  ws!1  as  In  ths  Western 
States  In  those  days,  via.,  one  *f  th* 
traveling  clockmakern  and  peddlers 
who.  as  a  rule,  were  Yankees.  These 
men  tramped  the  country  over  with 
their  packs  or  with  their  peddler's  vans. 
They  were  original  characters,  full  of 
gossip  and  anecdotes,  snd  always  were 
welcome  at  farmhoases  and  pat  up  over 
night.  Tn  return  for  the  fever  they 
wodld  repair  ths  boose  clack  or  give 
ths  farmer's  wife  or  daughter  seme 
trinket  or  jewelry  or  aeenetblsg  to  tin- 
war*.  Hslthurteife  particular  was 
"Sam  Stick.*  who  waa  a  type  of  this 
clean,  he  used  prtsctpally  aa  a  1*11  n 
ittag.sis    ews     British 


views  as  opposed  to  United  States 
views.  The  former  were  very  sound 
and  in  many  cases  were  quite  pro- 
phetic. Hallburton,  however,  was  not 
only  a  humorist  but  a  historian,  a  Jurist 
and  a  statesman.  He  occupied  a  seat 
in  the  Nova  Scotia  Legislature,  and 
after,  going  to  England  served  a  term 
In  the  House  of  Commons.  The  author 
of  "Sam  Slick"  had  the  advantage  of 
superior  educational  facilities  when  a 
boy,  his  father  being  the  Hon.  Otis 
Chandler,  a  member  of  the  Supreme 
Court  bench  of  Nova  Scotia,  and  he  has 
an  established  repute  In  literary  cir- 
cles throughout  the  English-speaking 
world. 

One  of  the  characteristic  stories  I  re- 
member of  "Sam  Slick,"  who  sat  up 
very  late  at  nights  arguing  with  the 
Judge,  was  this:  The  latter  remarked, 
"The  trouble,  Sam,  with  you  Americans 
Is.  you  are  conceited."  "Well,  Judge," 
was  the  reply,  "I  calculate  ye're  right; 
mebbe  we  air  conceited.  But  I  reckon 
all  natlone  air  conceited  In  their  own 
way.  The  Yankees  git  on  the  housetops 
and  proclaim  to  the  universe  that  we 
air  the  greatest  nation  on  urth.  Tou 
Britishers  Just   look  and   feel   It." 

Here  Is  another  one  I  have  heard  at- 
tributed to  him,  though  I  will  not 
vouch  for  It;  Sam  and  the  Judge  were 
discussing  national  characteristics,  and 
Sam  said  If  you  ask  sn  Englishman 
what  nationality  he  Is,  he  straightens 
himself  up  to  his  full  height  and  re- 
marks with  dignity  and  emphasis,  "I 
am  an  Englishman."  If  you  ask  a 
Scotchman,  he  immediately  assumes  sn 
attitude  of  caution  and.  craning  his 
head  towards  you,  replies,  "I  am  a 
Scotchman;  hae  ye  ony thing  agen  my 
country-"  But  If  you  ask  an  Irishman, 
he  begins  to  apologize  by  ssylng,  "Faith 
an'  I'm  an  Irishman.  Sure  there's  good 
and   bad  among  all  peoples." 

I  now  come  to  Joseph  Howe,  the  out- 
standing historical  figure  In  Nova  Sco- 
tia, where  his  memory  has  long  out- 
lived his  loss  of  prestige  on  account  of 
bis  apparent  betrayal  of  Nova  Scotia's 
cause  by  joining  hands  with  Sir  John 
Macdonald  after  Confederation.  Joe 
Howe  for  long  was  the  Idol  of  the  Lib- 
erals of  his  province  snd  now  stands 
In  universal  esteem.  He  was  a  man 
extremely  clear  of  vision  and  of  high 
Imagination,  an  eloquent,  impassioned 
orator,  a.  poet,  an  editorial  writer  of 
great  force  and  a  statesman.  His  writ- 
ings and  speeches  are  read  today  with 
the  earns  stirring  literary  Interest  as 
they  were  by  those  to  whom  they  were 
particularly  addressed.  Longley  ssys 
"he  was  a  man  of  vivid  Imagination, 
unfailing  wit,  a  post  and  litterateur, 
whoss  unique  personality  places  him  in 
marked  contrast  with  most  of  the  poli- 
tical leaders  of  British  North  America 
with  whose  names  his  must  be  his- 
torically associated."  Howe  wss  trained 
a  printer  and  climbed  to  eminence 
without  an  academic  education  and 
with  but  a  limited  common  school 
course.  He  bad.  however,  a  splendid 
physique  sad  great  vital  and  nervous 
energy*  Howe's  career  In  Nova  Soot  la 
ranks  mainly  on  account  of  his  won- 
derful and  successful  fight  for  respon- 
sible government,  against  the  powers 
that  wars,  a  light  mors  or  less,  but  net 
so  brilliantly,  duplicated  to  all  ths  old- 
er   provinces. 


ed  the  post  of  Lieutenant-Governor  of 
his    native    province    In    1I7S,    but    died 

very  shortly  after  being  installed  in 
office.

The  financial  difficulties  of  the  Ar- 
gentine Government  are  admittedly  sen. 
ous,  and  something  heroic  is  undoubted- 
ly necessary  to  overcome  them.  Con- 
stant diminution  in  the  public  revenue* 
urges  the  need  for  the  adoption  of 
measures  tending  to  replace  the  fall- 
Ing-off  shown  In  the  customs  returns, 
the  ohlef  source  of  ths  fiscal  supply, 
snd  the  press  of  the  country  Is  urging 
the  Government  to  face  and  aettle  this 
question  before  making  arbitrary  ar- 
rangements for  consolidation  of  loans 
and  the  contraction  of  new  debts  which 
under  the  circumstances  can  but  lead  to 
further  embarrasament. 

It  Is  pretty  generally  known,  though 
It  had  not  been  officially  announced, 
that  the  Government  Is  now  outlining 
a  measure  which  will  provide  for  a  tax 
en  the  Income  of  Individuals  and  cor- 
porations. The  revenue  from  the  cus- 
toms Is  pressed  to  the  utmost,  and 
aly  attempt  to  force  It  still  further  by. 
higher  tariffs  will  merely  result  to  a 
further  contraction.  Nor  oan  ths  Intsr- 
nal  dues  be  counted  upon  to  give  mora 
funds  to  the  treasury  than  thsy  now 
■upply.  Other  taxes  must,  therefore, 
be  Imposed,  and  Government  leaders 
evidently  have  decided  upon  aa  In- 
come tax. 

It  appears  that  the  only  just  and 
practicable  course  la  to  tap  Invested 
capital  thst  as  yst  pays  nothing  out 
of  Its  yield  toward  the  upkeep  of  the' 
State.  It  Is  estlmsted  that  there  Is 
13. ooo, ooo, ooo  in  foreign  gold  Invested 
In  the  country,  yielding  1170,000,000  In 
dividends,  which  pay  no  tax.  Then 
there  are  the  incomea  of  capitalists 
from  their  Investments,  also  bearing 
no  taxation. 

Regarding  the  debts  of  ths  present 
administration.  It  Is  only  fair  to  say 
that  a  great  many  of  thsm  have  been 
Inherited.  Figures  whieh  havs  just 
been  compiled  by  one  of  the  newspapers 
show  thst  the  deficiencies  that  havs  oc- 
curred in  the  fiscal  years  from  nil  to 
1»15  smounted  to  »lS7,t>lJ.t40  gold,  and 
the  fiscal  year  of  1 91 C  left  a  deficit  of 
$19,324,000. 

Definite  figures  ore  not  available  for 
the  fiscal  year  ending  March  II  of  this 
year,  but  officials  of  the  auditing  de- 
partment of  the  treasury,  estimate  that 
the  deficit  wHl  be  between  I4i.ooo.oo*> 
nndl4«.20o.ooo  Taking  the  last  flgurs  aa 
probably  the  elosest.  It  will  be  seen  thst 
the  deficits  left  over  after  disposing  of 
the  budgets  of  th*  lest  seven  year* 
tout  |UI.4«M4«  gold,  due  mostly  te 
misjudging  revenues.

What  Is  said  to  bo  the  blggeet  oil- 
producing  well  brought  In  In  Gulf  coeat 
fields  since  the  first  strikes  In  Bplndle- 
top.  Is  flowing  about  40.000  barrel e  a 
day  at  Goose  Creek.  Significance  Is  at- 
tached to  the  discovery  for  reason  that 
producing  strata  was  encountered  at 
3,1  tt  feet.  The  gusher  Is  owned  by 
Slms-Slnolalr  Interests. 

Since  August  1  there  has  been  added 
to  dally  production  of  Gulf  coaat  fields 
approximately  107,000  barrels  Of  oil. 
which  breaks  all  records  since  tbe  de- 
cline of  yield  began  about  two  years 
ago.  New  production  atnee  August  1 
In  Goose  Creak  district  slone  amounts 
to  about  79,000  barrels.  In  Demon 
Mound  field  deeper  drilling  haa 
proved  successful  Texas  Exploration 
Company  brought  in  a  gusher  a  few 
days  ago  at  Damon  Mound  that  haa  a 
flow  of  about  10,0*0  barrels  a  day.  Sev- 
eral other  producing  wells  have  been 
successfully  finished  the  past  several 
days. 

•  All  larger  oil  operators  are  actively 
securing  land,  not  only  In  Goose  Creek 
and  Damon  Mound  field,  but  in  other 
localities.  Even  In  older  fields,  such 
as  Sour  Lake.  Humble  and  Saratoga, 
wells  of  unusually  large  production  are 
being  brought  In  by  reason  of  opening 
up  of  new  top  strata  at  depths  from 
3,000  to  3.S00  feet.

Activity  a*  Madam's  Mope 
Jfaws  from  Edmonton.  Alberta,  print- 
ed la  The  Prince  George  citizen  of  Aug- 
ust 17,  Is  that  Mr.  K.  Lesags,  until  re- 
cently manager  of  the  Diamond  P.  Trad- 
ing Company  store  at  Hudson's  Hope, 
has  arrived  in  Edmonton.  He  says  there 
Is  considerable  mining  activity  at  Hud- 
son's Hops.  Several  men  are  placer 
mining  on  the  upper  Peace  River,  and 
are  obtaining  good  results.!"  One  miner 
recently  obtained  $25  worth  of  gold, 
and  was  obliged  to  work  only  a  few 
hours. 

Arrangements  have  been  made  for 
two  dredges  to  shortly  commence  work 
on  the  Peace  near  Hudson's  Hope,  while 
several  mining  parties  are  being  or- 
ganised to  go  Into  the  country  and  start 
development   work. 

The  Bmelters  aad  the  Mines 

Under  the  above  heading,  a  corre- 
spondent of  The  Engineering  and  Min- 
ing Journal,  New  Tork,  wrote  as  fol- 
lows: 

"I  have  not  seen  any  reference  in  The 
Journal  to  the  abnormal  conditions  ex- 
isting between  the  custom  smeltersVand 
the  Independent  miners  and  operators 
that  now  prevail  In  the  Southwest  and 
throughout  the  mining  sections  of  the 
country  at  large.  Briefly,  the  situation 
In  as  follows:  The  high  prices  of  metals 
huve    brought   about  a   large   production 


of  ore.  Mtaeg  having  contracts  with 
tbe  smelters,  or  offering  or*  of  high 
value,  can  dispose  of  their  products- 
Those  properties  having  no  contracts 
and  producing  ores  of  only  -  moderate 
value  are  unable  to  find  a  market.  This 
condition  necessarily  restricts  the  de- 
velopment of  properties  and  discourages 
the  prospector  and  Independent  oper- 
ator, who  are  the  real  discoverers  of 
large  properties.  Without  them  there 
would  be  no  properties. 

"The  reason  given  by  the  smelters  for 
refusing  ore  Is  that  they  are  overstock- 
ed. This,  la  a  measure.  Is  true,  but  It 
Is  not  the  whole  truth.  To  the  out- 
sider the  situation  appears  as  follows: 
The  smelters  own  mines  or  control 
mines,  and  are  constantly  acquiring  fur- 
ther control  of  other  mines  by  pur- 
chase or  otherwise.  The  mining  de- 
partment of  the  smelting  Arms  never 
take  over  the  property  that  Is  not  al- 
ready extensively  developed,  and  pro- 
ven. They  never  risk  money,  as  does 
the  prospector  and  independent  opera- 
tor, to  develop  a  small  property  or  a 
prospect.  The  only  property  they  will 
take  over  is  one  in  which  there  is  suf- 
ficient ore  blocked  out  and  in  sight,  not 
only  to  cover*whatever  money  they  pay 
out  on  purchase  account,  but  to  cover 
all  costs  of  mining  and  future  develop- 
ment. This,  of  course,  is  a  safe  busi- 
ness— not  always  good  business — but  it 
brings  about  a  situation  that  ought  to 
be  analyzed. 

"The  developer  must  sell  his  ore  as 
mined.  If  he  cannot  do  so  he  has  to 
stop.  This  places  in  tbe  hands  of  the 
mining  departments  of  the  smelting 
Arms  the  control  of  the  ore  production 
of  the  country. 

"A  property,  under  the  Independent 
operator,  producing  a  certain  tonnage 
with  reserves  blocked  out,  Is  acquired 
by  the  mining  department  of  a  custom 
smelter.  The  next  steps  are  as  fol- 
lows: 

"Its  production  is  forced  to  all  It 
will  bear,  and  the  ore  reserves  are  ex- 
ploited; and  often  when  the  next  option 
payment  Is  due,  no  development  has 
been  done,  the  reserves  are  about  ex- 
hausted, and  the  mining  department  re- 
turns a  deteriorated  property  to  the 
original  owner.  To  take  care  of  this 
forced  production,  one  or'  more  Inde- 
pendent producers  whose  contracts  ex- 
pire are  notified  that  no  further  ship- 
ments will  be  accepted;  hence  the  clos- 
ing down  of  the  properties.  Their  only 
recourse  then  is  to  option  or  sell  to  the 
mining  department  of  the  smelting 
company  at  their  figure,  the  properties 
thus  forced  out  of  business.  ■  This  again 
leads  to  another  condition  through 
which  the  smelters  acquire  control  of 
metal  production. 

"It  may  be  broadly  stated  that  every 
mining  property  acquired  or  controlled 
by  the  smelters  means  a  closing  down 
of  one  or  more  independent  producers. 
In  other  words,  we  are  in  a  vicious 
circle,  the  independent  mine  owners  and 
operators  being  In  the  centre,  surround- 
ed by  the  custom  smelters  and  their 
mining  departments.  The  inevitable  re- 
sult will  be  the  curtailment  of  produc- 
tion by  the  Independent  mines  as  well 
as  the  discouragement  of  prospecting 
and  developing  of  new  properties. 

"This  situation  will  result  in  placing 
In  the  hands  of  the  smelters,  which  are 
controlled    by    two   or    three   groups   of 


powerful  corporations,  Trie  metal  pro- 
duetlon  of  the  country  ,aad  sadden  tally 
Its  price. 

"Experience  has  shown  that  this  Is 
aa  extapmely  dangerous  procedure  for 
both  the  consumer  and  the  Independent 
producer  of  new  material.  It  would 
he  profitable  to  the  mining  Industry  to 
produce  some  solution  of  the  problem 
fair  to  the  smelters,  the  subsidiary  min- 
ing departments  of  the  smelting  firms 
and  to  tbe  Independent  mine  operators, 
developers  and   prospectors." 

In  an  article  contributed  to  North- 
west Mining  Truth,  Spokane,  Mr.  Tre- 
vor W.  Starkey,  an  Old  Country  mining 
engineer,  who  makes  Nelson,  B.  C,  his 
headquarters,  deals  with  parts  of  Kam- 
loops  and  Ashcroft  mining  divisions  In 
the  following  terms: 

British  Columbia  is  receiving  a  cer- 
tain amount  of  attention  as  a  country 
practically  virgin  in  its  mineral  re- 
sources, where  new  and  important  ore 
deposits  are  liable  to  be  discovered  any 
day.  This  is  a  contrast  to  the  state  of 
affairs  in  the  United  States,  but  is  also 
true,  to  a  great  extent. 

It  cannot  be  said  that  the  country 
Is  unknown,  as  In  some  of  the  wiMest 
and  most  remote  corners  there  are.  signs 
that  some  true-blue  prospector  has 
stopped  to  test  his  luck,  while  in  rea- 
sonably accessible  regions  may  be 
found  various  old  workings  that  were 
discontinued  through  a  variety  of 
causes.  While  at  the  present  time 
such  mineral  ground  is  being  restaked, 
and  remarks  as  to  the  sanity  of  the 
early  locators  In  abandoning  the  claims 
are  often  heard,  there  are  many  rea- 
sons, apart  from  accident  or  finance, 
to  account  'for  the  ground  being  open 
for  re-location.  Among  these  one  must 
consider  the  earlier  lack  of  communi- 
cation, the  later  erection  of  smelteries, 
and  last,  but  not  least,  the  various  im- 
provements In  metallurgy  that  have 
placed  refractory  ores  on  a  paying 
basis  and  Increased  the  saving  of  valu- 
able contents  of  simple  ores. 

Modern    Metallurgical    Processes 

The  saving  of  copper  through  the 
flotation  concentration  process  has 
changed  Britannia  mines  on  the  Pacific 
coast  from  a  doubtful  proposition  to 
one  capable  of  making  enormous  profits, 
even  with  normal  prices  for  copper. 
The  electrolytic  zinc  plant  at  Trail  has 
changed  Sullivan  mines  in  East  Koote- 
nay from  an  almost  useless  property 
to  the  most  valuable  deposit  of  lead, 
zinc  and  silver  ore  In  the  Dominion. 
These  processes  have  only  been  util- 
ized during  the  last  few  years,  and 
these  are  but  two  instances  of  results. 

The  earlier  prospectors  searched 
mainly  for  free-milling  gold  ores  and 
placer  ground,  though  curiosity  would 
sometimes  cause  them  to  blow  the  top 
off  copper  and  lead  ore  cropplngs, 
which  were  then  valueless  owing  to 
lack  of  transportation.  Real  prospect- 
ing, however,  apart  from  the  Pacific 
Coast,  has  not  been  prosecuted  very 
far  north  of  the  International  bound- 
ary and  between  the  two  main  routes 
of  the  Canadian  Pacific  lies  an  area 
practically  untouched,  with  the  excep- 
tion of  the  Slocan  district,  and  even 
there  the  latest  metallurgical  Improve- 
ments have  caused  resumption  of  op- 
erations at  a  number  of  old  mines,  now 
proving  bonanzas. 

Xamloops-Asheroft-sTlcola  Country 
It    would    be    Impossible    in    this    ar- 
ticle  to  describe   closely    the  conditions 
that    exist    and    the    opportunities    pre- 
sented  for   capital    in   any   considerable 
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to  confine  myself  to  a  district  visited 
la  tbe  early  Bummer,  where  copper  Is 
the  chief  metal  and  granodtortte  the 
ft  a  In  geological  formation — namely,  the 
Kamloops-Ashoroft-Nlcola    country. 

Often  the  Nelson  batbolith  has  been 
referred  to  as  an  example  of  an  Im- 
mense molten  mass  Intruded  Into 
sedimentary  rooks,  and  mineral-bear- 
ing over  a  great  part  of  Its  area.  An- 
other similar  occurrence  exists  in  the 
territory  djescrlbed  below,  stretching 
from  Kamloops  south  and  southwest  to 
Ashcroft  and  Toketics  Siding,  parallel 
to  the  Thompson  River  and  the  Canad- 
ian Pacific,  and  on  the  southeast  to  the 
Merritt  and  Nicola  districts.  This  er- 
uptive granite  rock  Is  similar  to  that 
at  Nelson,  and  also  of  late  Jurassic 
age.  Dikes  of  amygdaloldal  trap  and 
of  lamprophyric  character  pierce  It  In 
various  directions,  and  Assure  veins, 
varying  from  a  few  Inches  to  many  feet 
in  width,  with  copper  as  a  constituent, 
are  common.  Specular  Iron  with  copper 
content  also  occurs  in  the  more  north- 
ern and  western  Assures,  providing  a 
valuable  fluxing  ore,  but  as  a  general 
rule  the  gangue  Is  of  a  siliceous 
nature. 

Ore    Occurring    South    of    Ashcroft 

Another  class  of  ore  occurs  in  con- 
tact deposits  around  the  outside  of 
the  bathollth.  such  being  very  clearly 
marked  to  the  south  of  Ashcroft,  par- 
alleling the  railway,  where  the  earliest 
sedimentary  rocks  of  that  region  are 
plainly  exposed.  Carboniferous  lime- 
stones, capped  with  old  porphyrltlc 
flows,  may  be  seen  dipping  toward  tbe 
Thompson  River  on  the  west  and  strik- 
ing to  the  northward  for  many  miles. 
A  wide  belt  of  magnetic  iron,  replacing 
limestone  and  underlying  tbe  garnet  and 
epldote  with  chalcopyrlte,  follows  the 
same  line  of  strike  and  adjoins  the 
railway,  affording  unique  opportunity 
for  diamond  drilling  through  several 
beds  of  altered  limestone  that  may- 
prove  copper-bearing.  This  variety  or 
ores  is  interesting  In  view  of  the  devel- 
opment of  smelting  facilities  on  the 
coast  and  possibly  near  Princeton, 
iron  steak  and  Erin  Mines 

A  broad  description  of  the  chief  mines 
and  prospects  would  not  sufficiently 
cover  tbe  territory  under  review,  ato 
the  deposits  of  glacial  gravel  hide  the 
greater  part  of  it,  and  what  now  shows 
as  a  few  copper  stains  In  gravel  may 
be  the  only  surface  showing  of  an  ore 
deposit. 

Commencing  with  the  known  copper 
deposits  near  Kamloops,  development 
has  been  seriously  undertaken  by  but 
one  company,  which  has  shipped  a  large 
tonnage  of  fluxing  ores  with  proven 
value  to  a  depth  of  more  than  700  feet. 
Thla  is  known  as  the  Iron  Mask  vein. 
Within  a  few  hundred  feet,  another  vein, 
the  Erin,  with  an  ore  of  more  siliceous 
character,  is  a  good  producer,  and  a 
crosscut  from  the  bottom  level  of  the 
Iron  Mask  will  determine  the  value  at 
depth.  Blind  deposits  of  ore  of  good 
grade  have  been  encountered  at  the 
750-foot  level,  where  exploration  work 
has  been  undertaken.  The  Erin  prom- 
ises to  be  a  great  producer,  the  ore- 
body  reaching  a  maximum  width  of 
30  feet,  some  of  which  is  of  high 
grade  ore. 

A  large  number  of  properties  have 
been  staked  In  this  vicinity,,  the  ore 
occurring  in  Assures  in  granodiorite  and 
in  dikes  of  eruptive  rock  of  amygdal- 
oldal  character. 

The  proximity  of  these  deposits  to 
the  Canadian  Pacific  main  line  of  rail- 
way should  encourage  development,  if 
owners    are    but    reasonable    in     their 

terms.  1 

sTIghlasd  Talley  Co.  Making  Profits 
From  Kamloops  Lake  to  the  As hcroft 
district  the  outer  rim  of  the  bathollth 
Is  followed  by  the  Canadian  PaciAc 
Railway  and  the  Thompson  River,  and, 
as  in  the  Kamloops  country,  serious 
work  has  only  been  undertaken  on  one 
property  in  recent  years.  What  is  known 
as  the  Chataway-Tamarack  group  of  tbe 
Highland  Valley  Mining  A  Development 
Co.  lies  28  miles  by  wagon  road  to  the 
southwest  of  Ashcroft.  Steady  develop- 
ment has  proved  the  occurrence  of  ex- 
tensive ore  bodies  of  such  grade  that 
the  long  haul  to  the  railway  at  Ash- 
croft of  concentrates  from  a  small  mill- 
ing plant  does  not  prevent  big  profits. 
said  to  exceed  $25,000  monthly.  The 
maximum  width  of  oro  in  this  mine  ex- 
ceeds 16  feet. 

The  success  of  this  company  and  the 
numerous  outcrops  of  ore  In  the  neigh- 
borhood has  caused  the  most  optimistic 
to  name  the  district  the  "Butte  of  Brit- 
ish  Columbia.' 

Mlgh  Grade  Ore  Ttom  Snowstorm 
Among  the  best  known  claims  in  this 
region,  the  Snowstorm  group  deserves 
mention  for  its  high  gold,  sliver,  cop- 
per content,  three  carloads  of  ore  ship- 
ped in  one  Winter,  having  averaged 
about  30  per  cent  copper,  210  oss.  sil- 
ver and  |55  gold.  Both  high  and  low- 
grade  ores  continue  at  the  lowest  levels 
In  the  drifts  and  winzes.  Considerable 
work  has  been  done  on  several  fault- 
fissure  veins  and  apparently  a  con- 
centrating plant  would  produce  good 
profits. 

To  the  northward,  numerous  Assures 
that  strike  In  various  directions  occur 
In  black  trap  rock,  with  sulphide  ore 
that  needs  concentration. 

Copper  aad  Iron  Ores  oa  Olossle 

The  Olossle  group,  situated  about  ten 
miles  nearer  Ashcroft  than  the  Chata- 
way-Tamarack mine,  is  worthy  of  no- 
tice, as  some  development  of  large  fis- 
sure veins  up  to  12  feet  in  width  has 
proved  the  existence  here  of  excellent 
concentrating  ore,  with  fair  gold  and 
silver  value  In  addition  to  the  copper 
« on  tent.  These  fissures  occur  In  horn- 
blendlc  granodiorite  and  the  cropplngs 
are  exposed  for  a  considerable  distance. 
The  presence  of  Iron  ore  in  quantity  on 
the  claims  Is  evidence  of  strong  local 
mineralisation.  Numerous  claims  could 
be  referred  to  with  copper  bearing  veins 
but  space  would  not  permit. 

It  Is  possible  that  a  new  wagon  road 
will  be  constructed  to  Spatsum  Biding; 
this  would  cut  In  two  the  present  tran- 
sportation   cost    to   the   railway. 


Near  to  the  Canadian  Pacific  Railway 
betweea  Spatsum  and  Spence's  Bridge 
stations,  the  western  side  of  the  bath- 
ollth Is  seen  with  thick  carboniferous 
limestones  resting'  against  It.  There 
are  apparently  some  large  deposits  of 
magnetic  Iron  along  this  line  of  con- 
tact, and  chalcopyrlte  la  found  In  close 
proximity. 

South  of  hers  volcanic  rooks  of  late 
Tertiary  age  cover  the  country,  and  no 
mineral  Is  visible  near  the  railway.  A 
few  miles  to  the  east  of  Toketics  Sid- 
ing. Plmatnas  (or  Five-Mile)  Creek  fol- 
lows the  division  between  the  bathollth 
and  these  volcanic*,  and  some  promising 
asppsr  veins  eeear  la  a  formation  simi- 
lar to  that  at  the  Chataway  group, 
which  Ilea  some  five  miles  In  aa  air  line 
to  the  northeast. 

On  the  Haematite  group  eruptive 
recks  of  amygdaloldal  nature,  with  east 
aad  wept  strike,  pierce  the  graaodioriU 
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and  massive  specular  iron  and  chalcopy- 
rlte are  the  chief  minerals. 
X,arge  Tolas  and  Other  Advantages 
A  large  vein  with  northeast  trend  also 
occurs,  and  Is  visible  only  on  the  west- 
ern slope  of  the  bathollth,  close  to  the 
line  of  strike  of  one  of  the  mineralized 
eruptive  dikes,  the  surface  being  covered 
with  glacial  gravel.  It  shows  an  excel- 
lent example  of  magmntlc  differentia- 
tion* the  granite  being  divided  Into  (1) 
feldspathlc  granite,  with  very  little  mica 
or  hornblende;   (2)  soft  micaceous  rock; 


(3)  hard  specular  Iron  and  mica,  mixed 
with  Iron;  (4)  tough  siliceous  rock,  con- 
taining chalcopyrlte.  Thejast  named  is 
of  considerable  width. 

This  group  has  excellent  tunnel  fa- 
cilities and  a  gravity  aerial  tramway 
about  three  and  one-half  miles  In  length 
would  deliver  ore  at  the  railway.  The 
slight  snowfall  In  the  region  is  of  greet 
benefit;  the  highest  point  does  not  ex- 
ceed 6,000  feet,  and.  In  the  case  of 
the  last-named  group,  a  foot  of  snow  Is 
exceptional. 

At  the  southeast  end  of  the  bathollth 


the  completion  of  the  Kettle  Valley 
Railway  brings  a  number  of  copper 
claims  within  reasonable  distance  of 
transportation  and  smelting  facilities, 
resulting  in  several  development  corn* 
panics  testing  the  mineral  possibilities. 
Claims  that  have  been  hold  since  the 
nineteenth  century  may  now  become 
producers.

Vrvm  July  3  to  August  3,  243 
teachers  from  all  parts  of  the  Province 
•Ojourned  in  Victoria  to  talc*  advan- 
tage of  the  special  Instruction  provided 
for  them  by  the  Department  of  Educa- 
tion. {Masses  In  Household  Economics, 
Manual  Arts,  Manual  Training,  Art, 
Music  and  Rural  Science  war*  organised, 
and  the  best  teaching  talent  available 
In  the  Province  was  engaged  to  give 
the  necessary  instruction,  It  augurs 
wall  for  the  future  of  this  Province  that 
Its  teachers  will  attend  Summer  Schools 
gad  eagerly  avail  themselves  of  the  op- 
portunities for  further  Instruction  of- 
fered  there. 

The     value     of     such      post-graduate 
courses    cannot   well    be   over-estimated 
for  the  students,   as   they  are  engaged 
In  the  practical  work  of  teaching,  know 
exactly  what   knowledge  and  skill  will 
I  benefit  them  most,  and   to  what  extent 
;  the  subjects   studied  can  be  applied  In 
the    schoolroom.      Present-day    teaching 
'  makes  heavy  demands  upon  the  teacher, 
and  the  progress   of   the   nation   makes 
It  Imperative  that  there  be  a  continual 
ascent   towards   a   higher   plane   of   effi- 
ciency in  the  art  of  instructing, 
■ousehold    Economics 

i  The  Summer  School  was  held  In  the 
Victoria  High  School,  the  class-rooms* 
Of  which  Wore  specially  decorated  with 
pictures  of  historical  and  patriotic  Im- 
port. These  were  loaned  by  the  Daugh- 
ters of  the  Empire,  and  are  about  to  be 
presented  to  the  Vancouver  Normal 
School,  where  they  will  be  hung  for  the 
benefit  of  the  teachers  In  training  who 
may  hereafter  attend  that  Institution. 
Of    the   various   classes    organised   at 

-  the  Summer  School  under  review,  the 
first  In  importance  was  undoubtedly 
that  which  pursued  the  study  of  House- 
hold Economics.  "The  public  health  is 
the  foundation  on  which  reposes  the 
happiness  of  the  people  and  the  power 
of  a  country:  the  care  of  the  public 
health  Is  the  first  duty  of  a  statesman," 
said  Lord  Bsacsnsfleld, — an<1  "  wa» 
probably  that  motive  which  was  behind 
the  action  of  the  Education  Department 
when  If  organized  the  Household 
Economics  Classes.  It  was  there  such 
subjects  as  cooking,  hygiene,  home  nurs- 
ing, care  of  the  health,  and  sewing  were 
studied.  The  lessons  were  carefully 
arranged  In  scientific  sequence,  and  dun 
cognisance  was  given  to  the  probability 
that  the  subjects  named  would  eventu- 
ally require  to  be  taught  with  the  aid 
of  meagre  equipment.  Owing  to  social 
and  economic  changes  among  the  people, 
the  Influences  of  home-life  are  weaken  - 


work  shop  and  girls  go  to  the  domestic 
science  room.  The  exhibit  from  this 
class  showed  that  great  importance  waa 
laid  on  the  fact  that  the  course  of  de- 
velopment In  the  schools  should  bo 
continuous  and  that  a  gradual  process 
of  unfolding  should  go  on  almost  im- 
perceptibly in  the  human  feeing-  "I  be- 
lieve." wrote  Emerson,  "that  our  own 
experience  Instructs  us  that  the  secret 
of  education  lies  In  respecting  ths  pupil. 
It  1*.  not  tor  you  to  choose  what  he 
shall  know;  what  he  shall  do.  It  Is 
chosen  and  foreordained  and  he  only 
holds  ths  key  to  his  own  Secret.  £y 
your  tampering  and  thwarting  and  too 
much  governing  he  may  be  hindered 
from  his  end  and  kept  out  of  his  own. 
Respect  the  child,  natures  loves  an- 
alogies but  not  repetitions.  Respect  the 
child.  Be  not  too  much  his  parent. 
Trespass  not  on  his  solitude." 

Practical    Work    Yalues 

The  character  of  the  advanced  stage 
of  the  Manual  Aits  work  for  boys  was 
exemplified  in  the  display  made  by  the 
Manual  Training  class.  This  class  was 
composed  of  men  In  training  for  certifi- 
cates as  instructors  of  manual  training 
work,  and  also  of  men  who  for  their 
own  edification  came  to  practise  various 
phases  of  the  subject  In  which  they 
were  Interested.  The  advantage  of  ap- 
plying the  theoretical  problems  of  the 
schoolroom  to  practical  work  is  of  the 
great  Importance.  The  educational 
value  of  the  habit  of  thinking,  reason- 
ing and  Industriously  working  out  prob- 
lems In  wood  and  metal  forms  a  course 
which  deals  with  fundamental  require- 
ments of  life.  "For  men  have  had  to 
work  In  order  to  live,"  write*  John 
Dewey,  "in  and  through  their  work  they 
have  mastered  nature:  they  have  awak- 
ened to  the  sense  of  their  own  powers, 
have  been  led  to  invent,  to  plan  and  re- 
joice in  the  acquisition  of  skill."    -     »- 

Mr.  Alexander  Hamilton,  of  South 
Vancouver  was  In  charge  of  the  Manual 
Training  classes.  \  Lectures  on  the 
psychology  of  handwork  and  methods  of 
teaching  were  given  by  Mr.  H.  Dunrell 
of  the  Victoria  Normal  School.  Mr.  S. 
Northrop  of  Vancouver,  Mr,  A.  Hamilton 
and  Mr.  J.  Kyle.  The  exhibition  of 
drawing,  which  included  work  in  plane 
and  solid  geometry.  Isometric  projec- 
tions and  designs  for  projects  to  be 
made,  was  of  a  high  order.  The  prac-

The 
teaching  of  domestic  science  is  there- 
fore one  of  those  movements  which  have 
forced  their  way  through  the  crust  of 
prejudice,  because  it  has  been  made  de- 
sirable and  almost  imperative  through 
social  changes.  At  the  Summer  School 
this  subject  was  divided  Into  two  stages. 
preliminary  and  advanced.  Sewing,  pat- 
tern draughting,  cutting  and  dress- 
making were  under  the  direction  of  Mrs. 
Arkley  Martin,  of  South  Vancouver,  and 
Miss  A.  Boorman,  of  Victoria.  The 
subject  of  cookery  was  taught  by  Miss 
A.  B.  Juniper,  Domestic  Science  Super- 
visor, Victoria,  while  the  lessons  In 
home  nursing,  first  aid  to  the  Injured 
and  hygiene  vara  given  by  Dr.  Tomalln, 
Dr.  Ray  nor  and  Nurse  Grimmer.  Eighty- 
two  students  completed  the  St.  John's 
Ambulance  course  and  obtained  dip- 
lomas In  the  subjects  Just  named.

Art, 
not  only  in  the  school  but  In  the  home, 
the  workshop  and  'In  civic  life  gener- 
ally. "Art  for  Ufa's  Sake"  Is  tha  motto 
hold  by  the  Education  Department.  It 
la*  also  clear  that  tha  eooriomic  value 
of  beauty  Is  something  which  must  be 
recognised  by  civlo  rulers  aa  well  as  by 
manufacturers.  The  recognition  of  this 
value  was  to  be  observed  In  the  ex- 
hibition of  work  by  the  students  of  ap- 
plied design.  The  display  Included  ex- 
amples of  gesso,  wood-inlay,  embroidery, 
applique,  stencilling  and  metal  repousse.

Rusk  In.  This  Idea  has  a  world-wide 
significance  and  la  being  applied  in  the 
schools  of  all  the  important  countries 
la  the  world.  Children  are  naturally 
active— to  fee  passive  aad  idle  is  against 
their  nature.  Thus  the  Manual  Arts 
class  undsr  Mr.  W.  H.  Blnns  was  in- 
structed la  exercises  which  appeal  to 
tha  self-activity  of  tha  child  and>  which 
encourages  his  creative  faculties.  Ths 
peculiar  problem  in  the  early  stages  of 
school  la  to  got  hold  of  the  child's 
statural  Impulses  and  instincts,  and  to 
utilise  them  so  that  ha  makes  reason- 
able progress.  Children  must  be  lad  to 
resect,  to  give  expression  to  their  own 
thoughts,  to  rely  on  their  own  bodily 
aad  anatal  powers,  aad  not  to  ha  more 
seniors,  dependent  an  others  for  their 
Ideas  and  models. 

The  Manual  Arts  class  referred  ta 
covered  the  work  suitable  to  the  earliest 
school  stage  of  development  ss  far  as 
the  end  of  the  Intermediate  Grade,  at 
which  stage  hoys  proceed  ta  the 


mads  with  the  direct  object  of  obtaining 
motifs  for  design  and  schemes  of  color 
direct  from  nature's  store.  The  ad- 
vanced students  were  uf!der  the  instruc- 
tion of  Mr.  John  Kyle,  organiser  of 
Technical  Education  for  British  Col- 
umbia, and  Mr.  James  8.

and  farm  management;  (S)  Horticul- 
ture, also  Including  poultry  and  bee- 
keeping; /<t  j  a  biological  group.  Includ- 
ing the  study  of  plant  and  Insect  Ufa 
In  connection  with  the  advanced  course 
each  student  undertook  a  definite  re- 
search problem  bearing  on  agriculture.. 
la  this  aa  In  other  branches  of  the 
Rural  Science  ^course,  the  main  purpose 
In  view  was  the  opening  up  of  tha  study 
of  scientific  agriculture  by  giving  the 
students  a  start  along  right  lines  of 
first-hand  investigation.  Mora  than 
this.  It  would  be  Impossible  ta  sntssji 
pllah  In  the  short  Interval  devoted  to 
the  study  of  such  a  brood  subject. 

This  course  was  under  the  direction 
of  Mr.  J.  TV.  Gibson.  Director  of  Bele- 
montary  Agricultural  mucattea*  far 
British    Columbia,    waa  mat   associated 


with  him  aa  able  staff  of  specialists  in 
ths  various  branches  of  agriculture.  The 
University  of  British  Columbia  furnish- 
sd  no  less  than  five  of  the  Instructors 
in  Rural  Science.  Dean  Xllnck,  of  the 
Faculty  of  Agriculture,  gave  a  most  In- 
teresting snd  Instructive  series  of  lec- 
tures* on  "The  Country  Life  Problem"; 
Prof.  F.  C.  Clement  gave  a  course  of 
instruction  in  Horticulture;  Prof.  J.  A. 
McLean  conducted  the  work  in  animal 
husbandry;  Prof.  Paul  Bovlng,  an  ad- 
vanced course  of  soil  study;  nnd  Dr.  a. 
H.  Hutchison,  a  course  in  plant  studios. 
Three  of  the  District  Supervisors  of 
Agricultural  Instruction  also  gave 
courses  In  Rural  Science:  Mr.  J.  C. 
Readey,  H.8.A.,  from  Chllllwack,  taking 
the  Kubjcct  of  farm  management  and  a 
preliminary  course  In  soil  study;  Mr. 
!■:.  L.  Small,  B.S.A.,  from  Cloverdale,  a 
course  In  Held  husbandry;  and  Mr.  J.  K. 
Brltton.  U.S.A.,  from  Armstrong,  special 
work  in  vegetable  gardening  and  experi- 
mental work.  As  in  former  years,  valu- 
able assistance  was  obtained  from  the 
Provincial  Department  of  Agriculture, 
Mr.  J.  W.  Kastham,  Provincial  Plant 
Pathologist,  giving  a  course  in  botany; 
Mr.  H.  10.  Upton  and  Mr.  J.  R.  Terry,  in 
poultry-keeping;  Mr.  Wlancko.  demon- 
strations In  milk  testing;  and  Mr.  E. 
Dundss  Todd,  Provincial  Apiarist,  In 
bee-keeping.  The  course  In  entomo- 
logy was  again  conducted  by  Mr.  It.  C. 
Treherne,  B.S.A..  of  the  Dominion  De- 
partment of  Agriculture,  assisted  by 
Mr.  E.  H.  Blackmore  of  Victoria.  A 
brief  course  In  bird  study  was  presented 
by  Mr.  TV.  B.  Anderson, N  Inspector  of 
Indian  Orchards.  The  work  in  school 
gardening,  as  In  previous  years,  was 
taken  by  Mr.  H.  B.  Mac  Lean,  of  the 
Vancouver  Normal  School.  Two  spe- 
cial lectures  on  the  production  of  bulbs 
and  garden  seeds  were  presented  by 
Prof.  L  Stevenson,  Superintendent,  Ex- 
perimental Farm,  Sidney.  Prof.  TV.  T. 
McDonald.  Provincial  Live  Stock  Com- 
missioner, gsvc  an  address  on  bovine 
tuberculosis  and  its  relation  to  publlo 
health  Prof.  Tothill.  from  New  Bruns- 
wick, gave  a  special  lecture  on  Insect 
parasitism. 

Excursions 

The  aim  throughout  was  to  make  tha 
course  as  practical  aa  possible.  Class- 
room lectures  and  demonstrations  were 
-supplemented  by  numerous  excursions 
to  stock  and  poultry  farms,  to  orchards 
and  apiaries,  and  to  gardens  and  nur- 
series in  aad  around  Victoria.  In  from 
ten  to  thirty  minutes  by  electric  car  or 
tally-ho  a  class  of  students  waa  able  to 
study  at  first  hand  ths  problems  which 
confront  the  stockman,  orchardist  or 
poultryman.  and  It  la  safe  to  say  that 
tha  seventy  teachers  taking  Rural 
Science  this  year,  and  the  four  hundred 
and  thirty-two  who  took  similar  courses 
In  1>14  nnd  ltlS,  are  now  In  a  much 
better  position  to  duly  appreciate  tha 
affairs  of  the  country  and  give  instruc- 
tion in  agriculture  In  tha  schools  of 
the  Province.  Instruction  In  school 
games  was  alga  Included  In  the  Ratal 
Science  course  this  rear 
time,  aa  ta  many  schools 
games  are  practically  unknown  or  neg- 
lected. 

During  the  session  various  visits  were 
made  by  the  classes  Interested  -  to  fsc- 
aad  workshops.    Several  lectures, 
ta  the)  public,  ware  also  girea  by 


well-known  men:  Dr.  Plaskett,  Domin- 
ion Astronomer,  gave  an  Interesting  lec- 
ture on  "A  Trip  through  Space."  Thia 
was  followed  by  a  visit  to  the  great 
telescope  on  Little  Saanlch  Mountain. 
An  evening  given  by  the  Rev.  A.  E. 
Thomas,  of  Vancouver,  with  elocution- 
ary parts  by  Mrs.  Thomas,  was  enjoyed 
by  all.  The  subject  was  Tennyson  a 
"Idylls  of  the  King."  Dr.  Wesbsook, 
of  the  University  of  British  Columbia, 
gave  a  thoughtful  and  illuminating  ad- 
dress on  "Co-ordination  In  Education." 
A  visit  of  great  delight  was  made  to  the 
beautiful  rock  gardens  at  Brentwood, 
where  the  hostess,  Mrs.  Buchart,  gave 
the  party  a  royal  welcome.  Mr.  Thomas 
Steele,  Mrs.  Macdonld  Fahey,  and  the 
B.  C.  Academy  of  Music  Invited  the 
teachers  to  an  "At  Home,"  where  stan- 
dards of  music  were  given,  snd  were 
appreciated  by  a  large  audience.  Mr. 
E.  O.  H.  Scholefleld,  Provincial  Librarian, 
In  addition  to  Inviting  the  teachers  to 
make  use  of  {he  Library,  gave  them  a 
highly  instructive  lecture  on  "Famous 
Scenes  from  Shakespeare."  Miss  Helen 
Stewsrt,  City  Librarian,  was  also  un- 
sparing in  her  efforts  to  be  of  service 
to  the  members  of  the  teaching  profes- 
sion who  had  come  to  Victoria  to  study 
and  gain  knowledge. 

Sympathy  of  Government 

At  the  close  of  the  school  exhibition, 
the  students  and  their  friends  gathered 
In  the  assembly  hall,  where  they  were 
addressed  by  the  Hon.  J.  D.  MacLean, 
Minister  of  Education,  and  by  Dr.  Alex- 
ander Robinson.  Superintendent  ore 
Education.  Dr.  MacLean,  In  commend- 
ing the  teachers  on  meeting  during  their 


holidays  to  receive  further  instruction, 
stated  that  the  Government  was  in 
hearty  sympathy  with  the  movement  for 
technical  education,  prevocational 
classes,  night  schools,  and  agricultural 
education,  and  he  felt  sure  that  any 
grant  given  by  the  Federal  Government 
towards  that  end  would  be  supplement- 
ed by  an  equal  sum  by  the  Provincial 
Government.  Dr.  Robinson  favored  ths 
University  Summer  School,  with  supple- 
mentary Winter  reading  and  study, 
where  also  a  student  could  work  for| 
a  degree.  He  thanked  the  students  for 
giving  up  their  holidays  to  equip  them- 
selves better  for  their  work,  and  also 
expressed  his  approval  In  appreciative 
terms  of  the  work  of  Mr.  Gibson  and 
Mr.  Kyle,  who  had  organised  and 
brought  the  classes  to  such  a  suocesful 
issue. 

Throughout  the  entire  session  a  spirit 
of  earnestness  was  apparent,  both 
among  students  and  Instructors,  and  al- 
though the  teachers  attending  the  school 
had  to  sacrifice  a  large  share  of  their 
Summer  holidays,  there  Is  little  doubt 
that  they  will  be  more  than  repaid  for 
this  in  the  increased  efficiency  with 
which  they  will  be  enabled  to  conduct 
their  work  during  the  coming  year.

AMSTERDAM,  Aug.  25— According  ta 
Ths  Voenlsehe  Zeltung.  of  Berlin,  Prince 
William  of  Wled,  former  ruler  of  Al- 
bania, has  sent  a  memorial  to  the  Cen- 
tral and  neutral  powers  upholding  his 
claim  to  the  Albanian  throne.  He 
contends  that  the  future  government  of 
Albania  Is  only  possible  in  the  closest 
connection  with  the  Central  Powers.

•rosssai  of  Pasts,  aad  aa  such  was 
General  Galllenl  a  rigqt-hand  man  in 
tha  tremendous  days  when  Paris  was 
taaiting  hourly  to-hoar  von  Kluck  bat- 
tering at  her  gates. 

General  Clergerie  told  the  bqys  haw 
the  army  of  the  entrenched  can?"  of 
Paris  was  led  to  attack  the  right  wing 
of  the  German  Army  Just  when  It  waa 
preparing  to  envelop  the  left  wing  of 
the  French  Army  on  tha  Ouroq.  From 
August  26  the  German  Armies  had  been 
descending  on 'Paris  by  feroad  marches. 
Oa  September  1  they  were  only  thre*» 
days'  march  from .  tha  advanced  line  of 
the  entrenched  camp,  which  was  being 
feverishly  placed  la  a  state  of  defence. 
A  olrcunafereaca  af  over  100  mites  had 
la  ha  covered  with  trenches,  siege  guns 
hurried  up.  munitions  transported  by 
narrow-gauge  raUweys,  food  aad  sup- 
plies of.  aU  kinds  collected  for  the  sub- 
sistence of  a  population  of  t,000,*oo  In- 
habitants.  Oa  September  3.  however, 
the  Intelligence  Service,  which  wuo 
working  epleadWy,  reported,  about  mid- 
day, that  the  German  columns  nero 
swerving  southeast,  with  the  apparent 
Intention  of  avoiding  Parla  General 
Clergerie  went  on: 

J  then  had  with  General  Galllcnl  mm 
Of  those  long  conferences  which  de- 
noted grave  events.  As  a  rule  they 
never  exceeded  from  two  to  five  minutes. 
We  af  the  Military  Government  of  Parla 
were  not' given  to  overmuch  talking:  wo 
acted.  The  upshot  of  our  conference 
was  this:  If  the.y  don't  come  to  us  we, 
will  go  ta  them  with  exery  available 
man.  The  first  thing  to  be  done  was  t«> 
avoid  giving  the  enemy  an  inkling  of. 
what  we  ware  going  to  do.  General 
Maunoury  was  Immediately  cautioned  tu 
lis  low  and  elude  every  engagement  not 
absolutely  necessary.  In  the  meantime 
he  was  to  be  reinforced  by  every  means 
In  our  power.  Our  preparations  wera' 
completed  to  the  minute. 

General  Maunoury 's   Orders       x 
On  ths  night  of  the  3rd,  assured  thaSr 
the   German   Army    could   only    leave  a>! 
rearguard  on  either  bank  of  the  Ouruq, 
Generals    Galltenl   aad   Clergerie    deter- 
mined   to    throw    the    whole    weight    of 
General   Maunoury 's   Army  against   this 
rearguard,  cut  tha  enemy's  communica- 
tions,  and   take   full   advantage  of   his 
hazardous    situation.      With    this    object 
the  following  order  was  sent  to  General 
Maunoury : 

In  view  of  the  movements  of  the  Ger- 
man Armies  which  appear  to  be  slipping ( 
In  a  southeasterly  direction  fronpveefors 
our  front,  I  intend  your  Army  to  attack 
them  In  the  flank— that  Is  to  say,  In  an 
eastsrly  direction.  I  will  let  you  know 
ycur  marching  directions  as  soon  as  [ 
learn  that  of  tha  British  Army.  But 
make  your  preparations  at  once  for  your 
troops  to  be  ready  to  start  this  after- 
noon, and  begin  a  general  movement 
east  of  the  entrenched  camp  tomorrow. 
At  10  o'clock  in  the  morning  Generals 
Galllenl,  Clergerie  and  Maunoury  met 
and  arranged  the  details  of  the  plan  of 
operations.  In  the  afternoon  they  came 
to  aa  understanding  at  Melun  with  tha 
British.  General  Joffre  gave  leave  to 
attack,  and  announced  that  he  himself 
would  lake  the  offensive  on  the  tth. 
At  noon  on  the  6th  the  Army  of  Paris 
fired  its  first  shot  and  the  Battle  of  the 
Ourcq,  the  preface  to  ths  Manic,  had 
begun. 

On  September  •  an  intelligence  officer 
brought  me  a  German  dispatch,  which, 
ran,  If  I  remember  rightly,  thus:  "Toll 
me  exactly  where  you  are  and  what  you 
ars  doing.  Hurry  up,  because  XXX. 
.    .  The  officer  was  nonplussed  by 

those  three  X's,  but  I,  borrowing  pollu 
phrase,  told  him  to  translate  "I  am 
going  to  bolt."  True  enough,  next  day 
we  found  on  the  site  af  the  German  bat- 
teries which  had  been  precipitately 
evacuated,  stacks  of  munitions;  while 
by  the  roadside  we  'tame  upon  motor* 
abandoned  for  the  slightest  breakdown, 
and  near  Bets  almost  ths  entire  outfit 
of  a  field  bakery,  with  a  great  start  of 
flour  and  dough  half-kneaded.  Paris  and 
franco  were  savsd.

THE  STORY  OF  THE 
PROVINCES 

"Father  of  Unity  make  this  people  one." 

The  Story  of  Nova  Scotia  (Cont.) 

IF  you  visit  Halifax  today  you  will  be 
shown,  as  one  of  the  chief  places  of 
interest  in  North  America,  old  Saint 
Paul's  Church,  whose  wooden  facade  looks 
across  the  Parade  toward  the  modern  City 
Hall.  Nowhere  on  the  American  continent 
is  there  a  church  to  compare  with  it  in 
point  of  age  and  interest.  It  was  a  gift 
of  George  II.  to  his  new  colony,  and  was 
"timbered  in  times  when  men  built  strong." 
Though  the  body  of  the  church  has  much 
added  to  it,  a  new  "spire,  new  aisles  and 
new  windows,  the  old  nave  remains  unal- 
tered, simple  and  beautiful  in  its  original 
oak.  And  in  this  church  you  will  find 
countless  mementoes  of  the  brave  days  of 
Nova  Scotia's  past  All  about  the  balcony 
are  hung  the  escutcheons  of  admirals,  gen- 
erals, governors,  and  others  who  helped  to 
make  the  history  of  the  Maritime  Pro- 
vinces, and  in  the  chancel  are  tablets  the 
names  of  which  conjure  up  memories  of 
more  romantic  and  strenuous  times  than 
the  times  of  today.  It  was  in  this  ancient 
edifice  that  Charles  Inglis,  the  first  colonial 
bishop  of  any  possession  in  either  hemi- 
sphere, preached  his  initial  sermon.  One 
of  the  first  results  of  the  immigration  of 
the  Loyalists  was  the  erection  of  Nova 
Scotia  into  a  bishop's  see.  «* 

A  fine,  brave  tale  is  told  of  Bishop  Inglis 
who  was  rector  of  Trinity  Church,  New 
York,  when  thj  Revolutionary  war  broke 
put.  He  was  forbidden  by  the  American 
authorities  to  use  the  prayers  in  the  ser- 
vice referring  to  the  confounding  of  King 
George's  enemies,  and  paid  no  attention 
whatever  to  the  order.  Finally  colonial 
soldiers  were  sent  out  on  Sunday  to  the 
church  to  arrest  him  if  he  dared  utter  the 
treasonable  petition  again.  Dr.  Inglis  was 
in  no  way  dismayed  or  dissuaded  by  the 
martial  throng  in  the  aisles,  and  offered  up 
his  petition  for  his  king  as  usual.  The 
New  England  soldiers  advanced  toward  the 
altar  to  place  him  under  arrest,  but  at  the 
sight  of  that  calm,  steadfast  figure  con- 
fronting them,  they  had  not  the  courage 
to  carry  out  their  orders.  So  Dr.  Inglis 
resigned  from  the  rectorship  and  joined  a 
migration  of  Loyalists  to  Nova  Scotia, 
where  he  was  made  minister  of  St.  Paul's 
and  bishop  of  the  diocese. 

A  direct  result  of  the  establishment  of 

the   episcopate  in     Nova     Scotia  was   the 

founding  of  the  seminary  for  the  training 

of  native  clergy,  situated  most  charmingly 

at  Windsor,  which  became  known  as    the

THAT  is  what  we  are  all  looking  for 
just   now,   light   in   the    midst   of   a 
world  that  is  dark,  with  the  shadows 
of  suffering,  doubt  and  death.    That  is  what 
we   pray   for   when   the   shadows  press   so 
close    as   to   become   overwhelming.     And 
the  answer  to  that  prayer  is  invariably  a 
renewing  of   our   faith,   the   faith   in   God, 
without  which  just  now,  or  at  any  time  of 
deepest  tribulation,  mankind  is  indeed  lost 
in  a  maze  of  conflicting  thought  and  pur- 
pose. .  .         ... 

It  is  this  renewing  of  faith,  a  faith  which 
many  of  us  had  lost  sight  of,  which  makes 
us  realize  the  great  spiritual  renascence 
which  is  being  brought  about  through  this 
present  world  crucifixion.  And  just  as  we 
know  that  this  life  is  but  a  stepping-stone, 
so  we  can  reconcile  the  multitudinous  suf- 
fering and  sacrifice  of  today  when  we  ap- 
preciate the  result  that  is  already  making 
itself  felt.  We  have  needed  a  second  Cal- 
vary to  bring  it  about,  a  Calvary  upon 
which  the  souls  of  each  one  of  ns  is  being 
tried,  for  the  sake  of  mankind  present  and 
to  come. 

While  we  have  before  us  the  spectacle 
of  the  breaking  down  of  civilization  im- 
that  civilization  may  be  btiilt  up,  let  us 
think  for  a  moment  of  what  civilization 
plies  or  should  imply,  and  how  far  the 
edifice  which  we  class  under  that  name, 
falls  short  of  what  an,  ideal  civilization 
ought  to  be.  An  American  Lord  Chief 
Justice  before  the  Bar  Association  defined 
it  as  follows: 
What  indeed  is  true  civilization?  By  its 
:  fruit  ye  shall  know  it.  It  is  not  dominion, 
wealth,  material  luxury;  nay  not  even  a 
great  literature  and  education  wide-spread, 
good  though  these  may  be.  Civilization  is 
not  a  vanaer;  it  must  penetrate  to.  the  very 
heart  and  core  the  societies  of  men.  It  is 
true  signs  are  thought  for  the  poor  and 
suffering,  chivalrous  regard  and  respect  for 
woman,  the  frank  recognition  of  human 
brotherhood  irrespective  of  race  or  color 
or  nation  or  religion,  the  narrowing  of  the 
domain  of  mere  force  as  a  governing  factor 
in  the  world,  abhorrence  of  what  is  mean 
and  cruel  and  vile,  ceaseless  devotion  to  the 
claims  of  justice." 

Perhaps  we  could  find  no  better  definition 
of  what  civilization  ought  to  be  than  this, 
and  reading  it  we  can  judge  for  ourselves 
just  how  near  present  conditions  come  to 
realizing  this  state  of  things. 

There  is  no  appeal  from  the  verdict  of 
history,  and  it  is  history  which  shows  us 
•  how  and  why  all  ancient  civilizations  came 
1  to  deteriorate  and  finally  decay.  The 
Egyptian  civilization,  the  Hindu,  the  Chi- 
nese, as  well  as  the  Greek  and  the  Roman, 
have  all  had  their  natural  limits  at  which 
their  vitality  was  necessarily  arrested,  and 
it  would  seem  from  this  that  all  civiliza- 
tions must  be  subject  to  similar  laws.  We 
had  hoped  that  we  were  building  something 
lasting  perhaps,  until  the  swift  outbreaking 
of  this  war  taught  us  that  we  too  have  had 
to  be  forcibly  reminded  that  we  had  lost 
sight  of  the  high  ideals,  the  turning-  away 
from  which  is  instantly  rewarded  by  ar- 
rested development  and  spiritual  deteriora- 
tion. .  L  V 

But  the  fact  remains  that  we  have  been 
reminded,  and  that  our  eyes  have  been 
opened  so  that  we  can  perceive  the  faults 
of  our  present  system  of  government,  and 
earnestly  strive  to  remedy  them.  Already 
some    good    results    are    apparent,    results 


healthy  young  men  anywhere,  nor  men 
more  determined  to  do  their  duty.  but 
England's  fleet  guarding  the  coasts  and 
patrolling  the'  seas,  kept  Nova  Scotia  at 
peace  until  the  war  of  1812. 

One  is  loathe  to  pass  these  days  without 
chronicling  something  of  the  doings  of  the 
privateers,  the  rich  captures  made  at  sea, 
and  the  thrilling  fights  which  took  place, 
for  never  was  a  trade  so  lucrative  or  so 
active  as  privateering  during  the  long  wars 
of  the  French  Revolution.  But  interesting 
as  such  tales  are,  they  must  be  passed  over 
here. 

The  era  of  shipbuilding  in  Nova  Scotia 
dates  also  from  the  days  of  this  war.  Just 
as  today,  England  was  saved  in  those  early 
times  by  her  fleet  But  she  lost  many 
ships,  and  these  all  had  to  be  replaced. 
Therefore  she  looked  fo  America  for  tim- 
ber. In  Nova  Scotia  was  to  be  had  an 
abundance  and  of  the  finest  quality.  Some 
of  the  great  trees  which  had  been  the  ad- 
miration of  the  early  voyageurs  were  hewn 
down  now  and  shipped  overseas  to  be  made 
into  staunch  vessels  for  the  British  navy. 
The  industry  grew  by  leaps  and  .bounds.  It 
was  soon  found  profitable  to  build  ships 
for  the  carrying  of  lumber,  and  it  would 
take  a  whole  volume  to  register  the  ship- 
ping of  Yarmouth  alone  from  1761  to  1874. 
The  custom  was  at  first  to  load  the  vessel 
with  timber,  sail  her  to  Great  Britain,  sejl 
her  cargo  and  all  for  spot  cash,  and  return 
on  a  passenger  ship  to  do  the  same  thing 
over  again.  Not  seldom  the  men  felled  the 
trees,  squared  them  and  hauled  or  rafted 
them  to  the  shipyard,  then  returned  to  their 
farms,  we  are  told,  to  plant  their  crops, 
afterwards  building  the  ship,  manning  her, 
and  sailing  her  to  her  destination.  Some- 
times the  crew  would  be  entirely  composed 
of  members  of  one  family  or  clan,  for  chief 
among  the  shipbuilding  men  were  the  Scot- 
tish immigrants  who  arrived,  early  in  the 
nineteenth  century.  The  engaging  in  this 
industry   has    had    a    marked    effect    on    the

"Split  this  word  'democracy  into  mean- 
ings; the  nearing  end  of  autocracy;  the 
let-down  of  nobles  and  kings;  the  crum- 
bling of  classes  and  castes,  and  the  final 
transition  from  feudalism;  the  right  of  the 
people  to  govern  themselves,  and  the  hu- 
man expansion  and  uprise  that  this  right  in 
its  exercise  brings;  the  liberty,  happiness, 
character  and  progress  of  the  massed  mil- 
lions recognized  as  the  sole  end  of  national 
existence.  It  is  no  handwriting  upon  the 
wall  of  something  impending;  it  is  history 
already  recorded  that,  as  direct  effect  of 
the  war,  there  has  come  immense  acceler- 
ation to  this  whole  movement  •  In  Eng-

He  draws  our  attention  next  to  the  New 

Integration  of  National  Life  exemplified  in 
Conscription,  and  New  International  Sym- 
pathies as  a  result  of  the  first  cause  of  the 
war.  For  Belgium  has  become  the  little 
child  set  In  the  midst  of  a  pitying  world, 
and  not  only  Belgium  but  all  the  smaller 
nations.  The  Red  Cross  is  enlarging  this 
Sympathy  and     International     politics  are 

i  also  in  evidence.  Then  there  is  the  Raising 
of  the  Standard  of  War  Motive,  and  Dr. 
Cannett  says: 

"Not  for  conquest,  not  for  revenge,  ot 
for  any  form  of  profit  to  ourselves,  not  for 
'honor'  insulted,  not  to  punish  wrongs  al- 

i  ready  committed,  great  though  they  be,  but 
to  prevent  new  wrongs  pledged  to  be  un- 

j  remitting,  to  prevent  the  triumph  of  a  tem- 
porarily  dehumanized   nation   and   the   de- 

'  gradation  such  triumph  would  cause— these 

'are  the  motives  that  draw  our  nation  into 

/the  hell."  . 

And  finally,  the  nations  are  finding  their 
souls  in  this  war:  • 

"Did  we  call  it  just  now  'our  material- 
ized, sensualized,  mammonized  age?'  Look 
at  Europe's  wide  Calvary  fields,  then,  and 
explain  those  hundreds  of  thousands  of 
crosses,  attesting  that  probably  never  in  all 
human  history  have  so  many  men  tn  so 
abort  a  time  voluntarily  made  the  supreme 
offering,  life,  for  a  cause  which  to  them  rep- 
resented justice  and  righteousness.  That 
each  life  given  means  a  life  taken,  and  that 
hell  yawna  in  the  giving  and  taking,  does 
not  blot  out  that  splendor  of  human  self- 
aacrifice.  Entente  and  Germany  share  in 
that  alike.  Is  there  hate  in  the  trenches 
and  hate  in  the  homes?  Doubtless;  but  in 
the  psychology  of  the  war  the  loyalty  and 
•elf-sacrifice  are  writ  large,  the  hate  is  the 
footnotes."* 

And  just  as  all  these  things  which  the 
above  writer  speaks  of  are  true  nationally, 
so  they  are  true  individually.  Each  one  of 
us  has  proved  this  or  can  prove  it  for  him- 
aelf.  But  not  by  himself.  That  is  where 
the  oeeesiity  for  faith  steps  in,  faith  in 
Ood  fey  whose  power  alone  we  can  be  made 
to  see  the  light  Just  bow  we  are  reminded 
of  that  beautiful  old  story,  a  story  which 
k  so  often  quoted  in  times  of  stress.  The 
disciples  were  In  their  little  ship  and  a  great 
storm  arose,  darkness  was  all  about  them, 
and  the  noise  of  the  wind  and  the  waves. 
I  Suddenly  looking  out  on  the  waters  they 
taem  Jess*  Jtejfcbei  abojf  Je*  stormy,  sea, 


that  will  never  perish;  the  life  that  knows 
of  no  beginning  and  no  end.  Therefore  I 
have  destroyed  all  worldly  thought.  I  have 
retired  into  an  unfrequented  dell  to  live  m 
solitude;  and  begging  for  food  1  devote  my- 
self to  the  one  thing  that  is  needful." 

Siddhartha  asked:  "Can  peace  be  gained 
in  this  >  world  of  unrest.  I  am  struck  with 
the  emptiness  of  pleasure  and  have  become 
disgusted  with  lust  All  oppresses  me  and 
existence  seems  intolerable." 

The  shramaaa  replied:  "Where  heat  is 
there  is  also  a  possibility  of  cold;  creatures 
subject  to  pain  possess  the  faculty  of  pleas- 
ure; the  origin  of  evil  indicates  that  good 
can  be  developed.  For  these  things  are 
correlative.  Thus  where  there  is  much  suf- 
fering there  will  be  much  bliss,  if  you  but 
open  your  eyes  to  find  it  Just  as  a  man 
who  has  fallen  into  a  heap  of  filth  ought 
to  seek  the  great-pond  of  water  covered 
with  lotuses,  which  i.-:  nc.tr  by;  even  so  seek 
thou  for  the  great  deathless  lake  of  Nir- 
vana to  wash  off  the  defilement  of  sin.  If 
the  lake  is  not  sought  it  is  not  the  fault  of 
the  lake;  even  so  when  there  is  a  blessed 
road  leading  the  man  held  fast  by  sin  to 
the  salvation  of  Nirvana,  if  the  road  is  not 
walked  upon  it  is  not  the  fault  of  the  road, 
but  of  the  person.  And  when  a  man  who 
is  oppressed  with  sickness,  there  being  a 
physician  who  can  heal  him,  does  not  avail 
himself  of  the  physician's  help,  that  is  not 
the  fault  of  the  physician;  even  so  when 
the  man  oppressed  b"  the  malady  of  evil- 
doing  does  not  seek  the  spiritual  guide  of 
enlightenment,  that  is  no  fault  of  the  sin- 
destroying  guide." 

Funny  things  sometimes  happen  on  the 
stage,  funny  in  themselves  but  tragic  in 
their  consequences  when  they  spoil  the 
whole  effect  of  a  song  or  a  scene.  Maurice 
Halperson,  in  his  Romance  of  Music  re- 
lates some  amusing  incidents:

of  a  real  literature.  The  first  magazine 
published  was  the  Nova  Scotian  Magazine, 
a  periodical  of  some  pretension,  eighty 
pages,  double  columns,  and  small  type  on 
good  paper.  It  was  printed  by  John  Howe, 
from  Boston,  father  of  the  famous  Joseph 
Howe.  This  latter  brought  into  the  light 
of  fame,  Thomas  Chandler  Haliburton,  bet- 
ter known  for  his  "Sam  Slick"  stories  than 
as  an  historian.  These  stories  were  brought 
out  by  Howe  in  his  paper,  The  Nova  Sco- 
tian, the  most  readable  paper  of  his  day. 
Howe  was  "born  to  the  trade."  He  set 
type  for  his  father  when  he  was  a  small 
boy,  and  in  the  interests  of  his  paper  travel- 
led over  every  inch  of  his  country,  so  that 
he  could  understand  it  from  all  view  points. 
His  was  a  familiar  figure  in  all  the  little 
country  hamlets,  riding  leisurely  along  on 
his  horse,  never  too  much  in  a  hurry  to 
stop  and  admire  a  bit  of  scenery,  or  chat 
with  a  fellow-traveller  on  the  road.  It  was 
in  those  early  days  that  he  developed  the 
gifts  of  sympathy  and  understanding  which 
made  him  in  later  years  so  dearly  beloved 
by  his  compatriots. 

While  the  disbanded  soldiers  and  sailors 
who  formed  the  original  settlement  of  Hal- 
ifax could  not  be  said  to  have  been  a  good 
class  of  citizens,  the  Loyalists  had  a  very 
different  reputation.  The  only  undesirable 
people  among  them  were  the  dependent 
negroes  and  fugitive  slaves,  many  of  whom 
at  a  later  day,  had  to  be  shipped  off  to 
Sierra  Leone.  One  of  the  most  noteworthy 
residents  of  Halifax  in  these  early  days  w.i 
the  Duke  of  Kent,  who  came  in  i;oj,  as 
colonel  of  the  7th  Fusilijrs:.  Around  his 
stay  in  this  part  of  the  world  hangs  an  old 
romance,  for  he  had  not  long  arrived  when 
he  was  joine  I  by  a  chatintng  French  ladv, 
Madame  de  St  Laurent  Another  "Order 
of  the  Good  Time"  was  established  in  Hal- 
ifax. Court  was  held  at  Government  House 
with  a  "finely  graded  table  of  precedence." 
The  balls  and  levees  given  were  magnifi- 
cent affairs.  Everybody  of  any  standing 
aspired  to  be  invited  to  Government  House, 
for  such  invitations  meant  a  fixed  social 
position,  while  to  be  left  out  was  to  have 
no  social  standing  whatsoever.  Then  there 
were  the  officers  of  the  garrison  who  en- 
tertained as  well,  and  the  wealth  of  the 
merchants  of  Halifax  enabled  them  also  to 
vie '  with  the  garrison  and  Government 
House  in  the  splendor  of  their  functions. 
It  is  interesting  to  note,  however,  that  there 
were  some  fastidious  Quaker  persons  who 
refused  to  call  upon  the  Duke's  fair  friend, 
and  for  this  reason  were  ostracized  entirely 
from  any  society  save  their  own,  even  for 
many  years  after  the  Duke  had  left  and 
his  romance  had  become  a  thing  of  the 
past. 

While  Britain  and  France  were  engaged 
in  the  long  and  terrible  war  which  ended 
in  Waterloo,  Nova  Scotia,  far  away  from 
the  scene  of  conflict  and  protected  by  the 
British  cruisers,  continued  her  trade  upon 
the  sea,  and  waxed  rich  and  prosperous. 
The  only  warlike  exploit  of  any  import- 
ance in  which  she  was  engaged  J  or  nine- 
teen years  wss  when  she  undertook  the 
capture  of  St  Pierre  and  Miquelon,  the 
two  little  islands  off  the  coast  of  Newfound- 
land, to  which  the  Revolution  had  'spread, 
and  Vhich  had  raised  the  tri-color  flag  in 

6 lace  of  the  old  one  of  the  Bourbon  lilies, 
ut  Nova  Scotia  was  prepared  for  any  em- 
ergency, and  the  horizon  was  daily  scanned 
for  the  sails  of  hostile  fleets.  Battalions 
of  militia  too  were  enrolled.  The  Loyal- 
ists flocked  to  the  colors,  aad  the  Acadian* 
made  up  a  whole  battalion  among  them- 
selves, many  of  them  marching  two  hun- 
dred miles  to  Halifax  to  offer  their  services 
"and  never,"  wrote  the  governor  of  these 
"wee  tfegcsj  a  freer  body,  of  athletic.

Were  you  at  the  Metro- 
politan Opera  House  when  Scotti,  as  Scar- 
pia,  lost  his  wig  in  his  death  struggle  in 
the  second  act  of  "Tosca?" 

I  was  present  at  Vienna  many  years  ago 
when  Karl  Meixner,  a  famous  actor  of  the 
Imperial  Burgtheater,  lost  his  nether  gar- 
ments' in  a  comedy  by  Gottschall,  called 
"Pitt  and  Fox."  Another  time,  at  the  same 
theater,  there  was  seen  under  the  train  of 
Miss  P.,  a  young  and  gifted  actress,  a  bit 
ot  lingerie  not  intended  for  public  inspec- 
tion. This  accident  spoiled  the  whole  effect 
in  the  main  scene  of  a  well  known  Vien- 
nese dramatist's  tragedy.  The  worst  of  it 
was  that  the  unfortunate  accident  occurred 
just  when  the  lady's  partner  was;  saying: 
"I  shall  know  and  unfold  your  secrets,  my 
beautiful  lady." 

Another  time  a  kettle  drum  player  iu 
Amsterdam,  who  had  to  make  only  one 
stroke  on  his  instrument  during  a  long 
symphonic  poem  and  who  took  a  little  nap 
in  the  meantime,  became  the  victim  of  a 
mischievous  colleague's  joke.  This  man 
nudged  him  energetically  so  that  the  player 
thought  his  cue  had  come,  and  struck  his 
drum  just  in  the  middle  of  a  poetic  pianis- 
simo. The  work  of  the  ambitious  composer 
was  completely  ruined  and  only  the  abrupt 
disappearance  of  the  unhappy  player  pre- 
vented a  murder. 

Actors  and  producers  have  finally  signed 
the  mutual,  equitable,  uniform  contract  for 
which  the  Actors  Equity  Association  has 
been  working  for  several  years.  It  pro- 
vides for  a  two  weeks'  notice  before  dis- 
charge or  withdrawal  from  cast;  full  sal- 
aries whenever  employed,  thus  doing  away 
with  half  pay  at  holiday  time;  a  maximum 
rehearsal  time  without  pay  of  four  weeks 
for  dramatic  attractions  and  six  weeks^  for 
musical  productions;  no  dismissal  of  a 
player  arbitrarily,  on  the  ground  of  not  giv- 
ing satisfaction;  limitation  of  the  period 
during  which  a.  manager  may  hold  an  actor 
without  providing  employment.  Disputes 
will  be  settled  by  arbitration.

"The  Land  of  Happiness."  Can  we  trace 
in  the  Chinese  conception  something  very 
similar  to  "Tir-na'n-og,"  the  abode  of  the 
Irish  fairies? 

"The  Land  of  Happiness"  is  laid  in  anci- 
ent China,  in  the  days  when  Hu,  the  fox- 
god  of  unhappiness,  ruled  over  mankind. 
Banished  from  the  upper  world  and  con- 
demned to  spend  100  years'  imprisoned  in 
one  of  his  shrines  upon  earth,  Hu  awaits 
the  day  when,  a  doubter  having  appeared, 
he  shall  be  given  one  day  of  liberty  in  the 
form  of  a  man.  The  doubter  comes  in  the 
person  of  Shi-u-nin,  a  youth  returned  from 
foreign  travels,  and  scoffing  the  false  be- 
liefs of  his  ancestors.  Tin-Loi,  an  ancient 
scholar,  warns  Shi-u-nin  and  his  compan- 
ions from  the  sacred  grove  of  the  fox-god 
in  vain.  The  youth  remains  to  make  love 
to  Fei-Yen-Fab,  daughter  of  the  viceroy, 
Wang  Loo,  who  comes  to  pay  her  vows. 
He  tells  the  maiden  of  the  Land  of  Happi- 
ness, ruled  by  the  fairy  goddess,  Hsi  Wang 
Mu,  who  guards  the  sacred  peach  tree  of 
immortality.  Once  the  goddess  sent  a 
branch  from  this  tree  to  the  Emperor,  and 
the  dove  messenger  dropped  a  twig  while 
flying  over  ttm  grove.  It  fell  in  the  shadow 
of  the  shrine%f  Hu  and  has  never  grown. 
Shi-u-nin  and  Fei-Yen-Fah  pray  to  Shi 
Wang  Mu  to  cause  the  tree  to  bear  fruit, 
that  they  may  eat  of  it  and  live  forever 
in  the  land  of  happiness.  But  Shi-u-nin 
mocks,  whereupon  a  storm  arises,  and  at 
the  height  of  it  Hu,  the  fox-god,  issues 
from  the  shrine. 

The  second  act  shows  the  Viceroy  Wang 
Loo  and  his  court  at  a  splendid  banquet  in 
his  gardens.  Shi-u-nin  tells  them  of  the 
fortunate  lauds  of  his  travels  which  have 
no  fox.

MUSIC  AND  THE  STAGE 

THERE  is  no  one  of  the  arts  more  es- 
sential for  the  proper  development 
of  human  life  than  music,  for  it  is 
more  than  an  art  it  is  an  elemental  neces- 
sity of  mankind,  and  mankind's  earliest  and 
most  spontaneous  expression  of  his  deepest 
emotions.  But  while  in  primitive  days  it 
was  a  true  means  of  self-expression  em- 
ployed by  one  and  all  alike,  today  it  has 
ceased  to  a  great  extent  to  be  the  neces- 
sary factor  that  it  was  in  bygone  times. 
Musicians  are  anxiously  asking  why  this 
should  be  the  case,  and  one  can  scarcely 
pick  up  a  musical  periodical  without  finding 
an  article  which  deplores  the  fact  that  peo- 
ple as  a  rule  are  unmusical,  and  do  not 
recognize  the  real  necessity  for  the  culti- 
vation of  thjs  art. 

In  order  to  instil  into  the  people  a  rest 
craving  for  what  is  best  in  music,  Eva 
Alden,  in  Musical  America,  says  that  we 
must  begin  with  the  children,  filling  their 
hearts  with  such  a  longing  "for  the  beauti- 
ful that  its  gratification  will  be  as  much  a 
necessity  of  life  as  food  and  clothing." 

For  children,  she  points  out  "are  as  re- 
sponsive to  all  forms  of  beauty  as  flowers 
are  to  sunshine.  It  is  life  and  unfortunate 
environment  with  little  opportunity  to  be- 
come familiar  with  the  best  in  art  and 
music  that  make  of  so  many  of  our  people 
the  barbarians  in  art  that  they  become  in 
after  years."  Not  only  are  the  poor  and 
ignorant  class  in  this  category,  but  the  so- 
called  "upper  class"  are  as  wofully  defici- 
ent as  any.  The  proof  of  this  lies  in  the 
music  which  is  "popular,"  the  only  music 
that  the  general  public  has  any  patience 
to  listen  to.  We  all  know  the  style,  just  as 
we  know  that  listening  to  such  music  has 
no  incentive,  and  contains  not  the  slightest 
•  inspiration. 

It  is  an  extraordinary  thing  that  civiliza- 
tion has  tended  to  corrupt  the  people's 
taste,  for  there  is  no  question  at  all  that  the 
music    of    today    cannot    be    compared    with 


resisting  the  royal  edtet.  The  supposed  ,  the  folk-songs  of  hundreds  of  years  ago 
envoy  seizes  Fei-Yen-Fah  and  kisses  her. 
She  falls  lifeless,  and  he  is  suddenly  re- 
vealed as  none  other  than  Hu,  the  fox. 
He  flees,  and  his  horrible  laugh  floats  back 
from  the  distant  forest  depths. 

In  the  third  act,  Tin-Loi,  the  old  scholar, 
meeting  Shi-u-nin  before  the  shrine  to 
which  Hu  has  returned,  explains  that  it  was 
the  youth's  doubting  that  liberated  the  evil 
god.  Shi-u-nin  in  rage  sets  fire  to  the 
shrine,  which  falls  to  the  ground  an  empty 
ruin.  The  sun  falls  upon  the  spray  drop- 
ped by  the  dove  and  it  springs  forth  a  glori- 
ous peach  tree  in  full  bloom.  From  the 
blossoms  emerges  the  spirit  of  Fei-Yen- 
Fah.  Shi-u-nin  presses  to  his  lips  fruit 
from  the  tree  and  Fei-Fen-Fah  leads  him 
upward  to  where  the  goddess  Hsi  Wang 
Mu  and  a  company  of  angels  wait  to  wel- 
come them  to  the  •Land  of  Happiness.  The 
light  radiating  from  the  goddess  grows  un- 
til it  envelops  the  world.

Corn  Meal  and  Gluten  Bread— Pour  2ji 
cups  of  yellow  or  white  corn  meal  into  V/t 
cups  of  boiling  water.  It  is  not  sufficient 
merely  to  pour  tKe  boiling  water  over  the 
meal  in  a  cold  dish.  If  yellow  meal  is  used, 
heat  it  a  little,  in  addition  to  pouring  it  into 
the  boiling  water,  or  mix  meal  and  water 
and  heat  in  a  double  boiler.  When  cool, 
mix  with  H  cup  of  gluten,  rye  or  white 
flour  (preference  being  in  order  named),  1 
tablespoon  of  sugar,  '/j  yeast  cake  (or  1 
•cake  if  haste  is  an  object)  dissolved  in  \\ 
cup  of  lukewarm  water,  2  tablespoons  of 
butter,  lard,  or  a  mixture  of  the  two,  and  3 
teaspoons  of  salt.  Knead  thoroughly,  place 
in  a  baking  tin  and  bake,  when  risen  suffi- 
ciently. 

Polenta — The  ingredients  are  1  cup  of 
yellow  corn  meal,  1  teaspoon  of  salt,  1  cup 
of  grated  American  cheese  (about  6  ozs.), 
Mi  cups  of  boiling  water,  \.\  teaspoon  pep- 
per and  '/i  teaspoon  of  mustard.  Boil  meal 
in  the  water  with  the  salt  for  2  hours  (bet- 
ter over  night  in  double  boiler  on  simmer 
burner,  or  in  a  fireless  cooker).  Add  pep- 
per, mustard  and  )i  cup  of  cheese.  Cook 
1  minute,  turn  on  greased  square  tin,  and 
cook.  Cut  in  square  pieces;  put  rest  of 
cheese  on  top.  Bake  15  minutes.  Number 
served  6.  Mold  in  bread  pan  3x9  inches, 
cut  in  12  pieces. 

Corn  Meal  Fish  Balls — The  ingredients 
are  2  cups  of  cold  white  corn  meal  mush, 
1  cup  of  shredded  codfish  (dried  codfish  is 
best),  1  egg  and  1  tablespoon  of  butter. 
Soak  the  codfish  to  remove  the  salt,  shred. 
Combine  the  ingredients  and  drop  by 
spoonfuls  into  hot  fat.  Drain  on  porous 
paper.  These  codfish  balls  compare  favor- 
ably in  taste  with  those  made  with  potato 
and  are  easily  prepared.  These  may  also 
be  sauted,  in  a  small  amount  of  fat  in  a 
frying  pan.  The  corn  meal  should  stand 
over  night,  to  get  firm. 

Vegetable  Chowder — The  ingredients  are 
yt  pound  dried  lima  beans,  1  pound  of  car- 
rots, a  little  fat,  XA  onion,  1  tablespoon  of 
flour  (may  be  omitted),  Vi  cup  of  milk, 
pepper  and  salt.  Soak  the  beans  over  night 
drain  and  cook  slowly  until  tender.  Brown 
the  sliced  onion  in  the  fat,  add  this  and 
the  diced  carrots  to  the  beans  and  cook 
slowly,  20  to  30  minutes.  The  flour,  blend- 
ed with  the  milk,  may  be  added  the  last 
10  minutes. 

Vegetable  Pie — The  ingredients  are  2 
potatoes,  3  artichokes,  3  tomatoes,  l/j  table- 
spoon of  corn  meal  or  barley  flour,  2  sticks 
of  celery,  1  pint  of  milk,  V»  tablespoon  of 
drippings  or  butter,  seasoning  to  taste. 
Bring  the  milk  to  a  boil  and  thicken  it  with 
the  flour.  Cut  up  all  the  vegetables  into 
small  pieces,  mix  them,  season,  and  put 
them  into  a  well-greased  pie  dish.  Pour 
the  thickened  milk  over  them,  dot  the  fat 
over  the  top  in  small  pieces.  Bake  for  half 
an  hour  or  more,  keeping  the  dish  closely 
covered,  except  for  the  last  5  or  6  minutes, 
to  give  the  top  a  chance  to  get  brown. 
Test  the  vegetables  to  see  if  they  are  tender 
before  serving  up,  as  sometimes  they  take 
longer  than  the  half  hour  to  cook,  depend- 
ing on  their  age  and  the  heat  of  the  oven. 
You  can  use  any  vegetables  you  like  for 
'  this  pie  and  in  any  proportions. 

Fruit  Cakes) — For   these,  you   will   need: 
I  pound  of  dates,  yt  pound  of  mixed  nuts. 


One  would  think  that  after  all  these  cen- 
turies of  training  that  instead  of  wanting 
less  the  people  would  demand  more.  But 
we  are  satisfied  with  very  little  and  that 
little  of  a  mediocre  quality. 

In  order  to  correct  this  state  of  things 
we  'must  have,  according  to  Miss  Aldeu, 
"a  far-reaching  campaign  which  will  touch 
the  outermost  edges  of  the  great  circle  of 
each  community,  and  that  campaign  must 
concentrate  its  efforts  on  the  children  and 
youth."  Her  plan  is  to  have  musical  clubs 
arrange  frequent  programmes  of  especial 
interest  to  children,  and  young  people,  il- 
lustrating some  definite  phase  of  music, 
and  to  be  preceded  by  an  informal  talk  by 
some  capable  person,  which  would  give 
them  an  intelligent  idea  of  what  they  were 
to  hear.  A  definite  plan  should  unite  the 
series  of  programmes.  Furthermore  the 
directors  of  music  in  the  schools  and  the 
music  clubs  should  co-operate,  and  inci- 
dentally we  might  mention  that  in  our  own 
humble  opinion  music  in  Victoria  schools 
is  not  given  nearly  as  important  a  place 
as  it  should  have.  It  is  well  within  the 
memory  of  many  of  us  when  the  daily  sinn- 
ing was  the  happiest  part  of  the  school 
routine,  and  the  only  part  which  was  en- 
tered into  by  every  child  with  equal  en- 
thusiasm. 

The  writer  above  quoted  thinks  that 
schools  and  clubs  alike  should  have  re- 
course to  the  Victrola  and  player  pianos 
when  these  could  be  found  useful,  for  the 
important  part  is  to  give  the  children  many 
opportunities  to  hear  good  music  and  to 
help  them  to  an  understanding  of  it.  They 
are  sure  to  be  interested,  and  a  quick  re- 
sponse will  be  found  even  among  the  very 
young. 

By  the  way,  the  American  soldiers  at 
present  in  France  have  surprised  their  peo- 
ple at  home  very  much  in  the  song  they 
have  chosen  as  their  favorite  marching  mel- 
ody. American  composers  and  would-be 
composers  have  been  feverishly  trying  to 
write  a  second  "Tipperary"  which  would  be 
in'every  soldier's  mouth  and  would  inciden- 
tally bring  the  maker  fame  and  fortune. 
And  now  to  the  chagrin  of  some  of  them 
the  first  band  of  fighters  is  lustily  shouting 
some  American  words  to  the  old  familiar 
melody  in  the  Pirates  of  Pensance,  "Hail, 
Hail."  In  this  they  have  upset  all  calcula- 
tions, but  have  afforded  every  satisfaction 
to  some  people,  among  whom  is  the  editor 
of  Musical  America,  who,  while  he  apol- 
ogizes for  the  supplanting  of  the  original 
words  with  ''Hail,  hail,  the  gang's  all  here," 
and  more  of  the  same  calibre,  finds  matter 
for  congratulation  in  the  fact  that  "the  U. 
S.  troopers  go  in  for  Sullivan  rather  than 
for  some  of  the  damnable  stuff  cooked  up 
at  home  for  their  special  consumption."

T  fills  me  with  a  great  joy,  writes  Rab- 
andraneth ,  Tagore,  and   a  high   hope 
for    the    future    of    humanity,    when    1 
realize  that  there  was  a  time  in  the  remote 
past  when  our  poet-prophets   stood  under 
the  lavish   sunshine  of  an   Indian   sky  and 
greeted  the  world  with  the  glad  recognition 
of  kindred.     It   was   not   anthropomorphic 
hallucination.     It  was   not  seeing  man  re- 
flected everywhere  in  grotesquely  exagger- 
ated  images,  and     witnessing     the  human 
drama  acted  on  a  gigantic  scale  in  nature's 
arena  of  flitting  lights  and   shadows.     On 
the  contrary,  it  meant  crossing  the  limiting 
barriers  of  the  individual,  to  become  more 
than  man,  to  become  one  with  the  All.    It 
was   not  a  mere  play  of  the   imagination, 
but  it  was  the  liberation  of  consciousness 
from  all  the  mystifications  and  exaggera- 
tions of  the  self.     These  ancient  seers  felt 
in  the  serene  depth  of  their  mind  that  the 
same,  nergy  which  vibrates  and  passes  into 
the  endless   forms  of  the  world  manifests 
itself  in  our  inner  being  ss  consciousness- 
land  there  is  no  break  in  unity.     For  these 
seers  there  'was  no  gap  in  their  luminous 
visions  of  perfection.    They  never  acknowl- 
edged even  death  itself  as  creating  a  chasm 
in  the  field  of  reality.     They  saidT  "His  re- 
flection  is   death  as   well   as   immortality. " 
They  did  not  recognize  any  essential  oppo- 
sition between  life  and  death,  and  they  said 
with  absolute  assurance:    "It  is  life  that  Is 
death."    They  saluted  with  the  same  seren- 
ity of  gladness,  "life   in   its  aspect  of   ap- 
pearing  and    in    its    aspect    of    departing.' 
That  which  is  past  is  hidden  in  life  and  that 
which  is  to  come.    Tbey  knew  that  mere  ap- 
pearance and  disappearance  are  on  the  sur- 
face like  waves  on  the  sea,  but  life  which 
it  permanent  knows  no  decay  or  diminu- 
tion.

Many  Wooden  and  Steel  Ves- 
sels Are  Under  Construction 
in  Pacific,  Atlantic  and  Great 

.    Lakes  Shipyards, 


The  world's  shipping  situation  la 
gradually  chancing,  and  Instead  of  con- 
sternation over  the  possibilities  ol 
available  tonnage  for  the  carrying  ot 
food  and  other  war  supplies  to  the 
..\Uies  being  reduced  to  a  mere  nothing 
by  the  German  submarine  activities, 
shipbuilders  and  the  public  are  awaken- 
ing to  the  fact  that-*  steady  gsln  is 
now  being  made. 

British  Columbia  Is  getting  in  line 
with  other  parts  of  the  country  and  is 
now  engaged  in  the  construction  of 
steel  and  wooden  vessels  of  various 
types.  The  shipbuilding  activity  In 
Canada  now  extends  from  the  Pacific  to 
the  Atlantic  coasts,  wherever  ships  can 
be  built. 

The  Imperial  Munitions  Board  Is  the 
most  recent  factor  In  developing-  a  large 
shipbuilding  programme  in  the  Domin- 
ion, and  in  addition  to  the  27  wooden 
steamers  ordered  in  Britisti  Columbia 
and  now  under  construction,  they  havo 
Placed  orders  for  the  same  class  of 
vtfcfcel  with  firms  on  the  Atlantic 
Coast 

Probably  no  concern  has  placed  more 
orders  for  ships  than  has  the  Cunard  « 
Line,  and  at  the  present  time  It  Is  Im- 
possible to  estimate  how  many  tons  ot 
shipping  this  great  Kncllsh  company 
has  under  construction  In  the  ship- 
yards of  Great  Britain,  Canada.  United 
States,  the  Orient— In  fact,  anywhere 
and  everywhere  that  It  is  found  possible 
to  get  the  vessels  built.     \ 

Ounard   Ida*   Busy 

In  naming  the  huge  fleet  of  ships  be- 
ing built  for  the  Cunard  Company  since 
the  war  began,  it  has  apparently  adopt- 
ed the  Idea  of  usinc  the  prefix  "war," 
and  almost  every  week  or  so  dispatches 
from  various  ports  of  the  world  an- 
nounce the  naming  of  one  of  the  new 
war  fleet,  preparatory  to  launching. 
Just  recently  the  War  Dog,  built  by  the 
"Wallace  Shipyard,  North  Vancouver, 
left  this  Coast  bound  for  a  secret  des- 
tlnaUon,  while  two  other  steel  ships 
similar  In  every  'detail  are  now  under 
construction   by    the  same   concern. 

On  the  Atlantic  Coast,  Nova  Scotia 
in  taking  an  energetic  stand  for  the  de- 
velopment of  her  shipbuilding  industry. 
This  Province  which  In  former  days 
was  noted  for  its  wooden  shipbuilding. 
Is  now  bent  on  promoting  both  wooden 
and  steel  shipbuilding,  and  an  industry 
which  has  lain  dormant  for  some  years, 
and  In  fact  was  almost  dying  out.  is 
now  being  revived  with  a  vigor  that 
promises  a  large  output  of  tonnnga  in 
tl-.c  near  future. 

At  Dartmouth,  the  city  officials, 
Foard  of  Trade,  and  citizens  have  or- 
ganised a  movement  for  the  purpose  nt 
dealing  with  the  steel  shipbuilding  and 
drydock  question.  Besides  building 
wooden  steamers  for  the  Imperial  Mu- 
nitions Board,  the  construction  of  wood- 
en vessels  of  all  types  Is  being  carried 
on  at  almost  nvery  small  port  on  the 
Atlantic   Coaat   of   Canada. 

The  steamer  War  Wasp,  the  first 
ateet  steamer  built  In  Nova  Sootla  for 
the  Cunard  Line,  has  made  its  debut  on 
the  high  seas,  and  Is  now  giving  tang- 
ible evidence  of  the  capabilities  of 
Nova  Sootla  mechanics  as  It  enters 
Other  ports,  a  full-fledged  cargo  ship. 
In  all  Its  trials  It  has  measured  fully 
up  to  expectations.  Work  on  the  two

cuted  at  the  Scotia  shipyard,  the  short 
ago  of  labor  being  the  only  drawback 
at   present.

SUBTLETIES  OF  ART 
TRIUMPH  OVER  MARS 


French  Artists  Place  Talents 
at  Service  of  Army — Their 
Painted  Landscapes  Baffle 
Enemy  Gunners.     - 


The  great  artists  of  a  great  country 
daubing  paint  en  motors,  lies  made 
famous '  by  decorations  of  world-wide 
fame  engaged  In  supervising  the  hang- 
ing of  canvas  along  country  roods. 
Architects  of  graceful  buildings  advis- 
ing as  to  the  location, of  a  haystack.  A 
few  years  ago  these  things  would  have 
been  incredible,  yet  today  that  im  Just 
what  is  occurring  In  France,  aad  with 
the  moat  wonderful  success.  Of  course 
there  is  a  reason. 

A  hundred  years  ago  Napoleon  said 
that  victory  rested  with  the  commander 
who  u>uld  see  the  other  side  of  the  hill, 
but  rne  coming  of  the  aeroplane  has 
done  away  with  that,  and  with  the  be- 
ginning of  trench  warfare  in  this  pres- 
ent struggle  each  side  was  able  to  send 
aviators  over  the  enemy's  trench  sys- 
tem and  see  all  that  was  going  on  in 
the  rear.  Of  course  the  flyers  took  a 
risk  of  being  shot  down,  but  nothing 
else  could  stop  an  accurate  knowledge 
of  what  was  going  on.  Attacks  in  prep- 
aration could  be  watched,  gun  positions 
surveyed,  travelled  roads  located,  and 
the  only  requisite  for  all  this  Informa- 
tion was  a  sufficient  supply  of  trained 
aviators  and  fast  machines. 

Then  some  French  genius  made  a  sug- 
gestion, another  Improved  the  idea,  and 
today  a  wonderful  transformation  has 
taken  place,  and  all  through  a  few  pots 
of  paint  and  a  few  miles  of  canvas. 

If  an  enemy  succeeds  In  getting  over 
French  rear  positions,  takes  his  pictures 
with  his  telephoto  camera,  and  luckily 
guts  back  to  his  quarters,  he  Is  quite 
liable  to  start  the  German  guns  shelling 
a  vacant  hilltop  or  a  lonely  swamp,  and 
headquarters  will  report  to  the  German 
people  that  a  gun  position  has  been 
blown  up  or  an  ammunition  dump  de- 
stroyed. The  aviator  will  believe  it,  the 
he  dquarters  will  be  sure  of  It,  and  the 
Germans  will  rejoice,  all  In  good  faith, 
yet  France  will  lose  neither  gun  nor 
shell,  and  tons  of  enemy  ammunition 
will  be  wasted. 

"Camouflage" 

How  Is  It  done?  In  one  word,  "Camou- 
flage!" And  what  is  a  camouflage?  '  It 
Is  the  result  of  the  great  artist,  a  paint 
pot,  yards  of  cotton,  and  unlimited  men 
to  do  the  rough  work.  Translated,  the 
word  means  to  conceal.  Guns  hidden 
beneath  a  mattress  of  boughs,  supported 
on  poles — camouflage;  animated  straw 
stacks  which  inch  forward  whenever 
possible,  with  telephone  wires  trailing 
over  the  Innocent  fields  behind  them — 
camouflage;  Immense  dummy  cannon, 
mounted  In  conspicuous  places,  with 
stuffed  gunners  clustering  around  them 
to  draw  tho  fire  of  the  enemy — camou- 
flage; In  fact,  anything  and  everything 
to'  throw  dust  Into  the  eyes  of  the  foe. 

This  new  departure  in  warfare  Is 
possibly  the  most  wonderful  thing  the 
struggle  has  produced.  The  best  of  the 
magicians  who  graced  the  stage  before 
the  war  have  no  mysteries  for  the 
camoufleur,  as  the  wonderworker  is 
called.  Whole  trains  backed  on  sidings, 
loaded  with  supplies,  have  been  painted 
out  of  the  lanscape.  Buildings,  bridges, 
all  the  necessary  Impedimenta  which 
go  to  make  up  the  needs  of  vast  armies, 
have  been  lost  to  the  airmen  of  the 
enemy  through  the  scientific  use  of 
broken  color.  Ho  important  is  the  work 
In  the  eyes  of  the  French  -Government 
that  they  appointed  a  number  of  the 
greatest  artists  of  the  country  to  its 
supervision,  study  of  the  effect  of  light 
and  shade,  experiments  w^"1  dull  and 
glaring  colors,  and  more  than  all  the 
study  of  the  effects  to  be  secured  by 
directing  attention  to  make-believe 
roads  and  supplies,  while  genuine  traffic 
moves  In  safety,  with  the  enemy  heavily 
attacking  the  nearby  dummies,  have 
brought  such  results  that  the  Germans 
can  no  longer  rely  bn  the  cameras  ope- 
rated by  the  few  airmen  who  succeed 
in  getting  over  the  Allies'  positions. 
Traffio  That  Waa  invisible 

In  some  cases  sheer  nerve  has  been 
combined  with  the  scene  painter's  art  to 
secure  Immunity  for  moving  troops.  In 
a  certain  locality  the  enemy  knew  to  a 
yard  the  location  of  a  route  of  supply. 
It  was  impossible  to  send  a  motor  lorry 
along  It  for  the  accurate  barrage  Which 
the  Germans  maintained.  The  troops 
had  to  be  supplied,  and  they  were.  A 
number  of  mad  machines  and  a  batta- 
lion of  road  workers' were  assembled, 
and  in  a  couple  of  nights  a  fine  hard 
metalled  road  was  constructed  to  avoid 
the  areas  controlled  by  the  enemy.  This 
was  In  plain  sight  of  the  Germans,  but 
a  couple  of  feet  behind  a  slight  ridge 
In  tho  terrain,  which  stopped  actual 
vision *>f  the  road  itself,  though  traffic 
would    be    plainly    seen. 

While  tho  work  was  being  done,  heavy 
aviation  activity  kept  the  foe  from 
coming  over  and  getting  pictures  of  the 
road.  All  day  for  a  week  the  lorries 
travelled  that  road,  and  never  a  shell 
was  flrcd  at  them.  The  artists  had  got 
In  some  of  their  fine  work.  When  the 
road  was  nearly  finished  a  gang  of  men 
came  along,  set  up  poles,  strung  wire 
cables  on  them,  and  hung  a  series  of 
enm-asee  along  that  two  miles  of  road, 
these  having  been  painted  to  exactly  re- 
produce the  local  scenery.  Behind  these 
canvases  the  lorries  ran  In  safety,  and 
might  have  been  doing  so  yet,  but  a  gale 
of  wind  came  one  evening  and*  blew 
that  art  gallery  to  Mts.  By  that  time 
other  arrangements  had  h*en  made,  and 
the  road  was  no  longer  required. 
Man  They  Gould  Mot  Ceo 

Another  Instance  of  the  same  sort 
occurred  when  a  village  waa  selected 
as  a  concentration  point  from  which  a 
strong  attaUc  should  bo  launched.  This 
hamlet  waa  only  a  few  hundred  feet  in 
the  rear  of  the  front  line  trenches,  and 
how  to  save  the  men  from  a  heavy  shell- 
ing was  a  problem.  The  scenic  artists 
came  to  the  rescue  with  their  brushes, 
a  series  of  pictures  were  made  of  the 
village  as  It  appeared  from  the  Gorman 
lines,  and  one  night  these  were  hung  la 
place.  The  next  morning  the  Germans 
saw  the  usual  perspective  of  the  ruins, 
but  behind  that  desolate  fake  several 
thousand  men  were  assembled,  together 
with  all  their  equipment  for  aa  assault 
la  force.  When  the  time  for  the  attack 
arrived  the  screens  were  puehed  apart 
and  the  soldiers  pounced  on  their  ob- 
jective. This  was  afterwards  reported 
as  "a  successful   little  engagement."

It  Is  one 
of  the  100  or  more  vessels  seized  by  the  United  States  Government  upon  passage 
of  the  war  measure,  April  6.  The  gunboat  was  interned  at  Honolulu,  at  which 
port  It  had  arrived  shortly  after  the  outbreak  of  war,  having  been  damaged,  pre- 
sumably by  Japanese  warships.  After  seizure  by  the  United  States  the  German 
crew  tried  to  wreck  the  machinery.  The  ship  has  been  repaired,  and  will  be  put 
in  commission  as  a  unit  In  the  United  States  Navy  on  September  1.

British    Think    It    Tunny 

The  British  army  adopted  the  idea  to 
a  small  extent  even  before  the  war 
started,  painting  the  guns  of  the  artil- 
lery a  crazy-quilt  of  color,  and  have 
since  expanded  the  Idea  on  lines  similar 
to  the  French,  but  the  effects  are  not  to 
be  compared  with  those  of  our  Allies, 
mainly  on  account  of  the  point  of  view 
of  those  appointed  to  the  work.  A 
Frenchman  considers  that  the  work  de- 
serves all  that  there  Is  in  him  of  art- 
istry, and  he  gives  It.  The  Britisher 
looks  on  the  matter  as  a  sort  of  joke, 
and  approaches  it  from  that  point  of 
view.  The  temperament  of  the  French 
adapts  itself  to  this  kind  of  work,  so 
that  he  will  actually  gloat  over  the  Ger- 
mans wasting  shells  where  no  good  is 
done,  while  the  Englishman  is  all  too 
apt  to  say,  "silly  asses,  can't  they  see 
at  all?"  when  shells  land  on  a  fake 
road  a  hundred  feet  away  from  where 
he  is  travelling  on  a  weirdly  painted 
lorry. 


WONDERFUL  INCREASE 
IN  NUMBER  OF  PLANES 


Over  a  Thousand  Factories 
Engaged  in  Their  Manufac- 
ture— Government  Operates 
Schools  to  Train  Workers 


Dr.  Adison.  Minister  of  Munitions, 
In  a  recent  statement  said  that  the  de- 
velopment of  the  aircraft  Industry  was 
one  of  the  biggest  tasks  the  Ministry 
had  to  face.  Since  last  January,  when 
the  Ministry  had  become  responsible  to 
the  Flying  Services  for  supply,  the 
programme  had  been  steadily  and  large- 
ly increased.  It  waa  still  expanding, 
and  no  limit  could  be  set  to  it  till  we 
had  enough  aeroplanes  and  seaplanes 
both  for  attack  and  defence.     He  added: 

"No  fewer  than  1.000  factories  are  en- 
gaged on  some  process  or  other  connect- 
ed with  the  construction  and  equipment 
of  the  flying  machine.  Output  is  In- 
creasing by  leaps  and  bounds.  If  for  the 
purposes  of  comparison  you  put  the 
number  of  aeroplanes  produced  In  May, 
1916.  at  100.  then  In  May  of  this  year 
tho  number  rose  to  rather  more  than 
800.  Even  this  rate  of  Increase  is  be- 
ing accelerated.  The  output  in  Decem- 
ber will  be  twice  what  It  was  in  April, 
and  the  December  total  will  be  far  sur- 
passed In  succeeding  months.  The  num- 
ber of  aeroplane  engines  turned  out 
monthly  ~  has  been  more  than  doubled 
this  year  already  aad  this  total  will  ho 
doubled  again  before  the  close  of  the 
year.  What  these  figures  Involve  In  or- 
ganisation will  perhaps  be  appreciated 
when  It  Is  stated  that  a  single  cylinder 
of  tho  rotary  engine  involves  48  differ- 
ent operations  la  Its  manufacture.  Aa 
for  spare  parts,  aa  enormous  number 
have  to  no  manufactured,  as.  owing  to 
tho  fragility  of  tho  machine.  Its  parts 
require  frequent  renewal,  and  'spares* 
must  he  ready  to  hand  wheaev«r  aad 
wherever  wanted. 

"A  growing  number  of  workers  are 
employed  la  tho  aeroplane  factories,  tho 
Increase  in  tho  last  Are  months  being 
18  par  cent  en  the  previous  total.  Along 
with  this  tho  replacement  of  skilled 
workers*  by  women  baa  gone  oa.  the  di- 
lution percentage  having  risen  from  It 
per  coat  to  $7  per  cent  To  meet  tho 
demand  for  tabor  special  schools  novo 
started  all  over  the  country. 


a  training  of  about  two  months  qual- 
ifies a  pupil  to  carry  out  some  simple 
process  In  aeroplane  manufacture.  About 
100  qualified  workers  are  supplied  each 
week  under  this  system.  Yet  the  de- 
mand Is  not  satisfied.  More  and  more 
women  are  wanted,  both  in  London  and 
in  the  provinces;  and  women  of  good 
education  and  good  physique  can  render 
the  nation  no  better  service  at  the  pres- 
ent time  than  by  undergoing  the  train- 
ing which  is  offered  In  these  schools. 
Changes   Sue  to  Mow  Inventions 

"The  Ministry  of  Munitions  has  had 
special  difficulties  to  overcome  to  reach 
the  present  degree  of  output  and  effici- 
ency. The  technical  development  of  the 
aeroplane  had  presented  peculiar  prob- 
lems. New  types  are  continually  "being 
evolved.  Those  responsible  for  the  man- 
ufacture of  our  flying  machines  have 
always  had  to  allow  for  a  new  Inven- 
tion coming  alone  and  revolutionizing 
all  their  projects.  Speed,  climbing 
power,  armament  have  continually  In- 
creased and  improved  since  the  out- 
break of  the  war.  An  engine  that  can 
develop  up  to  350  horse-power,  for  ex- 
ample, and  a  single-seater  scout  able  to 
travel  at  150  miles  per  hour  are  built 
on  very  different  lines  from  their  pro- 
totypes of  August,  1814.  Where  there 
is  no  finality  there  is  a  limit  to  stan- 
dardisation, except  in  small  details,  and 
the  problem  of  supervising  the  manu- 
facture of  our  aeroplanes  Is  correspond- 
ingly complicated!    - 

"The  variety  of  materials  used  In 
aeroplane  construction,  again,  has  been 
a  great  source  of  anxiety  to  the  Min- 
istry. Linen,  timber,  chemicals  for 
tightening  the  fabric  of  wings,  alloy 
steel,  light  alloys,  thin  tubes  are  among 
the  essential  requirements  of  the  in- 
dustry. Even  if  these  were  wanted  in 
normal  quantities,  there  would  be  diffi- 
culty In  getting  enouch  In  view  of  other 
necessities.  But  the  needs  of  the  aero- 
plane programme  are  enormous,  almost 
passing  belief.  For  our  present  pro- 
gramme of  construction  more  spruce  Is 
wanted  than  the  present  annual  output 
of  the  United  States,  more  mahogany 
than  Honduras  can  supply — and  Hondu- 
ras is  accustomed  to  supply  the  re- 
quirements of  the  world.  Besides  this, 
all  the  linen  of  the  type  required  made 
in  Ireland,  the  home  of  the  linen  Indus- 
try, and  the  whole  of  the  alloyed  steel 
that  England  can  produce  can  be  used. 
As  for  flax,  to  meet  the  demands  of  the 
Air  Service  the  Government  has  actu- 
ally to  provide  the  seed  from  which  to 
grow  the  plant  essential  for  Its  pur- 
poses. Still,  despite  the  magnitude  of 
the  demands,  all  the  needs  of  aeroplane 
manufacturers  will  be  met.  The  pro- 
gramme 1  efore  the  Ministry  of  Muni- 
tions is  that  of  a  maximum  produc- 
tion."

So  prompt  and  general  and  complete 
was  the  response  of  their  fighting  men 
to  the  country's  call  for  voluntsers,  that 
thsre  was  no  draft  m  Breathitt  or  Lee 
counties.  Kentucky.  Nor  Ie  there  like- 
ly to  he  at  any  stage  of  the  war,  for  It 

Is  going-  to  be  an  easy  matter,  hereafter, 
to  keep  their  quotas  full,  providing  the 
eligible  men  of  the  two  counties  do  not 
exhaust  the  surplus  by  lielplng  to  All 
quotas  elsewhere.  This  news  will  be 
no  surprise  to  those  who  nave  gone  be- 
low  the   surface   In    recent  years  In  an 

honest  effort  to  judge  the  'lawless 
mountaineers"  of  Kentucky  with  right- 
eous Judgment.  "Bloody"  was  a  title 
long  since  earned  by  one  of  these  coun- 
ties: Its  sister  was  for  years  only  a  de- 
gree less  deserving  of  elmilar  distinc- 
tion. "Bloody"  Breathitt  was  a  name 
that  etuck,  and  so  closely  wae  Lee  as- 
sociated with  It  that  the  latter  really 
did  not  need  a  separate  nickname.  Most 
people  were  content  to  couple  the  two 
In  thought  and  conversation.  When 
"Breathitt  and  Lee"  were  mentioned, 
they  knew  Instinctively  In  what  connec- 
tion. Another  act  of  lawlessness  had 
In  all  probability  been  committed!  One 
of  tl  ^  old  feude  had  broken  forth 
afresh  I  The  factions  were  hard  at  It 
once  more!  Something  waa  doing 
among  the  Hargts.  CockrUI,  or  Curry 
families! 

Yet.  in  a  strict  sense,  lawlessness  has 
never  prevailed  among  the  people  of 
Breathitt  and  Leo.  For  the  most  part, 
they  have  boon  and  they  are  peaceable 
and  peace-loving.  Between  certain  of 
them,  however,  funds  long  existed,  and 
these  led  to  nets  whlchh  brought  noon 
tho  entire  communities  a  bad  reputa- 
tion. The  mountaineers  of  Kentucky, 
the  Virginias,  tho  Carolina*.  Tennessee, 
and  Georgia  ore  strictly  honest  and 
truthful,  honorable  In  the  highest  de- 
gree, bun  seme  of  them  are  abnormally 
sensitive  upon  certain  points  and  alto- 
gather  .too  handy  at  times  with  firearms. 
It  tsvlrue  that  "moonshlnina"'  was  long 
on  almost  universal  practice  among  tho 
mountain  people  of  the  South,  hut,  on 
the  other  hand,  they  were  bred  to  re-

Invasion  of  their  rights  as  freemen,  a 
social  Intrusion,  and  a  crime.  They  Ig- 
nored rather  than  violated  the  revenue 
laws.  It  has  not  always  been  equitable, 
even  If  possible,  to  measure  their  mo- 
rality by  lowland  standards. 
Basing  Pioneers 

But  there  never  has  been  any  lapse 
In  their  patriotism.  They  were  among 
the  most  daring  of  pioneers.  They  took 
an  active  part  In  the  French*  and  Indian 
War.  The  sharp  reports  of  their  mus- 
kets in  the  Revolutionary  period  won 
for  them  the  name  of  "crackers,"  a 
term  still  used  but  generally  misap- 
plied south'  of  Mason  and  Dixon's  line. 
There  were  no  better  or  braver  fighters 
in  the  war  of  1812.  the  Mexican  War, 
or  the  Civil  War.  The  mountaineers  of 
Kentucky  were  among  the  very  first  to 
volunteer  for  service  in  Cuba.  •  The 
charge,  of  ignorance  to  which  they  have 
been  subjected  for  years  Is  proved 
libelous  by  their  knowledge  of  the  Euro- 
pean situation  and  consequent  remark- 
able response  to  President  Wilson's  call 
for  volunteers. 

A  library  of  books  may  be  filled  with 
matter  written  about  these  mountain 
people.  Much  that  has  been  written 
about  them  Ie  fanciful,  much  as 
been  misrepresentation,  much  has  been 
slanderous.  The  motion  picture  has  too 
often  stamped  them  as  a  race  with 
criminal  Instincts,  whereas,  they  prob- 
ably are  aa  free  from  Immoral  tenden- 
cies as  any  other  large  and  Isolated 
body  of  human  beings.  They  are 
churchgoers,  they  are  narrow  In  their 
outlook,  they  are  reticent,  they  do  not 
Invito  intercourse  with  ths  outer  world, 
but  they  are  courteous  and  hospitable 
to  strangers.  An  remarked  already, 
they  aro  sensitive;  lot  It  ho  admitted 
that  they  aro  sometimes  revengeful; 
but,  taken  as  a  whole,  they  display  far 
mors  of  virtue  than  of  vice,  and  they 
aro  unquestionably  grave  and  loyal  to 
their  country's  flag. 

Racially,  they  are  almost  sn  equal 
mixture  of  tho  Anglo-Saxon  and  the 
Celtic.  English,  scotch  and  Irish 
names  and  characteristics  are  to  ho 
found  plentifully  among  them,  ■•one  of 
thorn  speak  tho  English  of  tho  Ellxa- 
bethan  period.  The  traditions  of  the 
Commonwealth  aro  preserved  In  their 
families  and  their  communities.  They 
never  tolerated  slavery,  aad  they  abom- 
inated It  Is  an  institution.

A  balanced  meal  1*  one  where  tho 
foodstuffs  ar*  so  combined  for  the 
body's  best  health,  and  these  foodstuffs 
sure  grouped  under  what  Is  known  aa 
proteins,  fata,  carbo-hydrate*,  cellulose 
and  the  a*h  constituents. 

Proteins  are.fooda  which  serve  aa 
fuel  for  -the  body  and  aupply  nitrogen 
needed  for  growth  and  repair,  thus  meat 
or  moat  substitute*  as  beans,  peas,  len- 
tils and  peanut*,  milk,  poultry,  nan. 
cheese  and  eggs.  For  children  part  of 
the  protein  food  should  always  be  whole 
milk  aad  one  quart  of  milk  a  day  In 
cooking  and  for  drinking  la  not  too 
much  for  a  growing  child. 

Fata  are  bacon,  pork,  butter,  oil,  auet, 
lard,  oleomargarine  and  cream. 

Carbohydrates  aro  sugar  (granulated, 
pulverised  and  brown ),*  honey,  molasses 
and  syrups. 

Cellulose  Is  starchy  food  most  richly 
found  In  cereals,  wheat,  rice,  rye,  bar- 
ley, oats,  corn,  potatoes,  and  cereals 
come  more  nearly  to  being  complete 
food*  than  any  other,  though  it  Is  not 
safe  to  live  on  cereals  alone. 
•  The  ash  constituents  comprise  the 
mineral  substance,  salts,  lime,  phos- 
phorus, and  Iron,  which  are  found  in 
fruits  and  vegetables,  lean  meats,  milk 
and  eggs.  Buttermilk  is  rich  in  phos- 
phorous;, also  fresh  cod  and  celery, 
spinach,  lettuce  and  cauliflower.  Beans, 
spinach,  cabbage,  tomatoes,  Graham 
bread,  carrots,  beets  and  onion*  and 
particularly  raisins,  flgs  and  prunes 
have  a  good  supply  of  Iron,  while 
milk,  spinach,  beans,  celery,  cabbage, 
cauliflower  and  buttermilk  all  contain 
lime. 

To  combine  these  In  a  right  protsortlon 
is  not  a  difficult  matter,  making  up  the 
amount  needful  to  nourish  the  body  In 
what  is  termed  so  many  "calorie*." 
ThUB  a  growing  child  needs  from  760- 
2,000  calories  per  day,  that  1*  energy 
required;  a  woman  from  1,600  (if  at 
rest)  to  3,000  for  active  occupation,  and 
a  man  from  1,600  (if  in  bed  all  day)  to 
6,000  (at  the  front  or  at  highest  ac- 
tivity.

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The  Crowning  Glory 

Appreciation  of  the  Old  Army,  by  a  Mew  Army  Officer,  in  London  Times 


Once  Idle  Grass  Plot  Now  Potential  Wealth 


The  Battle  of  Messlnes  wu  victory 
compute  snd  flawless,  and  It  hM  been 
foalled  as  the  greatest  triumph  yet 
achieved  by  the  New  Armlee.  It  la 
that,  but  It  i«  something  more — It  is  the 
crowning  glory  of  the  Old. 

"The  Old  Army?"  eaya  the  stranger, 
wondering! y.  "There  is  no  old  today- 
It  lies  along  the  road  from  lions,  by 
the  Marne  and  by  the  Alsne.  and,  thick- 
est of  all,  to  the  east  of  Tpres,  In  the 
woods  and  fields  around  the  little  vil- 
lage of  Gheluvelt.  It  stemmed  the  tide; 
It  gave  Oreat  Britain  time,  but  the 
price  was  death.  Its  devotion  was  Im- 
perishable, Its  fame  eternal,  but  It  Is 
dead;  why  speak  of  It  at  Messlnes? 
Today  let  us  elng  the  praise  of  the 
■New." 

Yet  It  Is  precisely  at  Messlnes  that 
there  la  the  greatest- need,  the  strong- 
est right,  to  speak  of  the  Old,  Army; 
tat  Messlnes  in  Flanders  It  is  peculiarly 
sitting  that  its  glory  should  be  crown- 
ed; In  the  zone  where  the  stubborn 
valour  of  the  little  Old  Army  barred 
the  road  with  Its  body,  holding  on  day 
miter  day  with  no  reserves  and  almost 
with  no  guns  against  the  vastly  ou.- 
numberlng  masses  flung  against  It,  it 
la  fitting  that  so  clean-cut,  so  electric 
*  victory  should  have  been  born,  direct- 
ed by  the  remnant  of  the  Old  and  acted 
►by  the  hosts  of  the  New.  The  dead  who 
bleep  near,  It  may  be,  dreamed  of  such 
a  day  as  they  turned  anxious  eyes  to 
■Britain  slowly,  stiffly,  rising  and  be- 
srtnning  to  arm  herself;  thoss  who  sur- 
vived tolled  on  for  it  unrestlngly,  drop- 
ping one  by  one  by  the  wayside,  de- 
voted to  the  last.  Those  of  them  who 
live  today — and  how  few  they  are! — 
'begin  to  reap  the  fruits  of  their  labor; 
*t  their  feet  the  glory  lies  like  a  wreath 
offered  to  their  fallen  brothers. 

"There  Is  no  Old  Army  today."  so  the 
•tranger  repeats  with  mingled  sadness 
and  pride;  "what  Is  left  of  It  Is  scat- 
tered through  the  millions,  indistin- 
guishable, absorbed."  That,  like  many 
a  half-truth,  leads  the  mind  to  false- 
hood and  to  Injustice.  "A  little  leaven 
■loavonoih  the  whole  lump."  The  man 
who  wrought  the  transformation,  who 
called  mighty  armies  into  being,  the 
men  who  took  the  nation's  manhood 
and  forged  it  Into  power,  training,  lead- 
ing, testing,  waiting — these  are  the  men 
to  whom  the  world  most  truly  owes  It 
that,  In  ths  sober  utterance  of  Presi- 
dent Wilson,  "the  war  has  begun  to  go 
against  Germany." 


Without  leadership  what  can  courage 
gain  but  destruction?  Without  guidance 
what  can  sacrifice  achieve  but  sorrow .' 
There  has  rarely  been  such  courage 
and  such  sacrifice;  there  has  nef/er  In 
any  people's  history  been  so  gigantic, 
mo  balanced,  a  leadership  and  guidance 
as  has  grown  into  being  here  in  less 
than  three  years.  In  that  time,  drain- 
ed and  menaced  by  'the  Incessant  need 
for  action,  working  with  the  material 
as  It  offered  Itself — ardent-souled  as  no 
recruits  ever  were  before,  but  chaotic 
and  Irregular,  now  a  flood  and  now  a 
trickle — weighed  down  In  war  as  they 
had  been  In  peace,  by  the  slumbrous  In- 
ertia, the  pious  prayerfulness  of  the 
facile  governors  of  the  country,  the 
remnant  of  the  Old  Army  has  evolved 
the  New.  That  Is  beyond  questioning 
exoept  In  Ignorance — but  of  Ignorance 
there  Is  Inevitably  much.  In  the  New 
Army,  flushed  now  es  a  young  man  ia 
with  the  pride  of  his  strength,  we  hard- 
ly realise  as  yet  the  debt  of  our  par- 
entage. The  wrtter^has  heard  many  a 
gallant  oltlasn  soldier  "crab"  the  Old, 
not  the  Old  who  fell — they  are  beyond 
the  reach  of  any  words  but  glory — but 
the  Old  who  live  on,  adapting,  organis- 
ing, Journeying  endlessly  towards  a  per- 
fection they  can  never  attain. 

The  writer  Is  essentially  of  the  New 
Army  and  Intensely  proud  of  his  mem- 
bership; but  that  is  th'e  strongest  reason 
for  owning  to  on  Intense,  a  filial,  pride 
in  the  men  who  fathered  it.  Before  the 
war  he  had  no  connection,  either  past 
or  present,  with  the  Regular  Army;  but 
It  has  been  his  fortune  to  be  brought, 
both  in  a  battalion  of  the  New  Army 
and  elsewhere,  Into  unusually  close 
touch  with  men  who  number  years  and 
lens  of  years  in  the  Service,  and  It  Is 
right  that  he  ^should  make  confession. 
Beth  the  men  themselves  and  the  work 
they  have  done  and  are  doing  have  been 
a  revelation  beyond  all  the  revelations 
of  the  war. 

A  Bead  ef  Biethera 
They  are  in  a  sense,  in  which  the 
New  can  never  be,  "a  band  of  brothers;" 
they  have  soldiered  one  with  another 
on  home  stations,  In  India,  -In  South 
Africa,  wherever  the  flag  ffies,  and  they 
are  members  of  one  family.  This  is  a 
perpetual  marvel  of  the  New,  which  Is 
only  gradually  learning  that  the  pur- 
pose of  every  branch  Is  the  same  and 
not  existing  to  obstruct;  and  it  makes 
for  efficiency,  for  smooth  and  speedy 
co-operation.  In  a  way  the  New  can 
barely  oomprehend.  And  one  and  all 
they  are  pre-eminently  "sahibs,"  unas- 
suming, unselfish,  working  not  for  their 
awn  advancement,  but  whole-heartedly 
for  the  honor  of  the  service  and  the 
success  of  our  arms.  The  individual  Is 
toothing,  and  It  la  necessary  to  state  11 
clearly,    for    It    la    said    too    frequently 
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that  the  Old  la  jealous  of  the  New  and 
reserves  the  pieces  of  power  In  a  spirit 
of  collusiveness.  It  Is  the  saying  or 
those  who  have  never  been  enabled  to 
realise  the  organism  above  them  or  the 
spirit  which  really  animates  it.  It  is 
not  their  fault;  they  have  so  much  that 
1m  wholly,  new  to  master,  and  the  men 
of  the  Old  Army  never  speak  of  them- 
selves; they  shrink  from  self-advertlee- 
inent  ss  they  have  never  shrunk  frori 
an  enemy.  They  cannot  efface  the  Im- 
portance of  their  work  any  more  than 
knowledge  can  ever  efface  Itself,  and 
ore  become  men  of  responsibility  In  a 
world  where  war  Is  king,  but  there  i« 
not  one  among  them  who  does  not  sin- 
seiely  envy  those  whose  work  lies  in 
action.  It  Is  not  their  ambition,  but 
their  knowledge,  which  keeps  so  many 
tied  to  posts  of  comparative  safety 
now;  but  because  they  belong  to  a  pro- 
fession which  is  by  long  tradition  silent 
explaining  little,  arguing  less,  there  is. 
a  danger  today  that  the  power  of  their 
irfluence  may  be  weakened  and  the 
magnitude  of  their  labor  pass  unknown. 
They  ask  for  no  Interpretation;  more 
than  is  given  to  any  of  this  generation 
they  can  say:  "fll  mon omentum  requlrls, 
clrr umpire':  but  for  the  asks  of  the 
New,  Interpretation. 

A  Betroapec* 

In  June,  1814,  just  three  yearn  ago, 
there  was  no  country,  except  Indeed  the 
United  States,  where  the  army  was  less 
considered  than  in  Oreat  Britain..  Its 
work  was  almost  unknown  and  wholly 
misprised  by  the  bulk  of  the  nation. 
It  labored  patiently  on,  sharpening  ti- 
the keenness  of  a  dagger  the  little  wea- 
pon which  was  all  It  was  allowed  to  be. 
preparing  for  the  struggle  It  knew  wan 
tc  come,  crying  the  danger  in  vain  to 
deaf  ears.  It  was  not  till  the  cloud 
burst  fell  and  Its  years  of  patient  labor 
were  tested  In  streams  of  blood  that  the 
nation  realised  that  labor  at  all.  It  is 
only  now  when  the  wider  labor  has 
caused  the  stoutest  defences  scientific 
German  could  build  and  trained  Ger- 
man could  man  to  fall  like  ripe  plums 
that  it  is  possible  really  to  estimate 
what  the  Old  Army  was — the  nursery 
not  of  heroes  only,  but  of  the  hardest 
workers  and  the  finest  organisers  the 
world  hss  ever  seen.  For  three  yearn 
they  have  been  making  the  New  Army 
— it  la  not  finished  yet,  nor  ever  will  b» 
— but  now  It  stands.  Ha  structures 
reared,  ita  victory  established.  What, 
of  the  Somme?  it  may  be  asked.  The 
Somme  wss  the  crucible  in  which  the 
metal  was  tested;  now  It  la  cast.  It 
needa  a  never-ending  labor  to  round  off 
the  corners,  to  work  upon  Its  surface, 
to  bring  the  whole  of  it  to  burnished 
efficiency— but  it  Is  there  at  last. 

The  New  Army  cannot  realise  the 
marvel  of  the  achievement;  like  a 
young  lion.  It  has  come  to  its  terrible 
strength,  but  how  and  why  its  mighty 
muscles  work  with  such  effectual  ease 
It  can  tell  hardly  more  than  a  lion. 
It  la  only  a  handful,  whose  numbers 
are  as  nothing  in  this  sea  of  men,  who 
know,  who  have  watched  It  from  its  in- 
fancy, and  have  toiled  night  and  day  to 
feed  its  Incesssnt  hunger.  The  world 
at  large  only  knows  that  it  numbers 
millions  now;  it  can  hardly  form  a 
guess  what  that  has  entailed. '  An  army 
Is  a  mechanism,  every  screw  of  which 
must  bear  Its  weight — and  this  war  has 
called,  as  no  war  has  called  before,  up- 
on all  the  engines  of  destruction's  art. 
Whole  new  sciences  have  come  bodily 
into  being,  new  hells  have  been  Invent- 
ed— by  the  German  first,  for  him  to 
execrate  the  inventor  afterwards  at  his 
leisure;  old  proportions  have  utterly 
changed — for  paramount  example,  siege 
artillery;  the  Influx,  measured  first  In 
pounds,  rose  to  tons,  and  now  Is  thou- 
sands of  tons  a  day.  Every  branch  of 
war  sprang  Into  life,  all  at  the  aame 
time,  all  clamouring  for  provision  and 
for  teaching — in  thousands  and  weeks 
Instead  of  hundreds  and  years.  And, 
throughout,  the  enemy  was  pounding  in 
his  vast  superiority  of  men  and  metal 
at  the  thin  earth-lines.  Britain  had  far 
too  few  for  fighting  only,  and  she  had 
to  fight,  create,  and,  most  of  all,  teach 
in  the  same  hour.  That  is  no  common- 
place to  anyone  who  really  tries  to 
realize  what  it  has  meant.  Even  watch- 
ing the  machinery  now  at  work  helps 
only  a  little  to  picture  the  building  up 
from  nothing. 

Bew  Ken  aad  Old 

The  process  still  goes  on,  as  It  w*lll 
to  the  day  of  the  Hohenzollern's  final 
doom,  but  its  character  is  changing. 
Fighting,  yes,  the  German  shall  be 
glutted  with  It.  ca  marche;  and  also 
there  Is  now  a  broadly  based,  mature- 
ly organised  system  ramifying  down 
through  every  formation  by  which 
steadily  the  fighter  gains  In  knowledge 
and  in  skill.  That,  again  though  we 
have  been  dwelling  beneath' its  branches, 
we  of  the  New  Army  have  barely  recog- 
nised as  a  tree  which  needed  to  be 
planted.  In  war  nothing  grows  of  It- 
self except  defeat.  To  us  who  offered 
ourselves,  who  studied,  and  later  fought 
as  nearly  aa  we  could  aa  we  had  been 
told,  all  things  have  been  added,  at  first 
few  and  slowly,  and  then  In  ever- 
increasing  quantities  and  rapidity  un- 
der   the    devoted    direction    of    the    old. 

To  ua  an  officer  is  first  and  foremost 
a  fighter,  because  that  ia  all  that  the 
vaat  mass  of  us  have  ever  been;  we  do 
not  appreciate  that  really  he  Is  first 
and  foremost  a  trainer.  The  officers  of 
the  Old  Army  knew  that,  and  now  In 
the  same  spirit  aa  they  trained  that  in- 
comparable Army,  not  In  skill  at  arms 
alone,  but  In  every  quality  of  manliness 
and  honor  also,  so  they — and  N.C.O.'a 
of  the  Old;  we  must  not  omit  our 
tribute  to  that  glorious,  selfless  band- 
ars training  the  New  Army  today.  As 
they  have  created  and  organised,  so  are 
they  training.  staff,  regimental  and 
battery  officers,  N.C.O.'s,  men— all  today 
are  formed  from  those  who  trod  staid 
ways  In  office,  factory,  or  farm.  Just 
three  years  ago.  "It  Is  the  same  man!" 
the  nation  says  In  wonder,  as  It  fMti  . 
Its  memory  back.  The  nation  has  every 
cause  to  wonder  at  the  man;  It  has 
still  more  cause  to  wonder  at  the 
maker.  Praise  and  honor  to  the  hosts 
who  came  to  be  formed:  In  a  thousand 
ways  big  end  little  let  praise  and  honor 
be  theirs!  But  let  us  in  our  hearts 
give  the  palm  of  victory  to  the  silent 
few  who  were  working,  discouraged  yet 
resolute,  before  the  war,  who  have  la- 
bored without  rest,  creating,  teaching, 
leading  during  the  past  two  aad  a  half 
years  ef  war— too  busy  and  too  gen- 
erous to  say  "We  warned  you.  end  yen 
would  not  heed"— and  when  the  mighty 
Instrument  ef  their  forging  has  played 
Ha  pert  In  the  enfranchisement  of  the 
earth  and  the  salvation  of  their  country 
will  continue  with  the  same  unfaltering 
devotion  to  protect  her  Interests  and 
to  safeguard  her  honor.

GERMAN  BOMB  PLOTS 
"DISTURB  NORSEMEN 


Swedes  Confess  to  Being  Em- 
ployed by  High  Teutonic  Of- 
ficials to  Blow  Up  Ships  and 
Supplies,

Particulars  of  further  German  bomb 
plots,  involving  Baron  von  Rautenfels, 
are  given  by  the  correspondent  of  the 
Tidens  Tegn  at  Kirkenes. 

Last   May,  he  says,   two  Finns,   John 
Wilson    and    Ragnar    Bergman    arrived 
here.      Their    papers    were    in    perfect 
order,  and  they  obtained  identity  books 
and    work   with   a   contractor    by    name 
of    Bergerud.      Their    telegraphic    cor- 
respondence gave  rise  to  suspicion  and 
they     were     kept     under     observation. 
They    received    regular    remittances     of 
money    by    letters,      the      contents      of 
which    otherwise    were    so    inane     that 
they  Increased   the  suspicion.     The  let- 
ters  dispatched   by    the    two   men    were 
sometimes    provided     with    double    en- 
velopes,   the    inner    one    being    marked 
"private."    "H."      Boon      they      flnlehed 
working,   and   the  day   after   they   were 
arrested    their   luggage     was     examined 
Various      suspicious      medicines      were 
found,    photographs    of    both    of    them 
taken  at  Berlin,  a  Jacket  made  at  Kiel, 
a    pocket     book     containing    exact    ac- 
counts   of   a    Journey    from    Berlin    and 
also  of  a  Journey   to   Vardoe.     Further  ' 
a     recipe    for    some     explosive     and     a 
receipt    for    a    revolver      were      found 
marked    Pansonen.      They    were    exam- 
ined by  the  chief  of  police,  and  had  to 
admit    very    soon    that    they    had    taken 
a   Journey    to    Vardoe    last    Winter,    but 
stated    that    that    trip   and    the    present 
one  at  Kirkenes  were  Just  for  pleasure. 
They    were    examined    separately,      and 
gradually  admitted   more  and  more,   the 
final  result  being  about  as  follows: 
Carried  Bombs 
Their    real    names   are    John    Sandvlk 
and    Allan    Km  11    Sandstroera,    but    they 
had   also    used    the   names    Joel    Sshlim, 
John    Sundmann.    Ragnar    Sohlberg    and 
Kmli    Berx  in  addition  to  their  present 
names.     Sandvlk  is  a  builder  by  trade; 
8andstroem,        formerly      a      telegraph 
clerk  and  later  a  commercial  clerk.  Both 
of    them    speak    Swedish,    German.    Eng- 
lish  and   Russian   well.      Both   of   them 
have    been    members    of    the    Finnish- 
Oerman '  organisation.      Sandvlk   waa  at 
first    employed    sending*  Finns    to    Ger- 
many.      Sandstroem    had    been      seven 
months    from    the    Autumn   of    1911    in 
camp   in  Germany.     After  finishing  his 
training    he    was   ordered      Into      "Aus- 
landesdienst"  and   wss  sent  to  Finland, 
to  agitate,  according  to  his  own  state- 
ment, but  Sandvik  bellevea  that  he  car- 
ried bombs  to  destroy  English  and  Rus- 
sian ships.*  They   Insist  that  that  mis- 
sion was  a  failure. 

Last  December,  at  Stockholm,  Baron 
Rautenfels  ordered  them  to  meet  at 
Christlanla.  They  stayed  at  Hotel  City 
and  were  Instructed  to  meet  at  No.  7 
in  Mrs.  Byes  Hotel,  where  they  met 
Rautenfels  and  were  Instructed  to  go 
to  Vardoe  to  look  after  certain  boxes 
which  they  believe  contained  war  ma- 
terial. If  the  boxes  were  dispatched 
they  were  to  try  to  destroy  the  ship. 
In  the  hotel,  Raufena  gave  the 
eight  bombs,  so-called  "bachstelne" 
bricks  26  by  20  by  •  centimeters.  They 
were  provided  with  arrangements  for 
ignition  by  acid  which  should  bring 
about  explosions  after  II,  24,  48  and 
72  hpure. 

■xplostvee   fa    Truaks 

The  bombs  weighed  four  kilos  each 
and  were  sewed  Into  canvas  bags  pro- 
vided with  loops.  They  Insist  that  they 
did  not  use  any  of  them,  and  that  they 
returned  the  middle  of  January  t<* 
Stockholm  after  one  month's  atay  at 
Vardoe,  where  they  stayed  at  Krlsten- 
sen's  Private  Hotel,  having  the  bombs 
In  their  trunks  all  the  time  in  thalr 
room.  At  Christlanla  they  returned 
the  bombs  at  Hoapttaet.  Raadahusgaten 
to  Mr.  •Pusa,  editor,  and  Pesenen,  a 
compositor. 

From  Stockholm  they  now  received 
orders  to  meet  at  Berlin,  where  Sand- 
stroem was  ordered  to  the  front,  but 
got  away  to  Sweden,  where  he  told 
Rautenfels  that_he  would  have  noth- 
ing more  to  da  with  the  whole  matter. 
He  was,  however,  induced  to  continue 
In  the  service.  Ileedvlk  now  arrived 
from  Berlin  with  orders  from  the 
Admiralty  te  oiMertake  a  fresh  voy- 
age north.  He  Insists  that  he  oely 
undertook  this  task  In  order  te  get 
away.'  aa  it  appeared  te  him  that  he 
would  be  kept  beck.  Beth  af  them 
were  enticed  te  Berlin  on  the  pretext 
that  they  were  to  give  evidence  fa  a 
tow  suit.     Ia  Anvil  beth  eg  them 


to  Kirkenes.  At  first  they  explained 
that  they  were  instructed  to  examine 
the  transit  trafnc-Klrkenes-Russia,  but 
subsequently  insisted  that  their  task 
wes  to  take  acid  bombs — by  ship 
North  Russia,  where  they  were  to  ex- 
plode stores,  bridges  and  ships,  but 
they  insist  that  that  task  was  impos- 
sible, and  that  they  had  no  Intention  of 
going.  Explosives  were  to  be  sent  to 
them  by  a  German  whom  they  could 
get  Into  touch  with  by  writing  to  a 
secret  address. 

Scatters  la  Secret  Ink 
The  Journey  to  Kirkenes  was  ar- 
ranged by  a  German  at  Stockholm,  not 
by  Rautenfels;  while  here  they  have 
written  and  received  letters  written  by 
'  secret  ink,  but  insist  that  their  con- 
tents have  been  quite  Innocent.  In 
Germany  they  were  provided  with 
forged  Finnish  certificates  With  forged 
stamps  made  out  In  their  present 
names.  From  the  Admiralty  they  had 
received  forged  English  seaman's 
books  made  out  to  other  names.  To 
the  last  detail  these  are  like  the  real 
ones  and  carry  the  stamps  of  various 
British  consulates.  For  their  work 
they  obtained  free  travel  and  300  kroner 
per  month.  Recently  they  were  placed 
in  prison. 

Commenting  on  the  disclosures,  the 
editor  of  The  Tidens  Tegn   says: 

The  confessions  of  the  two  Finns — In 
reality  they  are  Swedes — Is  very  sen- 
sational. They  say  that  they  have  had 
bomba  delivered  to  them  in  Chris- 
tlanla last  December.  One  la  obliged 
to  Inquire:  How  long  has  this  busi- 
ness been  carried  on?  Hitherto  it  has 
been  thought  that  it  commenced  in  Feb- 
ruary, now  it  turns  out  that  it  was  in 
full  swing  three  months  previously. 

The  bombs  had  the  same  shape  and 
probably  the  same  color  as  an  ordi- 
nary brick.  The  uaual  dimensions  of 
bricks  are  24  by  lift,  but  eome  are 
uaed  which  are  20  centimeters  broad 
and  therefore  almost  square.  The 
measurements  of  the  bombs  are  prac- 
tically Identical. 

Carried  Own  Trunks 
Our  own  inquiries  corroborate  what 
they  state  about  the  meeting  here  in 
December.  On  the  tenth  courier  "Dr." 
Rautenfels  arrived  at  Mrs.  Byes  Hotel 
where  they  obtsined  room  No.  21;  he 
remained  there  until  the  fourteenth. 
On  arrival  he  brought  two  medium- 
sized  very  heavy  trunks.  The  hotel 
porter  offered  to  carry  them  up,  but 
wss  severely  turned  aside  by  the 
courier  who  carried  them  himself.  It 
was  considered  curious  conduct  on  the 
pert  of  the  great  man,  but  they  did 
not  take  any  particular  notice  of  it. 
Rautenfels  arrived  from  and  went  to 
Stockholm.  It  was  not  until  the  thir- 
teenth of  September  that  the  two 
Swedes  arrived  here  from  Stockholm 
and  went  to  Hotel  City  entering  their 
names  as  John  Wilson,  born  at  Savar 
1181,  and  Ragnar  Sohlberg  born  at 
Sundkjoplng,  1896.  They  only  remained 
until  the  following  day,  and  left  with- 
out stating  their  next  destination. 
They  state  that  they  received  the 
bombs  in  room  No.  7  which  appears 
to  be  a  curious  slip  of  their  memory 
as  No.  7  Is  the  room  immediately  un- 
derneath No.  21.  It  la  not  known 
whether  anybody  lived  in  that  room  on 
the  day  In  question.  Their  statement 
that  the  bombs  were  not  used  appears 
somewhat  apocryphal.  How  could 
they  transport  the  bombs  to  Flnmar- 
ken,  thence  to  Sweden  and  back  to 
Norway  again?  Such  things  may  be 
done  by  an  Imperial  courier  but  not 
by  a  Swedish  contractor's  laborer.  Edi- 
tor Pusa  is  Identical  with  Baron  von 
Poussar.  the  Finn  who  denounced 
Rautenfels,  and  Pesonen  Is  the  bandit 
of  the  same  name  who  has  already 
been  before  the  courts.  Evidently 
some  connection  must  have  existed  be- 
tween the  "mlltbrandbaron"  von  Rosen 
and  the  Rautenfels  fraternities.  The 
threads  In  beth  cases  lead  back  to  the 
domicile  of  the  German  commercial  at- 
tache at  Stockholm. 

Kirkenes  and  Vardoe  are  situated  In 
the  farthest  north  of  Norway  on  the 
Russian  boundary.  Ftnmarken  Is  the 
moat  northerly  province  of  Norway. 

Von  Roaen  la  referred  to  aa  the 
"mlltbrandbaron"  because  he  had  at- 
tempted by  meana  of  polaon  enclosed 
In  lumps  of  sugar  to  Infect  thousands 
of  horses  carrying  goods  to  Russia  with 
what    Is   called    "miltbrand." 


JAPANESE  HAVE  DONE 
UCH  TO  WIN  WAR 


Admiral  Yamaj'i  Tells  of  His 
Country's  Help— Says  Japan 
Fights  for  Honor's  Sake  and 
for  Memory  of  Past  Glory

In  a  notable  speech  In  Sydney,  re- 
sponding to  the  toast  of  "The  Allies," 
Admiral  Yamajl,  of  the  Japanese  navy, 
gave  an  Interesting  account  of  Japan's 
part   In   the   war. 

"We  are  engaged  in  the  greatest 
struggle  ever  recorded  in  history,"  he 
said.  "We  are  fighting  for  trie  sake  of 
humanity,  for  the  preservation  of  the 
world's  civilization,  and  to  overthrow 
the  appalling  German  designs  against 
the  world's  peace.  Reference  has  been 
made  to  the  services  rendered  by  the 
Japanese  navy  since  the  outbrak  of  the 
war.  I  now  take  the  liberty  to  explain 
briefly  what  we  have  done,  and  may 
perhapa  disclose  some  things  which 
have  not  previously   been  made  known. 

"It  was  on  the  4th  day  of  August, 
1914,  that  Great  Britain  declared  war 
agalnat  Germany,  and  Japan  did  not 
hesitate  long  before  also  entering  the 
struggle.  We  put  forth  our  full  weight 
without  the  slightest  hesitation,  not 
because  we  desired  to  gain  or  benefit, 
but  because  we  were  convinced  that  the 
interests  of  mankind  were  at  stake. 
We  Joined  in  this  war  In  obedience  to 
the  dictates  of  our  sentiment  of  honor, 
which  la  a  houshold  word  among  the 
Japaneae  people,  and  which  Impelled 
us  rb  keep  strictly  to  the  terms  of  the 
Anglo-Japanese  alliance. 

sTarel   Activities 

"The  declaration  of  war  against  Ger- 
many was  followed  by  three  different 
naval  activities  on  the  part  of  Japan. 
First,  In  the  blockade  of  Klau-chao, 
which  rapidly  destroyed  the  German 
naval  base  in  the  War  East.  Secondly, 
in  conjunction  with  the  Australian  fleet 
under  Admiral  Patey,  In  the  search  for 
the  nest  of  German  erulsers  (Scharn- 
horst  and  others)  under  Admiral  von 
Spec,  the  result  of  which  was  that  the 
enemy's  cruisers  were  driven  away 
from  the  Pacific,  only  to  meet  their 
fate  off  the  Falkland  Islands.  Third- 
ly, we  co-operated  with  the  Allied 
navies  In  the  chase  of  the  German  raid- 
er Emden,  which  escaped  from  Klau- 
chao  before  the  blockade  wss  started, 
and  by  skilful  manoeuvring  In  the  In- 
dian Ocean  created  a  position  of  trou- 
ble and  danger  which  is  still  fresh  In 
our  memory.  However,  her  life,  though 
merry,  was  not  long,  and  was  ended 
by  the  historic  action  of  Capt.  Glossop. 
the  present  captain  in  charge  of  Garden 
Island,  and  who  at  that  time  com- 
manded the  victorious  cruiser  named 
after  this  beautiful  city  of  Sydney. 

"Although  by  the  destruction  of  the 
German  Asiatic  fleet  danger  was  re- 
moved from  the  Pacific  as  well  as  from 
the  Indian  Ocean,  yet  we  did  not  with- 
draw all  our  ships  from  the  different 
theatres,  but  left  some  of  them  station- 
ed at  Singapore  and  Colombo  to  patrol 
the  adjacent  seas;  and  they  have  been 
there  ever  since. 

Japan  te  the  Fore 

"But  this  was  not  all.  At  the  begin- 
ning of  this  year,  as  you  are  all  well 
aware,  Germany  adopted  the  policy  of 
scattering  armed  raiders  In  all  the 
oceans,  assisted  by  submarines,  with  the 
view  of  cutting  off  the  food  supply  of 
Britain.  In  the  middle  of  February 
some  ahipa  were  sunk  off  Colombo,  and 
also  off  the  Cape  of  Good  Hone.  This 
menace  caused  widespread  gloom,  and 
co-operation  was  asked  by  the  British 
Government  and  promptly  responded  to 
by  Japan;  and,  accordingly,  Japanese 
ships  have  since  been  dispatched  to 
various  oceans  and  seas.  It  may  per- 
haps aurprlae  you  to  learn  that  the  In- 
dian Ocean  Is  now  kept  guarded  by  Jap- 
aneae cruisers.  We  have  many  ves- 
sels there.  Tou  might  And  It  difficult 
to  believe,  unless  you  heard  It  from  au- 
thority ae  reliable  as  my  own  word  te 
you  here  today  Is.  that  Japanese  men- 
of-war  are  operating  in  the  Mediter- 
ranean Sea,  but  It  Is  true.  No  one  who 
has  traveled  lately  In  the  Mediterra- 
nean could  fail  to  sea,  from  time  to 
time,   Japanese   ships. 

"Nor  must  the  fact  be  overlooked 
that  eome  of  our  veaeals  are  operating 
In  very  close  proximity  te  your  own 
shores.  Some  of  you.  perhapa,  who  have 
had  experience  of  visits  of  our  training 
squadrons  to  Australia  In  past  times 
may  have  noticed  the  absence  of  cadets 
from  our  present  ship'*  company.  This 
may  he  explained  by  the  fact  that  oer 
training  ships  have  been  seat  here  em 
peaea  missions  for  the  education  of 
cadets,  bet  we  are  here  on  active  e»r- 
m~«  to  educate  the  German  raiders  If 
they  dare  te  approach  these  aheree.  Our 
shine  are  hers  te  eetlee  tale  part  ef  the 
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Pacific  Ocean,  and  I  regard  it  aa  a 
most  happy  circumstance  that  the  duty 
has  fallen  upon  me  to  take  command 
of  them.  • 

— "We  are  ready  to  meet  any  possible 
emergency,  snd  I  hope  that  our  pres- 
ence will  free  this  country  from  any 
embarrassment  from  enemy  marauders. 
As  far  as  the  task  of  convoying  trans- 
ports and  other  duties  are  concerned, 
it  would  be  Inadvisable  to  say  more  at 
preaent. 

Enemy   Desperate 

"I  think  I  have  made  It  dear  that  we 
have  not  been  Idle  since  the  outbreak 
of  the  war,  and  what  we  have  done  and 
are  still  doing  Is  for  the  sake  of  civili- 
zation and  humanity,  and  to  show  our 
fidelity  to  the  letter  and  the  spirit  of 
the  Angle-Japanese  Alliance. 

"There  Is  no  doubt  that  our  enemy 
at  the  present  time  Is  as  desperate  as 
he  Is  treacherous,  and  in  order  to  con- 
quer him  unawervlng  determination 
must  be  shown  all  the  time,  and  cor- 
respondingly heavy  sacrifices  are  un- 
avoidable. However,  as-  long  as  Prus- 
sian militarism  endeavors  to  dominate 
civilization,  we  must  fight  to  the  bitter 
end,  and  not  sheathe  the  sword  until 
that  militarism  has  been  ulaerly  de- 
stroyed. 

"On  the  Western  front,  where  your 
'Anzacn'  have  become  a  terror  to  the 
Prussian  Guards,  matters  appear  to  be 
progressing  favorably,  yet  the  aime  for 
peace  may  still  be  remote.  And,  al- 
though there  Is  no  reason  for  pessim- 
ism or  undue  alarm,  yet  we  must  not 
fall  to  realize  that  the  position  is  suf- 
ficiently grave.  We  must  realize  that 
this  struggle  demands  determination, 
alertness  and  energy,  and  that  everyone 
must  face  the  situation  with  steadfast- 
ness, and  willingly  make  all  necessary 
sacrifices  for  the  sake  of  their  country 
and  mankind.  This  is  a  tlms  when  all 
civilised  nations,  Irrespective  of  na- 
tionality or  language,  should  fight  side 
by  side  under  one  flag,  the  flag  of  hu- 
manity, as  they  really  belong  to  one 
empire,  the  empire  of  civilization. 

"Most  cordially  do  I  thank  you,  on 
behalf  of  my  officers  and  myself,  for 
the  warmth  with  which  you  have  re- 
ceived the  toast  of  The  Allies,"  and 
most  heartily  do  I  wish  for  the  wel- 
fare of  this  great  and  glorious  Com- 
monwealth." 

When  Admiral  Tamajl  resumed  his 
seat  at  the  conclusion  of  this  historic 
speech,  there  was  a  scene  of  the  great- 
est enthusiasm,  the  applause  lasting 
for  several  minutes.

In  a  dispatch,  to  the  British  press. 
Edmund  Candlsr  tells  the  following 
vivid  story  of  the  Navy's  part  in  the 
Mesopotamlan  campaign:  In  the  unde- 
monstrative entry  of  the  fleet  Into 
Baghdad  on  the  afternoon  of  March  11 
there  were  two  vessels  that  had  once 
been  Turkish.  One  was  the  little 
Thornycroft  patrol  boat  H.M.8.  Fly- 
catcher, originally  built  for  the  Turks, 
sunk  by  the  Esplegle  In  the  6hatt-el- 
Arab  during  the  advance  on  Bussorah 
<  November.  1*14),  and  afterwards 
salved  by  us.  The  other  was  ths  Firs- 
fly,  the  first  of  the  Fly  boats  that  re- 
placed the  stout  old  armed  launches 
which  served  us  so  well  In  the  early 
days  of  the  campaign. 

Beak  la  Oar  Sands  Again 

When  the  Firefly  entered  Baghdad 
again  as  a  British  ship,  after  her  Hun- 
nish  incarnation  of  over  a  year,  her 
original  British  commander  was  on 
board,  though  she  still  bore  the  Turkish 
Star  and  Crescent  and  an  Inscription 
in  Turkish  on  her  name  plate  on  the 
battery  deck.  The  Firefly  grounded  at 
Cmm-el-Tubal  on  December  1,  Irle. 
during  the  retirement  from  Cteslphon. 
and  was  recaptured  by  ua  on  February 
2«.  Ifl7,  in  the  advance  on  Baghdad. 
Both  wa  and  the  Turhe  tried  to  burn 
her:  and  her  log.  If  aha  had  a  con- 
tinuous and  connected  one,  would  bear 
witness  to  another  Important  role  our 
Navy  played — that  of  a  rearguard  In 
retreat.  In  the  retirement  from  Ctesl- 
phon the  fleet  played  a  more  difficult 
and  arduous  part.  If  not  so  brilliant  and 
dramatic  as  In  the  adrsnee  on  Bagh- 
dad. 


The  order  was  given  to  abandon  the 
Firefly  and  another  vessel,  the  Comet, 
which  had  stranded.  The  Firefly,  be- 
ing all  Iron,  would  act  burn,  neither 
would  she  sink,  being  already  ashore. 
Neither  beat  waa  abandoned  until  the 
breech-blocks  of  the  gene  had  been  re- 
moved and  the  engines  disabled  and  the 
survivors  ef  the  crew  transferred  te  the 
Sumaaa.

HI* 
share  was  deducted  from  the  $4  and 
a  business  undertaking  entered  into  with 
the  mother  of  the  boys  to  advance  suf- 
ficient funds  to  enable  Hugh  and  Alcu 
to  swing  the  deal.  This  required  a  loan 
of  $1.30.  It  is  to  be  paid  back  when 
the  crop  is  garnered. 

Meanwhile  the  potatoes  have  flourish- 
ed. Thky  sre  healthy  because  they  have 
been  well  cared  for,  and  they  are  well 
cared  for  because  the  boys  were  deter- 
mined in  the  beginning  that  they  should 
get  the  biggest  returns  possible  from 
thetr  Investment.  As  It -stands  today, 
this  is  considerably  more  than  the  M.tU 
for  seed  and  $1.13  for  plowing  which 
was  the  Initial  cash  outlay,  for  the 
boys  are  to  be  found  every  evening 
cultivating;  their  hope  Is  beneath  that 
cultivator.  Already  they  have  been  Im- 
pelled to  refuse  an  offer  of  $58  a  ton 
for  their  proapecta. 

The  results  are  not  altogether  prob- 
lematical for  these  two  boys  have  be- 
fore experienced  the  pride  of  ownership 
in  a  similar  way.  Two  years  ago,  from 
two  sacks  of  seed  they  raised  39  sack" 
of  potatoes  by  cultivation  In  a  little 
plot  on  Cabriole  Island.  This  year  they 
are  going  to  prove  that  cultivation  I" 
the  one  big  esesentlal  to  successful  gar- 
dening. 


BRITISH  FIRMS  NOW 
USE  GERMAN  PATENTS 

Gerwtaa    Rights    la    Britain    fsjindle*    When 

War  Broke  Out —  Ureacea  Issued  to 

Firms   hi    Brltem 
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Since  the  war  broke  out  between  Oar- 
many  and  Great  Britain  applications 
have  been  made  in  England  for  licences 
under  960  enemy-owned  British  patents, 
and  most  of  these  applications  have 
been  granted,  with  the  result  that  many 
nsw  Industries  have  been  established 
In  Oreat  Britain  baaed  on  Inventions 
which  were  protected  by  British  patents 
of  enemy  ownership. 

"The  arrangement  In  England  cell  a 
for  the  payment  of  a  royalty  to  be  held 
In  trust  for  the  Germsn  patentee  until 
the  close  of  the  war,  and  further  pro- 
vides for  the  continuance  of  the  licence 
throughout  the  full  life  of  the  patent, 
ao  that  capitalists  will  be  protected 
In  the  investments  they  may  make  for 
establishing  new  Industries  during  ths 
period  of  the  war. 

"A  like  provision  Is  Incorporated  In 
the  United  states  bill,  and  If  this  Mil 
Is  taken  advantage  of  to  the  aame  ex- 
tent aa  In  England,  It  ia  certain  that 
many  Industries  will  be  built  up  under 
patents  at  present  of  German,  Austrian 
snd  Hungarian  ownership.  An  examin- 
ation of  the  list  of  patents  so  licensed 
under  the  British  statute  shows  that 
some  scores  of  patents  bearing  on  the 
dyslng  mdustry  have  been  licensed. 

"Msny   articles    which    were    formerly 
manufactured    in    Germany    or    <»uatiia 
and    Imported    into   Great    Britain,   will 
undoubtedly    In    the    future    be   entirely 
supplied   by  local   manufacturers  there. 
ITp  to  the  commencement  of  the  war  Tfl 
Europe,  Oreat  Britain  obtained  Its  entire 
supply   of   magnetos     from      Stuttgart, 
Germany,  hut  some  hundreds  of  thous- 
ands of  theee  have  since  been  manufac- 
tured   In    Great    Britain,    under    patent* 
formerly    owned    by    German    subjects, 
and  a  much  better  product  la  now  being 
turned    out   In   England    than   wae  pro- 
duced by  the  Germsn  factories,  ae  man* 
Improvements    have    been    made    in    the 
German  type  of  magneto,  a  result  which 
Is  likely  to  follow  wherever  new  maan- 
facturtag  arrangements  are  established 
la  any  line  ef  Industry  "
